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When John Toone, my third great¬ 
grandfather, set sail for America with his 
young family in the winter of 1851, he 
likely had no clue as to the adventures 
awaiting him, or that more than 160 years 
later, one of his numerous descendants 
of his life in a newspaper article. 

For me, John's colorful story is a source of inspiration. 

John was born in Birmingham, England, in 1813. He received an 
education in music, law, carpentry and medicine. He married Emma 
Prosser in a town called Leamington in 1836. 

His love of music secured him a position in the Queen of England's 
band, according to family records. When her majesty learned that 
John and his family had joined a new religion — The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints — she wished him well and said if he 
ever returned, he could play in the band. 

John was the only member of his large family to join the church. He 
and Emma were baptized in 1849 and arrived in America in March 
1851. Their youngest daughter, Ann, only a few months old, died 
during the voyage and was buried at sea.

The family was part of Capt. 

Thomas Howell's pioneer 
company and they reached the 
Salt Lake Valley in September 
1852. Journal accounts reveal that 
John played his cello in the 
evenings during the trek. John 
once used his musical talents to 
appease a group of Indians that 
confronted the company in war 
paint. John later played his cello 
with the first orchestra of the Salt 
Lake Theater and performed with 
several bands and groups. His 
cello was preserved after his 
death, refurbished and still 
played by his descendants today. 

John was called on a mission to England in 1854. Among his travels, 
he shared the gospel with his family, but they respectfully declined 
to join the church. 

John's missionary journal concludes in May 1856 as he prepared to 
return home, but records indicate he joined the Martin Handcart 
Company, a group of converts aboard the ship "Horizon." John is 
listed as clerk to one of the groups on board. He is also mentioned in 
the journal of at least one other member of the company. 

Descendants like Liz Thomas believe John kept a journal of his 
experiences with the ill-fated Martin Company, but no record has 
been found. 

"Some think it may have been destroyed in the painful aftermath of 
the trek," Thomas said. "But others like me continue to hope it is out 
there somewhere." 

While on his mission, John met an English schoolteacher named 
Hannah Wardle. He helped her cross the plains and married her in 











1857. Hannah died a year later while delivering twins, both of whom 
died in the delivery. 

Another British convert, Jemima Cook, had joined the church against 
her family's wishes and traveled with the Martin Company. When 
the company reached Devil's Gate, Wyo., John carried Jemima across 
the frigid river full of floating ice chunks. He also helped push her 
handcart. He married her in 1857. 


Thomas recently discovered that John served a second mission in 
1869 and remains hopeful there is another journal somewhere 
containing an account of those experiences. 

In 1873, John was called to settle in Morgan County. In Croydon, 
John was the schoolmaster, the music teacher, the doctor and lawyer 
for the town for many years. He was also a correspondent for the 
Deseret News and served in various church callings. 

John Toone died Aug. 31, 1893, at the age of 80. His obituary reads, 
"He died a firm believer in the gospel."

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Preface 

To a lot of us, there Comes a desire witKin us to know ot at least to leam about 
out ancestors. Hellen Lyle Hardy helped to satisfy that desire by making a copy of John 
Toone'& missionary journal available to the John Toone Family Organization We thank 
her for taking the time and effort to have it copied and for giving ihat copy to- Oem 
Toone We thank her and her family for preserving it over the years so that we might 
enjoy it now and in the future. 

It is interesting to learn how Clem came to ask Hellen for a copy of the journal: 

While Hei ten's daughter, Mary, was on her way through Richfild, Utah to visit 
Hellen in Junction, Utah an accident happened. Et seems that Clem’s grandson. Daren, 
was distracted by a radio (or a girlfriend or both) while driving his dad’s truck and 
ran into the hack of Mary's car. Fortunately, nu one was hurt, but her car had to he left at 
ihe local Ford dealer So Daren and his father, Harley drove Mary to her mother's home 
in Junction about 45 miles south. Before Daren and Harley started back to Richfield, 
Hellen asked if they were related to the Toones she descended from. The same John 
Toone who helped to settle Croydon, Utah in the 1850’s, (The same John Toone who 
wrote this journal you are about to read!) Also, Hellen teamed that Clem lived in 
Richfield and later called him to let bnn know that sbe appreciated die help Clem's boys 
(son and grandson.) gave to Mary and asked if she (Hellen) could do anything to repay 
them. Clem said, "Yes, if we could have a copy of John Toone’s missionary journal we 
would be more than repaid!" Hellen said. “You certainly may, if E cart find a way to get 
il copied.” She did find a way and it was on a machine that enhanced the faded and 
smudged pencil script that most of it is. The copy was actually a little more legible than 
the original. Helen gave the copy to Clem to give to ihe John Toone Family 
Organization. 

The Family Organization took it to the Church’s Family History Library in Salt 
Lake where il was placed on microfilm, April 25, 1990.* Since thai time, the family 
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members that have read it find the journal difficult to read in a lot of places. Michelle 
Richins McKnight volunteered to transcribe it from the handwritten io typewritten pages 
in some placet she had to interpret words and phrases, replace words fttal lime has 
erased, and place in words that had been omitted. Dorothy Tonne Cook volunteered to 
proof Tead Michelle's work, arrange the fomiai with pictures and do (he typing and 
proofing for the publication of the Journal. Two heads are belter than one. Dorothy 
found lhat afier Michelle bad initially interpreted the diary, the Follow up or second 
interpretation was a little easier, 'line longer we worked wiih ihe Journal the easier it 
became to interpret. The way some of the letters were formed, the old English spelling 
and ihe phrasing became a little easier to figure out. Ati “s" in the middle of a word 
resembles an L T' ar“p . Many of the capital letters were intcrprcied only by the leticrs 
that followed After the diary was typed for publication. Dorothy went back over the 
Journal comparing word for word, (0 malic sure it was written as nearly the same as John 
had written it as possible. John did not capatilize at the beginning of all of his sentences, 
nor on ad of the words which should have been CUpatilized. Wc have tried to punctuate, 
and capitalize where we felt it should be, only for easier reading. His sentences and 
wording were left the same as he wrote them. Where necessary for clarity, wc have 
added a word and pul them tn hrackets "l ]”. So you can follow the dating of the Journal 
wc have also added in brackets Ehe date. All of the dating is as near to the way he wrote 
it as possible with the exception that he wrote the dates most generally in the center of a 
line. Every line of every page is written on He did not leave a part of a tine unwritten, 
he just continued nexl to (he last word he had written whether it was on the same line or 
the starling of a new line in his Journal. 

To these fine ladies we give pyr gratitude and appreciation.

We arc including four pages of John Toomfs handwritten Journal so you as the 
reader may appreciate (he diflieullly in ^Translating" the Journal. Some of Ihe pages 
were very diiTicuti to read. Michelle did the original translaiing, Dorothy proofed and 
rc-iead the Journal word for wwd comparing Michelle's transcription with die original. 
Dorothy then typed Ihc Journal and again with a magnitying glass where needed, re-read 
the diary word for word. With a lot of faith and prayer, the Journal became easier as time 
went on to figure oul. As you can see (he “Old English" style of handwriting and the 
language of that rluy w»s very difficult to figure out, as well as the quality of the copy 

So that you may compare our iranslalion with the original. Page 8, begins on the 
fifth line down on Sunday 5 th June 1854 and goes to the end of Wednesday 8th of June 
1854, or pages 23 and 24. Page 2, begins the end of line two Sunday 22nd April 1855 
and goes to the end of the first hne Wednesday, 23 April 6855, or pages 71 and 12.

There were u few pages written in 1852 as they came into the Valley that 
were with the Missionary ,hmrnaf As John J'oone begin* his Missionary Journal he 
talks as though lie was just commencing his Journal, but these few pages were with 
the same Journal. 

Tuesday 31 August 1852. We came to (Slack Fork halfway, the road was up hill, Our 
Monday evening camping was among the Devils own from aU appreance here. Our cattle 
was in jeopardy and acquired particular attention they had checked enough to be aware of 
one of oxen hcifcrs h but they dtd not got it, Elder Nicholes stuck to it and brought his 
back in return Our Brethren brought away a stag which appeared to have been left these 
suitiers came and well exclaimed him but they did net know him and left him. He came 
in useful for our teams were growing very weak. 

Wednesday 1 September 1852. We came about IS miles and camped before we 
crossed Black fork we scattered more tonight than before. Colt Wilson kept going on and 
some of the teams fell back but they camped in sight of each other Feed not very 
plentiful but we can make a very good shift between Bottom and Bench gTass. Wc met a 
lot of Indians with a great quantity ol horses going down to Green River to trade. One of 
them who could speak English pretty well came along with two yoke of cattle and 3 
horses for sale, 50 for yoke was what he asked for cattle and horses. 

Thursday 2nd (-September 1852J. Wc came in with some Brethren from the Valley. 
One of them came into our lent and earned many things for Our folks but especially we 
loaded him with women and children. Elder Hadden is his name, he seems alfaMe and 
kind. Wc came about 12 miles and camped in a very good place. The day very fine and 
warm. This evening Sister Clark was called to answer a charge of theft in Capl 
Sevanthens tent. She was accused of milking (he cows belonging [to] the Brethren, tiro 
Yates said he saw her milk about 5 different cows, She denied it and desired that a curee 
might be put upon those liars which was done. Roswell White 14 lb. of flour, Louisa 
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AI rich 12 ISi , Stephen Wright 24 it, Thos.. Hal I is 13 lb., John Burrell 15 lb.. Widow 
Hullard ll> lb . Mm hew McCain 20 lb., from the 13 1 shops fund. 

Friday 3 September 1852, We came about 16 in ties arid found a good camping back by 
a small crock This day was cloudy and fair hut the road by Fort Bridget was exceeding 
rough but the crocks were all dry but one. The road was very stoney at times We 
continue to meet Brethren from the Valley. The Indians arc very numerous. We mot the 
Indian Agent going for Fort Bridger and buggy, and poor Bro. Hadden stall with us 
he]ping us and our sick women along. 

Saturday 4th (.September 1852|. We started , the road was very rough. We descended a 
very steep hill and came along until we came to a bottom where there was plenty of 
gross. The water was very had and rank, here we met with some Brethren from the 
Valley, Brother Huntsman came for his wife, who was brought out by Bra Stanley, 1 was 
silting by our wagon reading, and I heard someone coming up the road saying pick my 
things oul or give me my things out of the wagon. 1 won't go no further. I came to see 
who it was. J( was Henry C’halian, one of Bro. Stanley's drivers. It appears they had bad 
some dispute, a misunderstanding about the living. Bro. Stanley came up at the time and 
I heard htm say if he did not like his living he must leave saying I can't help if one of Mr 
Stanley's young men gave Oration a bout which he took and placed by the road side. 
Chaiians wife came up at the time and asked for some other bundles or sacks Finally 
Chilian and his wife were left by Bnu. Stanley on the Plain and Capl. Howell had to go 
and find out some one who could carry Ins things. Finally he agreed with Bro. Stanley

A Dudley 
Drollinder and his mother were called when to help they refused and he Dudley said he 
be Cod. [f he won 3 1 Sister Spencer refused also and Capt. Mmtcheau was obliged to let 
go a cow out of his own team, when he himself needed it. The Devil seems to be trying 
loo bad and slyly all our jftiiirs just know the Lord rebuke him 

Monday 6 [September 1852|., I^st evening Duo I tinder and Spencer went ahead. Capt. 
Whitehead. because they would not adjust this day we came to Cache Cove, plenty of 
witter, grass, and plenty of willows about one mile to the right our people. Generally feel 
a desire to stop. They think this Valley a fine place to locate, bul Ehe fuel is scarce, t was 
much struck with the beauty of the concrete rock by which we passed today. What a 
proof of the durability of concrete bow long it must have stood in its nature and natural 
grandeur not served by the artist and (he wise of many generation. The caves arc many 
and truly interest my This morning, the cool morning, make us feel as though we were 
near at home. Our Brethren arc getting very short of provisions but all things arc quite as 
well as we can cspccl. Thank God all is well. Everyone left Sunday Mary Watkins wife 
of William Watkins was delivered of a daughter while laying at Bear River about 11 
o' clock at night Al I doing wel I. 

Tuesday 7tb [September 1852f We came about 5 miles, then it came on to rain so 
heavy we laying for a while. We started again and came about a mile and hailed again. 
We made preparations for the night. El liecame fair and we started again and came about 
5 miles further and camped at evening. This day Capi. Wilson came up from the Valley 
to help him along, bringing Hour etc. for them which was very acceptable fur many [of] 
our Brethren were owl of flour. This is the first wet day we have had ram since we left 
E’ottawaiarmc. Our way as wc marked by a special providence. The road has been very 
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rough and difficult through the rain. Our oxen were prOitrute at limes. The 3itilt; hills 
being so slippery' bul no accident has beseeched. Thanks to Him who rules above and 
order all things well below. 

Wednesday 8th (September I8S2J. We came through the remainder of the long canyon 
and nature seems to remarkable choice for the many beautiful carvings there are among 
the rock loo numerous to describe. One 1 must mention there is an arch formed out of 
one solid stone making a handsome Bridge. One end of the arch is light color the other a 
red but the road has been so rough we have not time to see all the beauties of this narrow 
pass. The day has been fine and beautiful and very few accident have deluged us. An 
Flder i D Bass and his companions, I came up to them in a mud hole with their wagon 
laying wrung way uppermost having an accident. They had to unload the wagon and get 
it out by hand but they alt look it very patiently. I did not hear one murmur or ever a 
whine but all set to in earnest and they very soon came up with us on our way. Capt. 
Howell started some young men forward to gel some bread Stuff, SO many of Our 
Brethren being all but out. We arc camping near the ford 5, the Weber River. It is 
difficult to find our caille there being so much brush as wo struck the Weber we found 
two families making preparation for budding a house and settling there. I don't know 
their names but they are Scotch people. One family from the Valley, the ulher from the 
States this Season 

Thursday 9 |September I852|, We are still among the hills in Canyon Creek The mad 
h&S been very rough and tedious but we came to camp safe without accident We passed 
u wagon which had capsized and rolled oti the bottom of the canyon but they rigged up 
again. Their cattle were scattered among the brush. Merc a circumstance look place 
which wc reported a Bro. Thom Smith took one yoke ofiheir cattle and pul them on the 
Tongue of their cart and came a mile ur two when they were owned by their boy who was 

bunting for them. He still came on with them afteT that __the boy (o Accompany him 

buck when we assembled for prayer the circumstances was told and with one voice ail 
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pronounced it a bad deed. The CapL said be should make it right before he proceeded in 
the morning. He justified himself by many excuses which writing ihc Brethren came up 
he was much disgusted. 

Friday 10 [September 1852]. This has been a tedious day for our teams hut we have 
crossed the mighty mountains and art camping Mime 2 or 3 miles down the mountain at 
Browns Creek, plenty of wood and wnicr, but tw grass near this evening. The Brethren 
met us with the flour that was sent for* and Capt. Howell seen it weighed out to the 
supl l cations. 

Saturday 11th | September I852f. We made our way to the mouth of the canyon before 
we ascended the little hill from which wc could sec the city in ihc Valley of the Great 
Salt Lake. 

Sunday 11 [September 1852|. Some of the Brethren liemy anxious to proceed to (he 
City. We assembled for prayer. Afterward our Chief Cape Howell assembled us praying 

for blessing to be up_all that to us ascertained Uro. J, Twne in ihc behalf of our 

companies thanked Bro. Nowell for bis fatherly care and kind attention, to us all up to the 
present time, Elder ClifFlen Cordon was present and addressed the assembly, we one and 
all received his counsel with himself and was glad to me with so good a man. Our 
assembly broke up and every man began to do for himself and now we are scattered 
among our Brethren in the Valley partaking of their hospitality and the good thing of the 
Valley of tphriam. 

Monday 13 September 185L Spent this day in rambling about the city looking for 
luggage brought or by our Brethren. Elder Cordon accompanied me, We called at Elder 
J. Taylor, C T. Benson, met lino Franklin D. Richardson the street. Saw Ero. J. A. 
Smith President of Utah, passed through the tylhing house at a ]>ccp at tabernacle, saw 
and heard many things, finally met firm G. A. Watt and family, Alteiward made my 
way home with my Emma fatigued and exhausted. Mad prayer and lay down. Mrs. 
Toone was restless being tormented with the Bugs.

I'hc streams in the canyon and the stream of 
the mountain vwjrc (5) easy and fordable f 14) We camp tonight in canyon graze and 
there is plenty of graze for our horses All is fine. 
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This moming, Friday M [May 1B54|, came to Weber River. Too (£} deep io venture 
our wagons. We came up to Ihe leny {1 3). IVixrther Busby toot (7) out wagons on his 
boat and charged its nothing. We sent our horses through and made camp [ I 5} on the 
cast shore. Brother Lowes wagon broke down while descending the hill today, but we 
have patched it up and it docs very wall. 

Saturday the 13th, We came down Echo Canyon and camped about four mils from 
Cache Cave. Wc have had to cross (11) the creek many times and some of the places 
(16) were very difficult. One place we had to dig down the bonk. We had no spade, 
shovel, or pick. We chopped (17) the dirt with our axes, kicked it Out of the way with our 
feet, or removed it with board. President li. L. ('lupp, King holt broke while crossing 
one of the slews of the creek, but we had some isun bolt of pins tor horse lies so that 
accident was soon (d) remedied. Rio. Cordale and Brother Wooley am gone (10) ahead 
I expect (12) they arc gone for Green River. 

Sunday 14th, 10 o'clock we are still at our last night camping place, t ought to have said 
Bishop Banks gave us a lecture last night which w«s very much to the purpose (18). His 
principal object was to make us undersand our calling for w eue Sent out purposely to 
save Israel. The general part of our camp are dean shaven and awaiting final orders. We 
remained here all this day and night believing it would do our horses good 
Monday 15th, This morning we have our camping ground, teams all fresh and well. 
And well it was wc rested for our road this day has been hard on our teams, ascending 
and descending so many hills or mountains, having hailed, snowed, and rained the greater 
pan of the lust night made the ascents so slippery. Wo came to Bear River and got over 
without difficulty and we are camped on the east bank. Among the brush plenty of wood 
for Hre and lucky for us for that day it was very cold with hail and rein. Hero we mot 
Colonel O.P. ftockwood who was here for ihe purpose of building a bridge to 
accommodate the emigration in the high water when they could not ford the stream. The 
gmss is not as good as we have had before. 
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Tuesday the 16 ;|Muy IKS-lf We came about two miles, past the solder spring and then 
tumped for the night, The road hits been very heavy. All the mommy past the mountains 
were hard on our teams, but ibis afternoon is beautiful, the road good and we are over the 
rim of the fircat Basin and the streams run the reverse way. This night we have plenty of 
graze, wood, and water. Some of our horses are coming lame. At our camping ground 
there are three of our boys budding a bridge againsi (he high water for the 
accommodation of the California Emigration. 

Wednesday IT, This day we came almut twenty-five miles and arc camped at 
Smilhsfork, about twenty mites below Port Bridger. The rood, considering the lime of 
the year, is pretty good but we have nothing but sage and smalt wood to hum We called 
at Bridget and buughi us some coffee-fifty cents for pound. Sugar si* hits, 3 lore we met 
with some of our City Brethem who were budding a fort called Fort Supply about tun 
miles from Port Bridget Brother R Bums and Chadwick won! (20) among the Brethem 
who were camped. There is plenty of cows, C&tHe, and horses at Fort Bridget belonging 
to Brother Bridger. Brother Clapp's horse fell so lame in (be night he had to exchange it 
with the Brethem who were at our last nighl camping place. Surely the l,ord has to do 
with us in a special (21) manner for we all sec His hand in our behalf This day we met a 
Brother Rhodes retuning from Sweet Water, lie had been there in search of a gold or 
silver mine. 13e said it was all a blank, but that he would lie sure to day. 

Thursday I ft* We harnessed (22) up and crossed (he ford and came to a deep water 
called Hams Pork Many of the Brethem had mosl of their luggage wetted, the water 
running over top of the wagon, but we all got through safe and are camped on the 
opposite bant The graze is very scarce, bin there is no bettor to be found at pcestni 
Bra. Latcy shot a bare (23) this morning and he now has n ready for cooking. We 
overtook throe Brethem going to Sweet Water on, purpose for trade. 1 knew (24) one of 
them, a Mr Barton, a painter. We are in company this evening with a Mr. or Bro. 
Sanderson who is out to meet his wile and seven children and doing a btllo trading with 
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the California Emigration. Brother Sanderson had been amusing the Brethren this 
everting by giving (hem some I idle insight into astrology The Kiad (inlay has been very 
good considering the breaking up of the winter, but it is a very barren appearance I was 
much delighted today with a beautiful little flower (25) which grew among ihc rocks. It 
resembled a. little flower I have seen m England which closes again an rain and cold 
Friday 19 [May IS54J. This day we came aboul Ihirty-lwu miles. No grass nor water lo 
be found until we came to Green River and there is scarcely any grass here but here we 
arc compelled to stop to repair Eiro. Clapp's and lira. Bank's wagons. Here wc were 
ferried over and (heir charge was twenty one dollars, three dollars for wagons and being 
very poor, it nearly drained nor company of money here at this ferry. A Bm Appley, the 
Probate fudge appointed for this District Court and there is Bro. Ogluul, the acting 
attorney for the District There are many Brethren around us al this place who are out on 
various (26) duties, some hum mg. some trading, some on missions, and others at work at 
the ferry. This evening a Band of Indians were resting on the West shone, hut they soon 
left and went further up the fiver. They appeared to be going to trade. Bro. franklin 
Woolcy lost his ring off his finger. Think i! jerked ofThlS finger while catching his 
horse. The country around us has such a sterile (27) or barren appearance that nothing 
hut necessity (213) would bring people here, but (he way of duty is (he way of safety. 
Saturday 20th May. Wc stayed all day at Green River and the Brethren were diligent in 
repairing (heir wagons. We had much conflict in the Brethren expressing their censure at 
Mr. Harley charging us for our ferriage, but he was decided in keeping the twenty-one 
dollars, hut a Brother. Hickman paid the money back to Bro. Clapp The Mr. 3 lickraan is 
the deputy sheriff of that county. Others of (he Brethren made a collection (29) for (en to 
IIliven dollars. We had a meeting in house that evening and Ihe meeting was good 
Addressed by Bro. McGuire and Clapp. 

Sunday 21. We made preparation and started on the road and came a distance of about 
twenty-seven mites and camped al Big Sandy. In the upper camping ground the feed is 
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pretty yoodL but rhe graze is short, 't he road today had been very good, but I, myself am 
very sick. I got the Brethren to administer to ire Iasi evening ami I feel the consolation of 
such blessings. While we were at camp this evening, a train passed by us at ihc distance 
of half a mile. tfro. Clapp dispatched Bro. Wooley to see who and whar they were, lie 
brought us word iliey were California Emigration who left the Bluffs about the eleventh 
of April Iasi. They are camped about two miles from us. 

Monday 22nd [May 1854). This day we came to the E’acific Spring, but the feed is very 
scarce and the Feed this everting is very short. Some of Ihc iiorses are (ired down, it 
appears. We are traveling too fast Wc passed four oxen teams who are coming out to 
Sweet Water to trade with the California Emigration. I feel thankful I am belter ibis 
evening. Our President gave us orders 10 alter the tongue of our wagon. He did no( 
advise us to do so, but ordered us to do it. 

Tuesday 21 May 1854. Wc left our camping pound and continued our (ravel lo the No. 
5 ford of ihc Sweet Water. The road has been very good and (he feed Ihis evening is a 
little better. We found some of our Brethren building a bouse, preparing io blacksmith 
and trade with (he Emigration. They arc gone out this evening to try and shoot us a dear 
or an antelope. 1 should have noticed last evening there came a company of California 
Emigrants and camped about 1/2 mile from us. They had a great many horses and, 
considering ihe distance they had come, they looked very well. Our Brethren who are at 
Sweet Water gave us some antelope meat for our supper. I traveled many a mile this 
evening in search of the angles I buried when we came through in 11K |52 > but 1 searched 
in vain for E was at the wrong (30) ford 

Wednesday, 24tb, We left this ford and came about 22 or 23 miles and camped on the 
No 6 Sweet Water. The grass is good and we have a good camping place, but the road 
has been exceeding rough. 1 cannot describe how rough, for the stones stick up so 
tremendous, but all is well and we are happy. Someci the Brethren arc in company with 
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us vvlio were at our Last nights camping place who are going to fecich the things that we 
cashed in August 1852. 

Thursday, 25th |\1a> I.B54). Myself and the ox learn came forward lo Ihe grave and 
found our tilings safe as we Left them, Wc resurrected them and I returned them for the 
Valley in the cart of a lira. Billings, my wife to have whatever she wanted and the 
remainder to be kept by them for the carnage all Ihe other goods. 9 engaged them - pat¬ 
ten cents per pou nd for the carriage of same to (he Valley. 

It is now 3 Ju nc 1354. liver since the last date, I have been sick and unable to record 
anything that has taken place daily, but nothing of great importance has transpired. We 
are now on Lhe South aide of the Plait {31) about 60 miles from Si. Johns or Laramie. We 
have passed through many of the Cheyenne (32) Endians. They came among us 
They seemed quite friendly. There are a great many on this route (33). It is but 
you found a trading post. Whiskey and Moccasins for sale, We are meeting daily great 
herds of cattle for California. Yesterday was an awful day. The thunder was SO terrific it 

had to_us all to shivers but wc are all escaped without accident Thank God all 

appears well and comfortable. 

Saturday 4. We came about 16 miles all the mottling. Wc continued to ascend until we 
reached the highest point then it was all down hill until we came to the bottom by the 
Platt River. Wc were obliged to hall on account of tiro. Gregory being so very sick, but 
the Brethren admistcred to him and he soon got better. I should think wc must have met 
some 3 or 4 thousand head of cattle today all bound for California at the Le liont 
settlement, There is a store with a bake house connected and a board play carded for 
entertainment. We had a man rode mlo camp and stopped all night. He had beer in 
search of a Branded cow they had I ost from their herd the day before. This day we met a 
train of goods for Salt Lake. They il___six. mules each wagon and they said aboui 
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30 to 36 cents in cash wagon. Thousands arc around m looight The Midsings Teams 
with life Men, Women, Horses, Mules, oxen, etc. 

Sunday 5th [June 1B54|, This morning we had a special meeting. Out President 
addressed (34) us at some length He told us of our faults, scolded, (3S) censured me, 
and warned us all afterward. Many of the EUncthren spite, but according to my Opinion 
(36) there is nothing the matter. One thing I have an obedience man cannot think 
alike but our good sense (37) should prevent us grieving ihe spirit of other men for no 
other purpose than to gratify our own propensities. We have and came about 

seven nulcs where we are laid by to enjoy Ihe remains of the Sabbath (3&). Our horses 
appear in pretty good condition. 

Monday 6th. We came about twenty-eight miles 10 U beautiful country. We met it She 
camping ground two trains of goods for Salt fake, The name of one man was tlitbert. 
l ie gave us a little coffee and a little sugar and we bought a few pounds of the other 
company, It was a little amusing to sec it decided (39) some of the Brethren who had 
money and did not buy took (4) the sugar and coffee while others spent their all to get a 
little. Selfishness a permanent character in all the actions of our life. I have found an 

invaluable practice in life ha_are to bles_at anethers expense. 

Tuesday 7th, Wt came and camped: near to 1 .aiamie. 1 wrote a short epistle and sent by 
Post to my wife and family. E visited the fort and found there a good store well provided 
with goods of all description. Some of brethren bought Bacon and other things but they 
did not sell perishes here at J .aTumie They have built a bridge across the fork of the Plait 
and charge according to Teams and circumstances. We paid 50 each wagon. It was quite 
amusing to see some of our call at the fon this morning and we came on without 
them and they had the pleasure to run behind for many a mile. 1 drove one of their 

Teams while they __the fat bus I waited on a hill about 3 1 ft hours until they came up 

to me and_on their wagon.

Thursday 9th. The roads have been very good and we go many miles in a day. Some 
day we reach near tinny miles but our average is about 25 miles per day but our poor 
hordes fed the effecis of il very much. They are very tired some evenings. They appear 
quite lagged down but when morning dimes, they art generally refreshed. 

Friday 10th. We have now been one calendar month on our journey. 1 hate traveled 
about six hundred miles and although many of us have been sick* we all appear now to 
have got quite well. Our provisions are growing quite scarce, bui all our wants are daily 
supplied. Some of our Brethren have little money and they buy some Utile things. Others 
obliged to beg for one good reason, they have no money. 

Saturday 11, We left the_look Tor this season and came abnui 24 miles and. are 

camped dose by the Plait, Prelty good feed here. We intend to stop until Monday 

morning to wash our cloths and rest our horses so that all may g£t_read)' for another 

weeks work. Wc continue to see thousands of emigrants on both sides the river- horses, 
cattle, men, women, and children. All bound tor the California gold coast The territory 
teams wiih Life. Often times wc arc visislcd by Indians who generally arc disposed to bog 
and we generally give them a little of whai wc can spam. 

Sunday 11. I have made a mistake io l he proceeding dates bul it was owing, to my being 
sick and not able fo record the day as they passed along. This is a beautiful day. The 
first summer day we have had since we lefl the Valley of Sail Lake. Our horses are 
resling and wq are enjoying ourselves in the bcsl possible manner according to our 
circumstances. 

Monday 12th, We came along about 22 miles continuing to meet hundreds and 
thousands of creatures. We camped by the river Platt and, I shall not forget the mght 
mosquitoes (42), a kind of gnat. They bile severally or sling and a bump rises much like 
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the sting of a wasp. I had no rest all night and was glad to see the morning We had 
some thunder and a ram which made the night cloudy and warm 
Tuesday 13 |June 1B54|* The morning cloudy, b4Ji it cleared away and the day has been 
fine but the road has been &o very sandy, li had been very hard on our Teams, We met 
the mail with some of our Brethren passengers to Salt late We stopped (43) and had a 
little that, A Mr. Stewart gave us 5 dollars. We met a company of Indians They tailed 
them Ogallala. They had been fighting (44) with the Pawnees and got defeated with, the 
loss of twenty of their Braves. They were returning in small groups like a defeated parly. 
We continued on our jouoey until we came to Ash HolLo, a deep stream where a great 
many ash trees grow and we are tamped tonight by a small spring in Ash Hollo. There is 
plenty Of good grass. Most of our company are disagreeing about leaving a heavy wagon 
but all is right All is well. Wc called at the Trading post and had a quart of whiskey 
among our company, 

Wednesday 14. We continued at our camping pound until near noon. Two of our Boys 
went Out yesterday and stayed out all night for a good reason. They could not find their 
way to the camp. The night was so dark, but they came jn about 11 o'clock hungry and 
fatigued. Wc had a little altercation (45) before we started Our Ib’esidcnt Clapp made 
some heavy remarks which I considered uncalled for but I may be mistaken Wc are 
certainly Rreiheren but he made us very had* but had as we are, the Lord is with us in 
every deed and I am satisfied wc are doing well But the wagon which was the cause of 
contention was disposed of. A French Trader gave them an Indian pony (46) for the 
wagon and a broken down horse. Wc started about noon and came some 15 miles and 
camped by the 3 > latl. Mosquitoes in abundance. The rwd has been sandy and heavy for 
these two or three days which makes it hard on our teams. 

Thursday 15 + This day is ascended a heavy sand bluff (47) and continued climbing up 
until noon The road has been heavy all morning but this afternoon wc have 
descended with a pretty good road and wc have traveled about 25 or 6 miles. We 
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hive j* thunder storm this evening and a Little rain but our boys are busily collecting 
cording and buffalo chips for our fire to cook by. The Ltoys seem lull of spirit. I 
hope all is well. 

Friday L6 [June ISM]* We came about 2 0 miles and crossed the south fork of the Platt 
Kivcr. It was difficult lo ford our horses. Many of them fell down, but we had no 
accident. Our Buys had most of them to fling into the water and push at the wheel We 
ate all safe over and arc camped against a swamp and the mosquitoes are very plentiful. 
We bought a piece of bacon and some sugar off an emigrant we met. ] paid all the 
money we three had which, was one dollar. IThe road today has been very good without 
sand. We fired three shots at an antelope hut he made away from all of us but I thought 
one of us broke his leg. 

Saturday 17. This morning the greater part of our Brethren came off before breakfast 
being on a swamp and nothing that would hum to make a tire. We came about 5 or tO 
miles. Camped by another slew and took breakfast. Afterwards we came about 16 or LR 
miles. The road was good. Ihe day very warm, Very hard upon our teams. They 
appeared as though they would give out but we came lo Ash Creeck and Lhankful 1 led 
for i am sick and poorly myself Plenty of wood and water. We met a man today who 
gave us a cup full of sugar, 

Sunday IS, We continued hv Ash Creek all this day to rest and refresh our horses, in 
the evening wc had a tremendous thunder storm and the rain descended in torrents. We 
had a fine freeze all thus day which kept the mosquitoes down. A train of 52 wagons or 
more came up this evening carrying merchandise for Livingston and others in the Valllcy. 
We got about 25 lbs. of sugar for five dollars, which was given us hy Mr. Stewart who we 
met wiih the mail. We got a little whLskey from them which seemed to cheer (he hearts of 
our Bretheren. 5 or 6 of the Boys went out to shoot something but they all relumed 
without any game. I shall he glad lo see the end of these plains for I am more or less sick 
hII the way hut 1 feel thankful and rejoice. 
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Monday 19 [June lSSt| T The road luday, ihough pretty level, was very heavy from last 
nights rain and while wo slopped at noon some men came up lo camp who vitre on fool. 
They said ihcy had Left their company and were going ahead to join the train that passed 
us yesterday evening. There appeared 7 or H of them in the distance hut only two came 
up and hough! some biscuits. They said some four days hath they had lost eleven horses 
which were driven into Hie mountains by a herd of buffalo so ihey left iheir train and was 
going to jom ihc company ahead The morning has been cloudy but there is a beautiful 
breeze and plenty of grass for our horse. This evening another storm came on. The wind 
was tremendous, but it soon passed over. 

Tuesday 20. We came about 25 miles. The road much better lhan yesterday and genile 
breeze and a pleasant day. Expect Mosquito trouble. Buffalo came in Sighl [his 
afternoon and now wt urn at camp. Some of our Hoys are gone over io see if they can 
shoot one untight, We have plenty of feed, wood, and water. We saw- several deer today 
but could not gel near them. This night we met some Packets hound for Salt l.ake or 
California. I was delighted with some beautiful (lowers. They much resembled Tulips 
but new in color. They were a beautiful deep crimson. Ducks were in abundance Unlay 
but we got no shot at them This evening at dark, the Hoys returned bringing _. _signs 
of shooting a buffalo, having a piece of the tail. 5 or 6 horses were immediately 
dispatched in search of the place where he lay. They returned about midnight loaded 
with meat enough for all hands. This night the air has been pleasant and mosquitoes 
have enjoyed a good night sleep 

Wednesday 2C This morning the meal was shared out. Every man thinking he had 
enough, We sailed and made preparations to start and while going to gather the horses, 
Bro. Crandall's mare had foaled (49). This bruughl us (0 a halt so we cut up our meal 
strung it or Strung and hung i\ in the sun to dry. The day is beautiful and warm with a 

fine breeze. 1 fear mosquitoes peace and good_to pervade the bosoms, of all Two 

antelope came in sight this morning but nol near enough to shoot. About 3 o'clock p.m 
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we harnessed up and came ulwiui 30 milts Wc arc carrying the Ida] in our wagon. A 
good hreew: until morning when the mosquiioes came in such a mighty swarm wc were 
obliged to harness up quickly and proceed on our journey. 

Thursday 22 J.lunc 18541, Ii was wilh much difficulty we got 6 or K males. Millions of 
mosquitoes bcscl us all. round. Awful, awful it must he fur a helpless individual lo be all 
iheir devouring. We came up |o a man who had camped for the night pasl. It was an 
awful sight. He had 4 Bulls, 4 Steers, an oxen one 4 dogs, 3 or 4 cows, and 5 or ft calves, 
a wagon with 6 wheels the largest in the middle and a pah of small wheels running 
behind. No regular wagon bed hut loose boxes now' and ihcn placed on the gearing. The 
man was aged and bad moges wench, half cracked, who told all he did. He has a horse, it 
appeared fearsome. It was a most irregular sight and he was going U> a lake some four 
miles further ahead What strange beings Iheir are on the earth but the man was 
courteous and affable. We continued our route and came io Fort Kearney. We slopped 
about an hour. I posted a letter for my family m Salt fake Wo got One hundred of flour 
and divided it among ihose who needed 10 dollars for cash. Some of the Brethren bought 
some bacon t honey and gave ] 5 certs per pound. Wc left the fort and came alwiut 5 
miles. We passed about 10 wagons and about 300 soldiers who were passing on but they 
were hound for California through Salt Lake. what to one with any kind 

of__ in the wilderness but wc arc very distant at all the_they seem _ and the 

Elders seem in good order. We are camped tonight by a slew and there is lois of. 
fish in il The Brethren are vety lousy catching them. Our teams seem very weak. 

Friday 23. We stopped about 30 miles this ex_, The most distressing day we have 

had. The sun is hot. The mosquitoes today troublesome. I had to walk a great deal. 1 
felt the heat so distressing that I appeared as (hough I should sink away. The Brethren 
administered to me and I soon got better. This night we had a most awful time. Our 
horses could not eat nor could we rest. Awful was the mosquitoes. I3rn. Latey’s horse 
gave out. It made us a deal of trouble and anxiety. 
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Saturday 24 [June 1854b Our Boy? l-atey and E Lodgkinsun harnessed up and started 
about 5 o'clock„ one hour before the rest of the camp, ] followed We came about 10 
miles and Hodgkinson’s horse gave out. Now we arc in a fix. We must now stop [to| 
rest our horses whatever may be the consequence. Slop wc must. We are now lying in a 
good place awning all the good. We can enjoy ihis evening. Our President told us we 
should go along in Ihe morning but il appeared impossible and repugnant to my feelings 
but before night dosed on us he had (wo horses set apart for our side on the morrow so 
we lay down and. slept in peace awatling the light and blessings of the Sabbath. 

Sunday 25, This is a beautiful morning with a strong breeze and no one knows how to 
appreciate ibis wind but those who need it. ITie most|uiloes can’t fly in Ihe air when n is 
strong neither by night or dfly and that is a blessing. The land we are passing through 
appear very sick in places, fine large stinging netiles and a variety of plant and vegetables 
common to good linglish soil Small dog roses in abundance. The poets words were 
freed upon my mind (50) with power ‘"There’s many a flower that bom to blush unseen 
and loose its sweetness m the desert air " The air* at times is perfumed by their fragance 
We are still traveling by the Platt River. I understand we are about

1'uL'sduy, 301 h. 'I bis has been a day long to be remembered. Wc came altogether about 
26 miles. In the morning;, we came to weeping water and camped for dinner. We did not 
know when we should come to water or wood again so myself and Bro. Wooley started 
ahead lo see if the camp came on if we could get water for them. We traveled about an 
hour before wc got to (he top of the hills and we could not return lo ihem before they 
would have started so we continued coming ahead Seeing a wagon track, I followed lo 
see where il led lo and l discovered a beautiful crock and abundance of wood about 1. \H 
miles distance, but we returned to ihe road expecting ihe camp speedily to follow us. We 
coniinucd along the road and wo discovered some Indian tracks. This excited my 
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{Tuesday June 30, 18suspicion. I felt disposed lit rest until tbe camp came up 
Very soon we beheld the camp in the distance E should say about 2 mites back, but we 
beheld two men about a mile distance. J expected they were coming up to us but they lay 
down. I arose up, stuck my hat upon a slick, and stoned for their coming on, bul they did 
not come While tummy round, ] saw two Indians riding towards us on horse hack. We 
proceeedcd buck steadily. I made motion for the two individuals to come up m our 
assistance, but they were slow, but the Indians gained on us fast. Then the boys, seeing 
our situation began to- hasten towards us. My companion, E)ro. Wooley began to run. I 
begged him to stop, The Indians were upon us and t cried, “How! How!" By this time 
we were within shot of our brethren The Indians rode up and appeared friendly, shook 
hands, ami continued going back with us to the wagons. We had a consultation and 
proceeded forward and very speedily. We found the whole country in motion Smoke 
arose ail around us. Wc found it quite requisite to camp without wood or water and we 
had ahoul 40 Indians round us looking into our wagons and were very troublesome. I 
was in the wagon trying to take care of what we had. All of a sudden, they left the 
wagons. E heard a voice but understood not what wa& said, but their Chief had counseled 
and ordered them away to him. They all promptly obeyed. We Left our wagons and 
circled around with them. They began their old game and produced certificates (5 3) of 
friendship and asked assistance. Our Brethren gave them such things as they could spare 
shins, pants, buffalo meat, and any little things they could give them. When they had got 
all they could get, their Chief began lo distribute them to whom he chose. I !e banded out 
about half or a ihird then another Chief distributed the remaining. Such order I never 
saw before. They wanted money, but we had now, Their Chief and aboul 6 braves 
slopped all night, took supper with our President, and behaved them selves quite well, 
Bro Hodgkinson gave them his two pomes for a mute, li appears a very good one. Wc 
harnessed up at daylight and came about 12 or 14 mi Lea and here we have all at once 
among the first settlers. 
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&al unlay I"?J. We look breakfast .surrounded by the setllers who appear courteous (52) 
and it appears com fortabte to he so far oh our journey. We harnessed up after about two 
hours rest and continued our journey and continue to get among the settlers. We came 
about two miles and camped again for the day. We sung and prayed. Our President 

addressed the company. Asc Waught and Brother Banks gave an address__our 

capt thanks 10 Bro Sly, the captain of our guard for his continued exertions and 
truly he has done his duly faithfully. The spirit of the Lord was present Our hearts fell 
and all seems well and now we consider our company is dissol ved and each man is 
at liberty to do the hest he can for himself in selling his horses, wagons etc. There is a 
party aboul one mile above and another south. 

Saturday, 1 July I854* We had many of the settlers to visit us. One man bought a span 
of good horses and a wagon for one hundred and thirty dollars, l ie had a bargain. (53) 
We harnessed up and came lu the ferry I had 50 dollars oltered me for my pony and 
wagon, i refused u because we needed the conveyance 10 take us to St Josephs. We 
crossed the Missouri The charge was one half dollar for wagon. We gne on the opposite 
shore and wc were all called together by our President He made a short address and 
commended us to the grace of God. Bishop Bants prayed. Those bound for KanesvilLe 
toot (he west side and we that were bound east took ihe east side and we took a farewell 
Look at each other and such a parting I shall never forget. We had traveled together in 
danger and all but death and knew we had to separate (0 go to ihe duties assigned us. My 
heart was full. All hearts were deeply affected. The tear of affection was fully shed as to 
a farewell shake of the hand, but not for ever. We have in our wagon now 5 of us all 
bound for England. We arc traveling for Si. Josephs and we are camped for dinner at a 

lonely house called. _Ilouse h where our boys arc busily employed in cooking, getting 

someih i ng to eat. Wc continue

and camped about 1/2 mile from the place on a small hill Before ascending this hill 
there is a small creek and a little south there is a beautiful spring of pure fresh water We 
are more on the direct road for Savannah. While camping here the boys went hack into 
the city lo a store kept by a man named Piston Bro, Hodykinsnn sold his mule to him 
for 65 dollars. His doing so left me and my wagon in a poor condition 30 miles from St. 
Joes. Very soon the boy sold the other horse and wagon Afterward,. Bro. Church sold 
his horse. Now wc have but one horse left except my pony. Bro. Nickerson kindly 
offered to put his horse lo my wagon and help me to St. Joes but I declined his offer 
reeling confident that the boys would make arrangement for me lo get my pony and 
wagon lo St Joes and shortly afterward* they came and hitched me up lo the City. They 
hired Piston lo lake live of them to St. Joe* and they hired the mule of him for to bring 
me to Bro. Latcy to His charge was 2 1/2 dollar*. At seven o’clock that evening, 

we were way and continued traveling. Thai nighl_ahout two o'clock in the 

morning when (heir team went ahead of me and 1 camped for a lew hours to rest my 
pony. After a little sleep, I arose and walked on to Savannah about 3 miles and found the 
hoys at an Motel at breakfast. E sat down with them, They charged us 25 cents. IIro. 
Walker, we left at Oregon, not being very able to bring him along. 

Wednesday Slh, We are traveling on for Si. Joes but l am snipping in Savannah having 
mel with some saints who was glad and delighted with the company of one of the Klders 

from the Valley. I slopped with a had my dinner and before 1 left I_her 

child, a boy. The was gone down the river to __. Mere was another family 

named Frodsham and another named Hawkins who 1 was acquainted wilh in the old 
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country, hut he was Irani Rome. Sister Hawkins and tic r .son came down to me ul'ier I 
was leaving the city and very much wanted me to stop all night h but I continued my 
journey walking to Si. Joes, 'lire day was very hoi. The road was very dry and dusty. I 
dunk almost all the way and lastly E got 10 St. Joes. Soon found my Brethren ail pretty 
Lomlbrtahle We settled up our account. Had some good bmndy. I drank my fill and 
consider \ Ted my feelings for soon I found I was drunk on the premise. I was speedily 
conveyed to bed and here I am with thankfulness. All pretty well having our clothes 
washed and trying (o rest for a few days. 

Thursday 6th |Ju(y 1&54|. We are slopping with a Bro. Will tarn Newman, a Bro. from 
Astern in England. The Sister Newman is washing our dirty clothes. Bro. sold my 
pony and wagon and harness lor 57 1/2 dollars lo a Mr. Henry I’assall living on the 
bottom about 2 milts beyond St. Joes. The man is a free, easy going man from I be south 
Of England. Bro Hodges, 1 Jtey h and myself went down to his house and took dinner 
wdh them. He has married a third wife. A fine young woman His 2 Ibrmer wives being 
dead. St. Joes, to me is not a healthy place The evaporation is very great being on the 
Missouri bottoms but the people don't complain much. At this time there are plenty 
merchants living here. It is the largest city wc have seen at present since we have been 
on our ray. 

Friday 7lh. 1 have here the address of Bro. Newman's father whom 1 promise lo write to 
when I ger p> England. Mr. Richard Newman, Little Cos , Glouchestershire. I am to

We all feet the 
food effect thereon. The worst is ihc waler of (he Missouri is like Ihe Platf, very thick 
with sand and mud which make il difficult lo drtnk and without first getting it to fictile m 
Some vessel which we have no conyicnience for at the present. All things with us are well 
al present and we thank God and lake courage 

Monday Jftth r We continued down the river and at evening gol to St. Louis. [ stopped 
on the boat all night but most of Ihe hays want on shore and found a lodging 1 must 
remark concerning the kindness of this crew on the Sam Cloon, They were great and 
very good compared with the general character of such men. I was lefi alone on the boal 
while all our boys were gone in the cily and night tame on, I was all alone, but one of the 
men brought me my supper. 

Tuesday 11th, I went oul and found President Andrus. He appears very good 1 met 
most of the Brethren there. I delivered the letter 3 had given to E3to. E.aley for 1 feEl so 
unwell but ultimately 1 gol belter Ihis past night. I was very sick. Got l wo or three of the 
Brethren who came on Ihc boat lo sleep lo administer to me and I got better. 3 had my 
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dmner with & Mrs._betweien 7 and &th Morgan Si. She gave me y shirt and after 

dmner gave me a collar Nor son-in-law asked me if I had a two dollar bill which ] had. 
He gave me a three dollar bill on a hank that was Mopped so I lost instead of gamed, Bro 
Milo Andrus lent Bro. I^aley 8 dollars belonging to the poor fund money so 1, him, and 
Bro. Gregory goi our tickels and set sail for Chicago We came by boal to Alton, took the 
rail and iraveled all night 

Wednesday 12th [July 18541. Got into Chicago about L2 n'clock. I found a boarding 
house kepi hy Mr. Morley, an English man Had dinner a flerwards. I found the railway 

looking_ poor. Our sea! for New York 12 5 cash. We start at 1/4 past 7 

o'clock this evening Traveled all nigh! in a 2nd class -carnage,, hut I was so much 
fatigued I slept most alt. 

Ncjst morning, Thursday Ulh. We came to Retroil in Michigan The steamer took us 
across the river up to the Canada shore where we took our seals and about 1/2 hour past 5 
o'clock, landed at the Niagara falls. They arc eroding a beautiful suspension bridge 
across (he river some five miles below the falls. It was a Lovely sighl. How beautiful the 
falls, how swift the water seemed to rush along the bridge as itself a magnificent 
structure the cause of admiration and astonishment. Wc have a ticket which is 25 cents 
to passage over on to the New York Stale side. There is a small city called Bellevue, 
After waiting till 1/4 past nine o’clock, wc were again under way for New York in first 
class carriages for there arc no second class. We continued our route passing through 
many beautiful cities. About 5 o’clock, we came to Utica I got out Went in search of 
Tom, my Brother and while going slowly up the Main Street. I met my brother, Thomas, 
and George Kent, He returned and took me to his house. The family was not up hut 
when they knew I was come, they rolled down stairs like rabbits from a warren. And Iasi 
of all I saw poor iiess, my sister. She was over-come hut soon roused and here we are 
once in each others presence though thousands of miles have divided us in years past 
The farm ly appeared pretty well, considering the heat of summer. 
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Friday L4th [July ]&54(. I have written to President Mile Anders and relumed a bad 3 
dollar bill I got ofT a young mail there. I have written {54) to firo. I.atey in New York 
giving him a direction bow to find me in a few days. ( knew there are a few Saint 
scattered through York. I of them. J fall in. with felt a little better this evening, 
[fad a wj] k oaf Saw Mr. Kent; Lot where he bad hegan hi:, house. Went up and seen my 
Bno. Toms wife, returned borne and. going lo bed Mr. John Mathins came and we 
continued our walk until midnight. John has lost his wife and has a large family of small 
children. He looks well and so do alE I have seen. As yet Mrs. Betts came into see me 

this morning and her family has grown a fine young man. Utica is_very pleasantly 

and is becoming a large city. At present they are totally healthy. Mr. Kent carries his old 
father pride about him fie has chickens around him and (he largest rooster 1 ever saw, 
ten good pigs and a fine large dog. He is working at (he bricklaying and what 1 can see 
he is doing pretty well. He continues lo preach among the Methodist and appears pretty 
popular. This night I have slept in a house bed. 

Saturday ISifa, E am much related in my bowels and feel very 1 weak* but I feel a calm 
and humble thanks and satisfied it is the Lord who rules. Let him do what he will 
Oh, "glory be to Him." 1 spent the most of this day at my brother Tom's houfc although 
(55) he was from home. He came home about 10 o'clock. He seemed well and happy 
He embraced me with seeming pleasure. He kissed me and rejoiced and tried to make 
me comfortable. .1 stopped with him all night and slept on the lounge. This evening 1 
saw Betsy Teles or Mrs. Hobbs. She looked well. I was to call on her mother in England 
and tell her she was well and doing wclk They ate in the butchering business, but 1 find 
an inclination in all these English people. They want to see England again. In fact, they 
are away from their mothers This has been a very warm day and the inhabitants seem to 
say there is cholera in the city* hut of all the people I ever met with, [he Americans are 
the most scared of smallpox and cholera. They dare not go in the direction where the 
report is. 
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Sunday I6lh [July IAS4J. I up early And dmlil Lb KcejI s lie whS up prepuring 
U> go out preaching. 1 had breakfast with them and \ belie Yt ! am better in myself 
all hough 1 feel very weak One thing 1 fed. lonely, having lost all my Saint Companion, 
but speedily [ hope to be with them again This day has passed though warm. 

Near Atlantic ferry. Mr Henry' Toone at Mr fiacbby (tavern) State, BrookLyn, N.Y 
Mr, Thomas Tonne, Utica, Oneida County, N. Y. State. 

J am much better. John Watkins worse I must go down and see him and his family. He 
has a nice house although not complete. He has 7 children; 5 girls amJ 2 boys They are 
small. The oldest about 1J or 14 years. I was to remember him to my father, Mr. John 
Toone, l-earnmgjton, old England. I saw Mi. Betts this afternoon The old chapel keeper 
at Leamington.. His wife and alt appear pretty welt. Mr. Beasley, who lived with Mrs. 
Smith on the MclvCftOtl hill is here, wife and children all well I have many invitations to 
tea too, but S am content and making ready for my journey lo New York tomorrow 
morning. This is a vety trying time of the year. The heal is too oppressive, but Lhc 
English people generally look well. 

Monday 17th. I went down to the station about 3 o'clock to go for New York but found 

no train until o'clock a.m. I arrived in New York about 5 o’clock p.m. 1 made my 

way fur Booklyn to find my IJro. Hany. When I got lo his boarding house, he was at 
work in the countty. I wrote an epistle to him saying i should like to see him. Tht$ 
evening, [ visited Gadsby's tavern where Harry had boarded and S was the most grossly 
insulted because 3 was a Mormon, but I was calm and took all in good |iart. I should not 
have been there but E left my bags (here when l came into Brooklyn and had to fetch 
them, but I had too much the gift of speech to be talked to hy them. ] am now stopping 
with Mr. Parleys on Coast St. near Many's lodges. No 130 Brooklyn,. N Y 
Tuesday IBtb, I made diligent search to find my companions in New York I called at 
the Post Office, bol r >0 letter. I met Harry's boss and went with him to Jersey City, about 
16 miles, found Harry. He returned with me to New York and spent the evening with me. 
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Wednesday I9lh [July I #54], I si ill made search lo find my mates [ leli in Si. Louis, hut 
all in vain. Harry is gone back to his work ] k- gave me five dollars and I have this very 
day paid my fair, ten dollars at TapscotLs office in South Si. N Y., lo Liverpool lo sail on 
Friday next. I am now busily looking up what I want to go with me. This afternoon J 
wrote lo my wife and lo Kents and (0 Pits Andrus at St. Louis and to Bro Gregory. 
Thursday 20th. Eieen down to the vessel (56), Wcslpoinl. Had orders to be on board 
tomorrow, Friday morning, and now I am busy making ready for the sun. 

Friday 21, Saturday 22nd, Sunday 23mL These three days I have been constant on the 
lookout for the ship to start. I have boarded at a Mr. Darby, 130 Court Si., Brooklyn and 
they were exceeding kind for where 1 came to leave, they would not take anything, but 
the truth is my Bro. Harry hoards there and ] was respected for tus sake, but the Lord now 
operates my way in a miraculous manner. 

Monday 24rh. 3 o'clock P.M. we are yet in dock expect mg to clear lomglu. Anxious lor 
our departure. We are lying in a wretched (37) place but 1 expect all will he well myself 
EEodgkinson, Hodges, srn4 Foster are sailing for Liverpool together. We appear lo have 

some 30_passengers, English, Irish, Scotch, Welsh, Gorman. One man had his box 

broke open and lost some things. He found his shirts on the back of a young fellow, a 
Dutchman. The owners discharged him from the ship and would not lake him The 
weather has beer unexccptably hot, but yesterday and today is much cooler, having some 
rain and a little thunder. I look with compassion or the inhabitants of this city and E fee! 
that God looks on (hem ir great mercy, although his ways are little known GGod, Our 
Father, hear (58) us, wc pray, and be with us, preserve our lives, protect our bodies, 
forgive us our sins, and help us, we pray with a safe and Speedy journey to Liverpool. 
Wc ask it m the name of Jesus Christ, Amen Now E feci the blcsssings and consolation 
of our Holy religion. All glory be to Him who raised up a prophet lo declare the truth and 
wilt to us his prosperity. Allelujah, Amen. 
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Tuesday 25th jJuly ! 8541. We were took out of dock, and anchor in the river opposite 
Brooklyn. 5 o'clock, They are weighing anchor (59) and we are passing Governor 1 ; 
Island. Nothing has inspired of great importance today . One sailor fell about 35 feet 
and in lowering the anchor, the chain broke and let go the anchor, but they soon brought 
us a new one. The loafer are around taking advantage of at) passengers who appear to he 
on hot this is nothing new to me. This ntghE we anchored opposite to Stratton 
Island. 

Wednesday 26th. The steamer who brought us to anchor did not come litis morning 
according to appointment. Another steamer came and proffered her service. Captain 
Williams with her for about 70 dollars and we were stum on Our way for sea. Soon after, 
the other steamer came hut it was too lallc. The steamer leaves us The wind is very 
high, almost a calm. 

Thursday 27 + Wc have a good wind and are on our way but I am so ill, so very sick. I 
am unable to keep my journal any longer. 

August 3. Wc are now crossing the Ranks, Scores of boats are around us fishing, they 
appear to be French. 1 feel I am much belter, but still 1 am sick 

Saturday |5tli[, Tins night about 11 o'clock a girl died She was in a deep decline. 
About I o’clock, she was committed to the deep. 

Sunday (6th], This is a beautiful day, but Utile wind. 

Saturday 19 August 1854. We arrived at Liverpool, landed some little after noon 
Passed the custom house, presented ouraclves at the office at 15 Wilton St. Saw Brothers 
F. D. Richards and many others of the Brethren. Borrowed a sovereign of Bro. R. Made 
way for the railway station. Game by express tram to Birmingham. Changed to the great 
Westron Station and arrived ai Leamington a few minutes past 10 o’clock P.M. Met 
Brother George Stratton. Run about and saw my Urn. William and family and my 
widowed sister. Kalhrin I could not see Father and Mother. They were gone to bed. 
Called on Ibes. Bro. J Robbins. Found the president of the conference, Rre. McMillin 
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and Uro. Evans with many of the saints flocked in to see me. I spout some Tew hours in 
chat and finally Laid down on the kitchen lloor and slop! on my accustomed bed and 
blanket and a refreshing sleep. Arose about 5 o'clock and went in quest of friends and 
acquaintance. Called on Father and Mother. Had a happy meeting. Prayed and 
breakfasted together and now Fm gomg to look to rectify all my little affairs and prepare 
tor further duties. Wrote to Bra. John Jaqu.es, who was ai market Fairtiorough. 

Sunday 20ih [Aug. IB54J,, Altended (he meeting of the Saints in the alkmuun. Felt the 
Spirit of the Ijsrd was in our midst. Finished up the evening in company with Bra. 
MeMultin. 1 have die privilege of recording that this day, I have eat and drink at my 
Father's table, 25 Upper Parade. Slept a! Bro. Robbins in company wilh McMiLlin and 
Evans. 

Monday 21 si. [ have Ik.-en acting principally as companion to my Bro. George, whose 
circumstances are painful Tor he is troubled with Ihe irritation Of the nerves almost to 
madness Directed and posted all my letters. Sent my address to Liverpool. Got 
measured for a new suit of clothes lo be paid for by the conference. My Father giving me 
credit for them 4U-. 

Tuesday 22ml, Spent mosl of this day in visiting the Saints and preparing and 
forwarding tellers. Dined wilh my sister, Mrs. Hodgktnson. Went to Coventry. Saw my 
sister Mrs. Sultan. At night I had the privilege of pleaching 10 the Saints and we had a 
good time. Visited Bro. Til! and family, t slept with lira. Evans. 

Wednesday 23rd. Went lo FoLeshill to Mr. Kents to lell them all particulars respecting 
(heir son in Ulica. They treated my very kindly. Called on three families of ihe Saints 
and came back to Coventry and dined with my sister, Mrs. Sutton. Bro. Evans has been 
my companion this day up till 5 o'clock when I left him at the station fur Leamington 
Came to Father's house. Found my appointment from Liverpool. I came to Labor in the 
Birmingham-Warwick Conference, My old friend,. Bra. Overton called on me. I think an 
hour in his company when he returned for Birmingham. 
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Thursday 24, Spent ihis day in reading and visiting among my acquaintances and night I 
was requested to meet some of the Sisters and tell them about (be principles of polygamy. 

E did so and they expressed themselves quite satisfied 

Triday, 25th Aug., 1854. Spent the day in reading and visiting among the Saints and my 
relatives. 

Saturday 26th Aug. Made preparations For and in the evening came to Birmingham. 
Spent borne time with Elder Overton and slept at Bro. Palmers Found the Saints all well 
and generally enjoying the spirit ofthe Lord. 

Sunday 27th. Attended Birmingham Conference Met with Elder Barlow, the Pastor of 
the Warwick and Birmingham Conferences. Enjoyed myself among the Saints in the 
evening. 1 preached to the Saints. An overwhelming congregation it was. With 
diificu.tly, we bear through heat of the room. Went to supper with Bro. Me. Afterward, 3 
accompanied Pastor Barlow to his home and slept with him that night. How gracious is 
God, our Heavenly Father. 

Monday 23rh Aug, Came by the 7 o’clock train to Worcester. Called on Bro. [lodges, 
who come over the sea with us. Had my second breakfast and paid a visit to Elder 
Guy-man, the President of Worcester Conference. 11 o'clock left for Hereford and got 
there by 3 o'clock, Started directly for Peterehurch Walked about 6 miles Was 
overtaken by a gentleman in a buggy, lie took me another 6 mites into Peterchurch I 
saw Artie I ls Morgan and wife and then made my way for the Stinsby. Got there about 
dusk Found them pretty well except Elizabeth who appears declining She is very 
delicate and much wasted away. 1 wit! say whoever desires the office of Elder in the 
church of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints make choice of a difficult life, full of insult 
and opposition. But praise God from whom all blessings Bow. 

Tuesday 291 h. This morning is very fine and clear. The weather is very warm, beautiful 
harvest weather, The last few days have been warm and beautiful. The harvest is being 
gathered in fast. Good crops arul very abundanl. At night, 3 attended with the family at 
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the Wesley Chapel. The Rev. gentleman sermon was on the resurrection He was 
eloquent in his address. Quoted scriptures very fluently* but* O my soul, cannot lx: 
satisfied with such a speculative religmn. 

Wednesday 3Uih | August IB54]„ Finished writing to my Emma and sent the letter hy 
the Pelerchurch Postman. Spent ihe remainder of ihc day readrng, and evening Betsy 
and me went down to the village. Called at Mr. Morgans and at Georges hut they were 
twtli from home. Administered 1o Betsy in the name of Jesus, our Lord 
Thursday 31st Retraining at the Slensluy. Enjoying myself as far as circumstance will 
allow. The house is lowly, about a mite and a half from Fieterswick. The principal of 
revelation and the truth of the gospel is nut known among them, although they credit 
themselves with a religious fear and a bearish servitude in the things of God. 

Friday 1, Sepicmher 1854 Spent this day in the harvest field binding after the reapers 
and in the afternoon, I and Mr. William Prosser was carrying wheat from the meadow 
and placing it in the ham. The day has been very fine and warm, beautiful harvest 
weather, Poor Betsy is very sick She appears lo be consuming away 
Saturday 2 Sept* Employed myself in reading and sundry jobs preparatory to Sunday. 
Sunday 3. Spent this day principally reading, but at noon I was visited by a Sister 
Warren who lives some 2 miles from the Stcnslcy. 1 promised to preach to them at 6 
o’clock in the evening. 1 was there at the lime. Preached m a house occupied by a man 
aged 86 years and his wife, aged 82 years, the name of Cocoboum. They seemed 
rejoiced at so unexpected a visitor, hut God is our help and shield and nothing comes 
amiss to them that fear and love Him 

Monday 4 Sept* Thus day 1 was helping harvest, carry my barley. The day very warm. 
Tuesday 5 Sept. Made preparations for leaving. Afternoon visited Mr Morgan, Mr. 
Housard, Mr. Jenkins and family. Poor Betsy is very sick, but she accompanied me to 
near a mile from Peterchurch. I administered to Iter, blessed her, and we parted I 
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walked to Hereford, Found a few Saints. Stopped all night with Bro. Heck, but in the 
night, (he Seort appeared as though 1 was art unwelcome visiter. 

Wednesday 6 [Sept. I854J. Waited for the Newport tmin (0 meet Bro. Edmond 
Ellsworth ]/2 past 9 o’clock. The president of the Herefordshire Conference came, hut 
Elder Ellsworth was gone another way. 1 2 o'clock, wc started for Ledbury hy van. At 
Ledbury I tret Francis Pulliti's mother and sister. Spent 1/2 an hour with them then 1 
parted with Slak. look coach for Worcester and strange to say, we had all; but a 
coachload of parsons. The most of them bound for Sastna Castle. The coachman to do 
the gents a favor, drove round that way, but he missed the right gate to turn al and took a 
mile down the wrong road for Tewksbury. We returned for the right gate and drove 
through the cast park, a beautiful place, Wc had a good vrew of the castle through the 
coachman's mistake. The castle appeared to he a quadrangle with 4 comer towers and 
bell turret or some other room elevated above the rest of the pile, but I was not near 
enough to certify more particulars The park abounds with limber, but the trees are not 
generally large, mostly oak. There is game jn abundance. W r e reached Worcester too late 
for the train. I called Bra. Benjamin Hodgeth. The father asked me to stop all night. 1 
did so, they made me very comfortable. 

Thursday 7 ScpC I started for Birmingham by 1^2 past 8 o'clock. Train got in by about 
10. Proceeded to Bro. John Ijow Overton. Spent the remainder of the day and at & 
o’clock at fight, preached to a congregation of Saints in the Chapel and the Lord blessed 
us and we felt happy together. 

Friday 8, l started for Leamington by 10- o’clock train and here 1 am trying to make up 
my journal and write a few letters to different pcuple, Bro. Ellsworth and Mrs. E ] nosser 
this afternoon. I came to Coventry Visited the Brethren. 

Saturday 9, Called on my sister, Jane Sutton, who has been confined about a week. Stic 
is very sick Spent the afternoon in company with Bro. Mullin. 
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Sunday 10 1854]. Came l* Rugby Ey a camp meeting Attended preaching three 

times. 'Hie day was beautiful, The people listened wry attentively. A very good 
congregation and doubt nut but much good will come out of it. I stopped at Bro, Elia* 
Hoot, 2 1 North St. Rugby. .1 spent ihc day very happily and slept the night with Mr. I Inna 
Rugby is a very neat, comfortable village, havuag a school for the aristocracy. 

Monday 11. Visited some of die Saints in Efug+ty. Came to Coventry in the afternoon 
and at night came (o Leamington. 

Tuesday 12. Spent this day mostly reading and wrote a Letter to Kents and my Brother 
l orn and Harry in America At night, myself and!

Psalm, 15 Cor., and 20 John, prayed and dismissed ihc assemhly. Relumed lo Devonport 
with Bnj. Moyle and Rogers. Visited Sister Micks and I prayed wilh her. She is lame and 
helpless in her legs. I obliged <o keep her bed. Visiied many of ihe Saints. 

Tuesday LG Jany, We had Elder Bell with us lo breakfast I have been very poorly 
todav Bui I was bcnl On going to meeting, but our landlords had relct our preaching 
room for a Teaparly, which was a great disappointment to us for we had a special) 
meeting appointed, But we have Learned lo be quiet and leave all to the Lord 
Wednesday 17- I have continued very powty, but I have attended the Plymouth Teaparty 
and a beautiful time we have had. Myself, Elder Male and Eieli were chief speakers: 
songs, recitation, prayers, and praise, and a little before twelve o'clock wc dismissed. 
Thursday 18 January 1855. Wrote to Elder Jaquesand Father and sent Emmas Letter lo 
them. 

Fridav L9 and Saturday 20. I have not lieon oul of (he house, feeling too poorly. 1 have 
wxilten to the Valley to Elder Condon. I speni 23 to buy me a cape and cloak, which I 
have now already to make 

Sunday list* I have been lo Plymouth. Attended counsel they had for Elder Hales 
wages for one week, lie gave it them ibr the (. hmch lurid. Stopped to meeting and I tell 
ii good to be wilh the Saints. Afternoon attended Devoopoit and preached at night to an 
attentive congregaiion. It was a good time but I am loo weak to preach much. Weak on 
my chill and rot ahle lo talk and sing much. 

Monday II Jany. Wrote lo Mrs. Warden at Leamington, Dined at Sisief Downes. Mrs. 
Williamson and Sister Jemima Cook and nurse have l>ocn making me a cloak. 
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Tuesday 23 Jany 1855. This last night £ have been very iEI, but I am heller 1 could not 
rise until afternoon, but £ ventured to go lt> meeting and thankful I did for the S-airls- 
united and asked God to help me with health. 

Wednesday 24 January 1855. I am thankful today. I am much better tins morning. 
Sister Friers from ihe country paid me $ visit this mommy. We prayed together and the 
S.*rd verity heard our prayers t preached at Plymouth this evening. 

Thursday 25lh. This is a beautiful day and 1 fed much better but I am plagued with the 
gravel in my kidneys. I dined and leaed at Brn. Burtons. 1 watted for the evening 
meeting at their house, but I had to leave before the meeting vm over to see Elder Moyle 
who was leaving for Cornwall. 

Friday 26th. Forwarded 41, deposit for Brother Boon and family io the Slates 1*0 order. 
Saturday 27th. Visiting ihe Saints. Helping Elder Hate direct his Luggage for GDC City. 
Spent the evening with Sister Hicks, m invalid 

Sunday 28 January 1855. Attended Plymouth Counsel and preached in the morning. I 
have been in this conference a little more than two months and 1 have not received (he 
first halfpenny from this large Branch towards my support. 1 asked the counsel how they 
thought l lived and l think up to this morning, l have not cal three meals in the two 
months I dined today with one of the Ebdcis. In the afternoon, I returned to Ihwonport. 
I spent the afternoon al meeting with the Saints and at tttghE i preached a funeral sermon 
on the death of Sister George. We had a good time and a fine congregation. One man 
presented himself for baptism. 

Monday 29, ] spent this day in visiting the Saints and this evening attended Counsel. 
We ordained Arcil [KfNighl an Elder and departed in peace. 

Tuesday 30. I received an epistle from Elder Ellsworth, Faster of Birmingham 
Conference and t am rejoicing in the Lord and thankful 1 am a Latter US and 1 now 
hasten to answer Bro. E letter. I have written too, to Elder Dudmon. 
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Wednesday 31 January 1&5S. Came lo Plymouth. Dined with lira Denwood and 
fami ly Moriey Place. I aitcnded meeting i n the evening and preached, 

Thnrailay I February 1855, Received a letter from Elder Jaqoes. E have forwarded 3L 
deposit Tor emigrations lo the Slates Tor a M. Northern, wife and child. E forward a letter 
lo Elder Cordon and my wife at Utah 

Friday 2nd, 3 am at home, very unwell, bul I liave received the LA'sc ret News and that 
will employ me. 

Saturday 3, Very poorly. I have gol me I lb. of LJccBany Ravcleston food. I am too 
troubled with indigestion. I cannot rest by day or sleep well by night. 

Sunday 4 Feby 1855. I his is our fast day I attended Plymouth Counsel and after 
counsel. Elder Lynn gave me of (he first money I have received for more than two 
months tabu* among Ihcm. J relumed lo Devoniiort and met with Ihe Saints and a blessed 
good day we had and I hope the effort wilt he seen for many days to come. Attended the 
evening meeting. President Siockdale and Hale preached and t Iwre testimony. 

Monday 5 Fehry 1B55. Mostly reading and visiting the Saints. Had tea with Sister 
Martin whose husband was a quaner master on one of the HM Ship of War. He died 
coming home. I'his evening 1 attended Counsel 
Tuesday 6, I am very poorly. Unable to do anything 
Wednesday 7th, Still unwell 

Thursday B. ! am much boiler. Wrole 10 Sis. Warded Elder Eiudmon, and Elder Griffin 
Friday 9. L.,. 

Saturday HJth, Sunday 11th, ] am a litlle better. Attended Plymouth Counsel m the 
evening. I relumed io [Jevonport. I spoke a few minutes* hut [ am loo weak lo preach. 
Monday 12. I have been walking and visiting about today as much as E am able. Wrote 
lo Liverpool Attended Counsel 

Tuesday 13, I am very sick. Unfit for anything Mol able to attend preaching 1 have 
prayed lo God [his day lo devise some means for my recovery and the spirit manifested 
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me to gel a gatramc icgour which I have and applied it forthwith and 3. have almost 
instantaneous relief. 

Wednesday 14 Fcby l&SS. The weather is so cold I cannot get oul of doors, hut l am a 
bilk better. 

Thursday 15ih. Not able lodo anything except wnole to Liverpool, 3 send the deposit 
of five people for emigration. 

Friday 16 and Saturday 17. Very cold and the wind very severe, hut tins afternoon 1 
was called out to see Bro, Bmyons child - very ill with (he measles, I visit many families 
of the Saints and had tea with, Sister Dow. 

Sunday IS. Attended Plymouth, I preached in the evening. Mad a good time. Many 
grangers present, And how I thank God l feel better. 3 rejoice all the day Song Received 
a letter from Elder William Trimble. He is bad with the smallpocks but is getting better. 
Monday 19. 1 spent most of the day writing and answering letters and at night attended 
Counsel. 

Tuesday 20 February 1855. Wrote to Fitters Griffin and nhidmon. Visited the Saints 
and attended the evening meeting, 1 felt to speak very plain to the Saints for their light 
appeared to be going out. 

Wednesday 21. Visited Plymouth. Elder Hale preached at night. Here alter meeting il 
was made known a Eiro. Joslyn, with his wife confined himself sick and he nothing to cat 
I made application to the Saints for his relief, but none could be afforded so 1 gave tlie 
sixpence. I make this remark to their poverty. 

Thursday 22. Writing all morn nig Afternoon I was visiting. Call on Bro. Jones, I 
prayed with them,, counseled them to go the Valley forthwith Wrote to Bro. lioynes at 
Sebastopol. 

Friday 23. Visiting most of this day. Counseling all that can to get off to the States or to 
the Valley,. 
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Saturday 24 Wrote to Liverpool respecting book agency. Visiting the Saints and 
searching alter a room to meet in on Sundays- 1 leavy rain this evening. 

Sunday 25th Feby 1855, Attended Plymouth Ctttfisd Preached at Dcvonporl at night. 

3 had a good lime 

Mon day 26, Hunting up the book agency. Wrote id Liverpool Sent 4 deposits for .Eire. 
Ceilings and family. 1 attended Devonian Counsel at night. 

Tuesday 2?rh. Wrote to the new of the world, to my Mother, but I am slit] suffering 
from auditv. Almost a sleepless night, but 1 feel a little better. Oay in dark and damp. 
Been looking alter a room for our meterings. At night attended preaching It was very 
wet, but a good company was present. 

Wednesday 2&ih, I was hunting after a meeting room, Afternoon I visited Plymouth, 
calling at the Navy Hospital to visit a lire. Honey. This is a very fine place, tireat care 
and attendance is manifest for the sick There are many departments and the Hospital 
occupies many acres of ground. 1 attended the Plymouth meeting and a good lime we 
had, 3 returned to- Dcvoaport rejoicing allway. 

Thursday 1 March I85S. Morning cloudy and very windy. I started for Liskacd The 
day turned out fine. 3 called at St. Germans. Saw a Sister I’cngcliy. Stayed an hour and 
half then proceeding to l 4 >wer Clicken, fatigued. After some difficulty, I found Elder 
Gregory and a liro. Bunny with whom 3 am stopping for the night. Alls well. 

Friday 2nd, Slept little this past night, hut I test joyful and comfortable The morning is 
fine and beautiful I am m company with Elder G, and EiSfo. Bunny. Trying to make all 
things right, they gave me 3/fi towards my support and thankful I am for it. There arc 
about 10 members in the Branch, hut these two families are the Only siay. The nest time 
3 come, we must Cut them dead members off. The evening being wet 1 Slopped all night. 
Saturday 3s I aiose early and cantc to St. Germans as I thought to breakfast but E found 
none at home. They were come to Itevonport so I continued my walk and bought a 
penny loaf I have been in considerable pain in my kidneys, suffering' from acidity and 
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gravel but l am at Devon port safe. I foci first rale. First thing I do is in start a letter to 
my wife at Salt Lake. 

Sunday 4 March 1955. Attended Plymouth Counsel and returned to Itevonport This is 
a fast day. I have written lo I-Idee Pudmoti to meet me at Falmouth Cornwall Wednesday 
night. Preached at DevnpHt at night. 

Monday 5th. Visiting among the Saints and attended Counsel at night 
Tuesday 6. Visited Plymouth Branch. I relumed to preaching at Pevonport Lldcr 
Siockdale taken the rooms in Her street for our future preaching mom* 101. per annum. 
Attended preaching at night 

Wednesday 7, Alter breakfast 1 started for (he steamer at Nionchouse pod. Got aboard 
about 1 !2 past 10 o'clock. She stood round for Plymouth, soon alter 12 o'clock wo 
started for Falmouth. The sea was boisterous but the wind favorable. It was not long 
before, as usual, Mcptunc had his paw on me. 1 was most awfully sick. I bad paid deck 
fare, but I was compelled to get m the fort-cabin Paid 2/6 extra and lay me down, but I 
was sorely afflicted We came down in about 4 \T1 boors and I had to pay 8- to get ashore 
and verily i was soon met by l£3der Pudmcrn and Williams, but I was so ill, chilled and 
exhausted, but [ got to bed and every attention was paid mo and a bottle of water put to 
my feel, but unluckily the cork came out and so wc had a wet bed for the night Very 
little sleep, but I got warm l felt better. 

Thursday 8th March 1855. After Breakfast, I arose and took a walk with Elder 
Dudmoii Visited the castle where the militia was at drill. Their Qrdn&anes was all out of 
order and every thing seems Careless, The walks are beautiful and must be very healthy 
in summer. Pined at a Sister Williams. After dinner, took a walk down by Ivanpool and 
came hack by the coast or cliffs of the sea. The day is beautiful and all appear lovely. 
Slept much better tonight, but 1 am still in motion from the excel of the sea. 

Friday 9 March 1855, After breakfast, we took a walk round among the terraces and 
fields and my impression is God has a few people in this place which he can bring out in 
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his own tune and way. Wc ant; stopping today with Bolhtt Micks. 1 he Saints, what I 
have seen, are poor,, but very good and free. 

Saturday 10 [March 18551. 1 have written to Bro Burton, Cook, Rowe, and Chalkcr. 
and Sister Wardell. 

Sunday i Jrh. Paid a visit this morning to Ptnwyn Visited two families. Two sisters in 
the church, a mother and daughter. The daughter not married, but ] thought she was with 
child. The Other, a Brother Nicholes. He came to the door, but we did not go in. 
Returned to Falmouth. Sent the Star of the Saints to Sis. Prosser. I am slopping with 
Elder Hicks, hut we certainly are a great cupence ID him for our support. Preached on 
Sunday evening to a very nice congregation. 1 spoke wiihoui difficultly, but sat down 
Principally quoted ihe scriptures. Wrote (0 Elder Hall. Advised him io get to Liverpool 
as soon as possible. Bless the l,ord, 0 my soul. All is well and I am happy. Amen. 
Amen. 

Monday L2 March 1H5& This day 1 shall remember for i have walked ahout 5 5 miles 
and the wind met us in the teeth. Terrible traveling, but we came to Redruth and waited 
about 2 hours and came 5 miles on Railway to ChvyneM Road where the station master is 
a Saint, William Jones Had tea and then walked to Hayle. Found Brother Gilbert and 
came up to Bro Samuel Hockham where wc took supper ! stopped for the nigh! Ails 
well so far and we Slept three in a bed 

1 unday 13. We started from llaylc. Called at Garrick and saw a sick Brother Came 
on to Gwynear Road Station. Saw Brother Jones, had dinner at this house Came on to 
Cam town. There vm a great multitude in the town and 3 found it was caused by the 
burial of a Mr. Henry Vivian, a Wcslyan who had been a clerk at one of the mines, 
Surely he was respected or he must have been a singular man such a quantity 3 never saw 
at a funeral. The Wesleyn Chapels are very numerous, very large, unsightly buildings, 
hut all their glory lays in spiritual things. Adjoining is another village called 
Tuckingmile, 2 miles from Redruth and Redruth is a large town. What a vast field for 
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enterprise in gathering sheep. Mere we look iram and came to Truro. The third class 
carriage, the most ugly thing I ever rode in as had as a wagon jumping over the siones tiie 
cursed spirit of this, country. The poor shall not have any comfort, no, not in anything 
except in labor. Truro is a large lown Very few Saints. I am suffering from influenza I 
am now stopping at brother Solomons with Elder Dudmon. 

Wednesday 14 (March 1855, This is a very wet morning and 1 fed the effects of it for J 
am m pain and weakness. Midday the weather cleared. Elder Dudmon and I started for 
Falmouth, but it continued to rain so 9 returned. Bui afterward, 1 went into the town and 
it seemed finer so I stance! I walked the SI mikes by myself and came to Falmouth very 
weary and much fatigued, but I am thankful I am here and met with the few Saints. BLess 
the Lord. All is well, The Saints seem joyful. 

Thursday 15 March 1855. I had a good nights rest, hut the morning is still very wet. 
This damp weather distresses me. The kindness of the Saints is manifest and 1 do and 
will rejoice for the Lord is with his people. I anticipate an increase this summer for in 
Cornwell old Israel has stamped his features. But there is so much cursed religion, the 
truth can't make general headway. Confined in doors most of the day through wet. 

Friday 16. flic morning is very fine and dear, but I am so full of rhumatics, 1 can 
scarcely walk. I am sick from bead to foot, hut my spirits arc free and comforiable. Bui 
the sea air is very strong for a person that is weak in the chest and diaphram. There are 
some few who are cut off the church that appear divided to return. Cannot find any rest 
for the soul. Mormonism has spoiled them for the religions of the world. Continued in 
Falmouth all this day, but about midnight, I was much troubled in spirit. Beset by a 
powerful enemy who was bent on my destruction. Bet I inflicted some mortal wounds 
upon his body and it appeared i had to flee away for a more peaceable place, but some of 
the party who followed me and caused me much fear came over to me desiring that 1 
might be iheir leader and [ found my weakness to play so powerful as instrument as a 
bugle, bul there appeared no alternative. So ! commenced to try and blow and I felt as 
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[hough I should have strength among my associates where my brothers who came wilh 
me, hut I am afraid not all their appreciation to me was in consequence ol'losing their 
leader who played the clarinet. 

Saturday 17 March |'I855J. This morning. Elder Hicks cam up to bed soon after lights 
informing that Elder Hall come. I arose and spent an hour with him. He had 
break fast and left for lo go oti board Hie steamer and I left and came by Omnibus for 

Truro This day is very wet and cold, unpleasant as usual 1 found my Liverpool_ 

and a letter from Brother William Trimble, 1 lad a look around Truro and retired for the 
night al llro. Solomons. 

Sunday 18 March 1855, This morning is beautiful and fine and we are alt preparing ibr 
counsel, About I I o'clock Our counsel commenced and we had most of the Brethren 
present who held office in Cornwall. It wm a joyful day to the Saints. Wc ordained 
several more Elders and 2 driest and I Deacon I preached at night to a hig congregation 
and afterward 1 walked to Falmouth, 11 miles. Got there about 11 o’clock and retired, 
fatigued. 

Monday 19, Beautiful morning. K o'clock E went on board the Deck Steamer. About ] 
o’clock, J came to Devonport. Very weary and sick. Found the Saints in good condition. 
Attend the counsel at 7 in the evening. Alls well and prospects good. 

Tuesday 20th, Beautiful morning. 1 have written to Pastor Tnmbsll, Father, Dudmon, 
l^iey, and been visiting the Studs. 

Wednesday 2t + This is a National Fast among the English people, praying God to help 
crush the Russians Hear. The poor people are robbed of a days wages, while the 
aristocracy pay is going on. The Lord be pleased to deliver me from the country in his 
own due time. I have written to Elder Clark Hobs and my Sister Ann. Attended 
Plymouth meeting. Preached a little. The Saints feel well. 
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Thursday 22 March [1855]. This morning it very windy and I am suffering with 
rhumalics in my rijzfil shoulder, but my general health is better. Wrote lo Miss Prosser 
and the Cornish Saints. Wrote to Elder Hicks* FetTtS, and Cheverile. 

Friday 23, Visited a Few Samis and went lo Plymouth to ascertain about our Pastor and 
Elder Griffin. Bui about 8 o'clock, they came lo Dcvonport and we are three. Slept at 
Sister Rowes. 

Saturday 24th* The mommy cold and cloudy. Wc had breakfast al Sister Rowes. 
Dined at Elder Burtons. Had tea and fish downy and at 7 o'clock attended the conference 
counsel. Settled to pay one days work each in liquidation of the Booh debt. The pasior 
scolded us for our manners to order speak bo many at a time and sitting down. 11 
o'clock dismissed!. 

Sunday 25 March 1855, Beautiful morning but l am still in patn from rhumalics in my 
back and shoulder. Walked to Plymouth.. Held our own conference. Preached m the 
morning and did our business in the afternoon. Pastor Atwood preached ai night 
followed by Elder Gregory and myself This has been joyful day and truly (he Saints 
have a happy exception of countenance. Conference adjourned until the latter end of 
June and here E must record my Saturday night dream 1 was in Company with many 
people and the war was declared all around us but it did not appear that the Saints were 
the object of attack. But Brother Brigham called me and another man. lie said to me, 
“Brother Toonc* E want you to enroll yourself among a volunteer company of artillery,” 
His counsel made me feel faint and I looked him right in the eye and his reply to me was, 
4 'I want you to be there when the officers arc chosen." I remember his look. Expected 
more. Then he said, “Well, we 1 Jitlcrd>.S feel to do as we ate told and that’s the beauty 
of our kingdom/* 

Monday 26 March 1855* Got up. Had a walk for about 2 miles. The morning is 
overcast but I feel better. I long to do my business according lo appointment. Visited the 
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Saints in company with the pastor. Al niKht h we attended counsel and truly tho Lord docs 
help his Saints 

Tul-mJ ay 27th \March I855]* Visiting among the Saints. Al night attended preaching in 
Devonport. Elder Griffin was preacher. The Saints* tine and all of lls kneeled and asked 
the Lord to bless and restore Sister Hicks. Our conference collections was 11/2 and ( 
paid Pastor Atwood 5/6 and paid 5/6 to Elder Griffin for expenses. 

Wednesday 28tb* Came to Plymouth Visited among the Saints. Went to see a small 
Barge Launched. Attended preaching al Plymouth. Elder Griffin preached and I finished 
the meeting, Truly the l*ord is with his Saints. Called at Elder Burtons Slopped to 
supper in company with Pastor Atwood. 

Thursday 29. After breakfast* I started for Lower Clicker 1 4 miles. Got there about one 
o’clock, bat and drank at Brother Bunney's Preached al night to a small congregation - 
6 Saints and 5 extra hearers, but truly the Lord was near by His spirit to help us Slept at 
llro. Eiunneys. 

Friday JO, After breakfast* I started and came to St Germens. Sister Pengelly was from 
home or I had thought to have preached there this night* but I proceeded and came on to 
Devonport. Had a letter from my Brother-in-law Hodgkinson, Called on lire. Russell. 
Hflti dinner with Sister Boynes. Called nn Eider Tnsudcr and learned the Jersey Saints 
would be here tomorrow. I proceeded fur Liverpool on next. 

Saturday 3L Got up this morning. Went and met the Jersey Saints. Elder Dunbar was 
among them Pastor Atwood and myself breakfasted at Brother Austen, 17 King Street, 
Plymouth. Came to Devonpon Had a letter from my wife in the Valley and one from 
Elder Hale. Wrote to Emma, friends, and to President Richards. Order the Mormon tin., 
for myself to come m the agents parcels Printed Brother Jones name on his Box’s for 
the Valley. Visited Sis. I>oor and Mitchell and tea with Sis Door. E'astor Atwood and 
myself administered to Elder Knight who was in bed very sick. Elder l^amcroux. Dunbar 
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and Trisedcr visited us tonight. Wrote a letter for Elder Burton lo forward the temple and 
emigration fund money. 

Sunday l April 1855, This is fast day. Attended Ply mouth counsel. Afltnvard returned 
to Devonport meeting and preached at night to a small congregation, but we had a few 
strangers And truly the spirit of our Master was present for 3 felt it so. Pastor Atwood 
was at Plymouth and Elder Limeroux and that was a good day with them 
Monday the 2ud< Attended Plymouth, Received the emigration money from Elder 
Burton 11/5. Dined with Brother Atwood at Brother i ten woods and returned to 
Devonpon Received a Letter from Brother Hicks at Falmouth. At night* we attended 
Devonport counsel and all things are going well. 

Tuesday 3 April 185S* Seven o'clock left Devonport Came to Plymouth Ijefi there h> 
8 o'clock tram for Bristol and got here in Bristol about 3. P M. I made lor Brother John 
Thoms, 7 Chicks Building, Si Phillips I was expected and Sister Thom soon got me 
some dinner and tea and made me comfortable in double quick time. 0 my soul, praise 
the l ord for ad Ins mercies and do bless them that help me for even so. Amen This is a 
very wet, cold, damp day* but all is well and 1 am happy. Ai night 1 attended meeting 
Met with Elder Willis, the Indian Missionary. He spoke a little and I spoke a few 
minutes afterwards. Rto. Willis produced many of his collections and paintings and 
showed them publicly to the audience. We were all much amused and parted at a late 
hour. Had supper with Sister Thom and retired for the night. All well and happy. 
Wednesday 4* The morning is still overcast* but not too cold about. I proceeded by train 
for Birmingham. Came by express to Ixiamington Got there about fl o’clock Found 
Father and Mother well as usual. Visited a few of the saints. I slept at home. 

Thursday S April 1855* Rose early and went in search of Brother Abner Workman who 
[ met and feel glad lo see him. He crossed the plains with me. ] have written to my wife 
at S. I*ake this morning and I am still busy making up my writing. At night I abended 
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meeting and Elder Hurl tame in as ! was about to leave off speaking. The Mints seem 
joyful. 0, that the Salvation of Israel was eume out of Zion. 

ClkmI Friday b April. Sam busy employed wilting to Liverpool, Falmouth. eie. Tbe day 
is Lovely. Visited among die saints and saw the Brethren a tier meeting 
Saturday 7th. After breakfast. I went on the road with Elder Hunt for Cuventry. 
Relumed and spent the day in Leamington 

Sunday Jit hr Spent this morning among the saints and heard a letter read from old Hob 
Edwards children at Alton, U.5A, Afternoon attended the sainis church meeting and 
Spoke some considerable time. In the evening, E preached to a very crowded house. Had 
a good time and aft well. Thus ended the Sabbath 

Monday 9 April 1855. This morning is overcast and cool, hut I am busy (71) reading. 1 
spent most of this day in reading and at night attended the Icamington counsel.

Thursday 12th. 1 am very poorly, but ] attended tbe saints meeting tonight and spoke a 
little. 

Friday 13. 1 am preparing a few more things to go to the Valley for my family. Went to 
[he Photographic room. Paid 7/6 for a likeness to forward to my Emma. 

Saturday 14 April 1855. busied myseirin making things ready for the Valley. 

Sunday 15th April 1B55. Went to Coventry. Preached there morning and afternoon and 
at night came to Leamington and preached to the saints. Elder Hunt was [here 
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Monday |A,. Packed the bos and screwed it down. Ii weighs about 49 Lb and is ready for 
1 he start. My father gave me his watch and silver guard to send to my sort, Charles, at 
Salt Lake and ( have u secured in a zinc case. This day, myself and Elders Robbins and 
RandalE visited a Mrs. Balter. According to her request, annoineed her with oil and 
prayed over her. She appear? deranged OT as She SHys, “spell bQamT 1 Visited most of (he 
Saint? and bid them farewell for ihe present. 

Tuesday 17, This is a beautiful morning and I am preparing for my start for 
Birmingham. Came to Birmingham Went to Elder Godsal Is. Mad dinner and tea with 
him Met (he Bristol train at 6 o'clock, hound Brother Jones, his wife and child. Took 
lodgings al the Temperance Motel. 

Wednesday *8 April 1855, We left hy train for Liverpool and go( to Liverpool about 11 
o'clock. Went to the office, 3b Islington. Done our business. 1 pul up at Mr. Powells, 63 
Great Crop Hall Street. Here we found the house full of Saints wailing for iheir order (O 
go aboard. I also met with SLSter Ellsworth, Ross Bond, and Joseph Young and a great 
many more 1 need not mention. In the evening, we had a prayer meeting about 20 of us 
from (he Valley. I continued until 2 o'clock in the morning. The Brethren felt well. All 
rejoiced. Masi all spoke. We went to our I lotcl and slept 3 in a bed, d of us in one room. 
Elders Wall, Ross and Bond in one bed. 

Thursday 19. After breakfast I hunted up many of the S&Lms. My acquaintance, a Sister 
Smith from Leamington, Elder Barlow. The Saints are all busy getting their baggage 
down to the vessel. 3 wens to Ihe ship and 1 never saw a finer one 1 look my leave of 
them, having giver my bos and watch to Brother JotWS and a five dollar piece and half 
sovereign to pay the expense. I asked him to buy an as and spade for (hem and take them 
to the Valley. Visited Elder Jatiucs at the office. Took my leave. Went to my lodgings, 
but after tea or supper, I fell very sick. I continued so all night. 

Friday 20th April 1855* 1 arose early at five o’clock. [ was at Si. George Pierhead and 
at fi o’clock, we siaried for tirokenhead Eiooked 3rd class for Chester, bul I was obliged 
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to stop until 3 o'clockin live Afternoon being so relaxed in my howels. Hot, at 3 o'clock, 

9 started for Hereford and got [bore about half past 7 o'clock, Mel rider Reese in the 
street l stopped with him al l night. 

Saturday 21, Arose early. [ walked to Pclcrchurch. Met Mr and Mrs. Prosser, Mary, 
Jessie. Poor Elizabeth in bed very sick, almost too low to live. William and all the rest 
are |M£tty well. Remained here all day I slept here at night. 

Sunday 22nd* I arose early. I took a walk round the fields. Morning very cold, but very 
pleasant, but my soul seems drawn out towards the people in Pclcrchurch. I went in 
search of the Saints among the mountains, but there was few to be found. Returned 
home. After tea, went dkrwn to the village m company with Mary and returned with 
Jessie. Had prayer. I retired for ihc night 

Monday 23 April 1fl55, Now came the trying lime. 1 had to have and bow to do it 1 did 
not know. E talked with Elizabeth, prayed with her, wept with her and blessed and 
blessed her. O, my soul, how can, [ forget her. A dear creature doomed to die by rapid 
consumption. 0, my God, let thy angels be with her to comfort her and take tier in 
among the Saints behind the veil. I can't describe my feelings, obliged to leave her, not 
expecting to see her again in the ilesh Our folks was very kind, but 1 had to endure all 
(hey said. They gave me 10 L when I left them. O, my God, remember them for all their 
good. I took my leave and walked to Hereford, Met Elder Ellsworth, Galloway, Francis, 
and Reese. Went to their conference tea meeting, A more pleasant meeting 1 never 
attended The brethren sang many of Zion’s songs. Elder Ellsworth spoke and 
introduced polygamy fearlessly and pleasantly. I followed and made a few remarks. 
Elder Galloway followed and brought the meeting to a dose. Dismissed by Pastor 
Ellsworth. Elder Koese found me a bed and E slept pretty comfortable. 

Tuesday 24 April 1A59L Met the Brethren. Brother Reese and Ellsworth offered me 5 I. 
to help me along, but I refused because l had enough for my present use, but thanked 
(hem all the same. About 10 o’clock, I took my leave and came by tram to Newport and 
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here I am at a Brother Reeses 61 Dolphin St. where Elder Smith is slopping but he is 
from here preaching in the country, but Sister Beck is very kind in making me some tea. 
This is a fine and beautiful day just as the summer had set in. ] called, on Enoch Prosser 
in Hereford thus morning before I left. Ho was quite well. Just as E was writing a note to 
leave for Elrotbcf Smith, he came in, so E stopped. I spent the night with him. 

Wctl nod ay 25. After breakfast, I started for the Packet office in company with Elder 
■Smith. He called on a Brother Nash who was cut off for not supporting the Presidency in 
excommunicating some official. ! gave him the best advice I knew how and left by 
Packet for Eiristol Arrived here about 1 o'clock. I walked about 2 mikes up the river to 
the city. In the afternoon, 1 met with Pastor Atwood and Pres. Lunt at Brother Thoms 
Thank God so far all is well. 3 was much amused, this morning while on the Packet at 
Newport. The mspector and one of the police came on board and looked around before 
they left They called to the Captain and gave him notice that he Eiad two pickpockets on 
board. f{e described them so that all the passengers might be aware Wu had a pleasant 
sail to Bristol. 1 found Pastor Atwood and Elder Lunt. Spent this evening wi th them and 
slept at sonic Sister Brotnns 

Thursday 26 April |I855]. About EE o'clock, I started by train for Plymouth. Arrived 
here about dusk. Made my way to Brother Burtons. Took lea and made my way to 
Devon port Went direct to the meeting. [Elder Sioukdale was speaking. 1 began to speak 
and preached up the novelty of the true doctrine of Christ. Found the Saints generally 
well, 

Friday 27 April 1855. Visited among the Saints. After dinner went to Plymouth. 
Visited the families of Burtons, Doncys, Joslyn, Hcndwood, Wyatt, Moyle. Mad tea and 
supper at Brother Burtons and returned to Devynpurt Slept with Sister Rowes. I wrote 
today to my sister Elizabeth Prosser.

Broiher Brigham's discourse from the Qcscrei News delivered at G.S.L. I>ec. 1354. 
Visited among she Saints. Had lea with Sister Shahlin. 

Sunday 29, Aitended Plymouth Counsel. Preached m the morning. Spoke in the 
afternoon. Preached at night at I>uvonporl Thus ended the Sabbath and I pray God 
accept my humble thanks for (he health and pleasure I feel in preaching the gospel and 
helping to build up E Eis kingdom. 

Monday 30 April 1855, Beautiful morning. I have whiten to my family m IJiah and 
SWW in Leamington. Had my shoes soled and in the evening aitended Devonport 
counsel. All things are going on well and ihe Lorti is helping us along. 

Tuesday 1 May 1855, The morning is overcast and a little rain this last night. I have 
been troubled with the spasms* but feel pretty well again this morning Wriilen to Alice 
Downes and father. Had lea at Sister Bnynes. Attended Devonport meeting tonight Alt 
wemlotT well. 

Wednesday 2nd. A lovely morning I have wriilen to Eiro. Latcy, Hunt, and Hobs. 
Attended Plymouth meeting. 

Thursday 3 May 1855. I walked to Lower Clicker, 14 miles* hut I felt much fatigued I 
could nol rest very welt all night. [ met Elder Gregory and Priest Bunney round ihem

Friday 4, 1 walked to St. Germans. Saw Sister Pcngellty, but she was in bed with a bad 
leg.

j Wednesday] 9th May JB55* Visiting among the Saints. At night, wc attended 
Plymouth meeting I spoke a little. Elder Dunbar spoke a little. We confirmed 3 new 
members and 2 more men gave their names for baptism James Dun ford and James Paul 
The meeting went otTwelt, 

10 Thursday. Plenty of rain. EUct Dunbar started this evening for Jersey about 6 
o'clock at night. I attended meeting at Dcvonport. Elder Daw preached and occupied all 
the time, but feel there 1 had been very sick most of the day. 

Friday* Visiting among the Saints and remaining for counsel. 

12 May, Saturday. Came to Plymouth and left there about 12 o'clock lor Falmouth by 
the Sir Francis Drake. Fine day, not sick, but very near to it. Came to Falmouth about 6 
o'clock. Was met at the boat by Rider Hicks and Rider Williams. Was on the Pier. 

May U Sunday, Attended meeting afternoon. Sacrament at night. 1 preached. Very 
few attended, hut l felt well. 

14 Monday* Spent this day ill Falmouth. Mad the privilege of walking around the place 
by myself. 

15 Tuesday. Afier breakfast, S walked lo Redruth where I have written to Sister Rowe at 
Dcvonport and posted up my journal and l am now waning the train for Gearoea Koad 
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Slat ion. Came down to the Slat ion. Cost 5 172. Stopped about 3 172 hours with Elder 
Jones and Elder Guss. Came back to Truro. Cost 4 1/2. Came and spent the night with 
Elder Solomon but 1 did nol yet much rest. I am so very poorly. Answered my sister's 
letter although midriigh! 

16 May, Wednesday. I arose and tool; the basket to the .station for Camdore stations 
which I have brought all the way from Leamington and posted Betseys letter for 
Hertford. Went by train to Geafela Station. Went had breakfast at Elder Solomons After 
break fast, I walked to Falmouth, but my hack and kidneys are very wok I talked to the 
Saints at their meeting this evening, but very few aitended.

I read several items from the 
20 Star. A goodly number were present. I made my way home as quickly as E could and 
took Sister Jemima Cook and got her to repair and mend my pants.. They are tom and 
poor. Kesled much better tonight. 

Lath, Friday. Arose about 5 o’clock, 1M a long walk. Aftd breakfast, 3 wrote to 
Brother Latey and read 5 chapters m Brother Parley's “Key to Theology " and posted up 
my journal 

19, Saturday. Very wet day. Confined to the house. Busy reading “The Key to 
Theology.” 

1(1 May 1855, Sunday, Abended Plymouth counsel and preached in the morning. Came 
to Devonport for the afternoon. Spoke a little. Had tea at Stokes and came to Plymouth 
and preached at night. Fdt good. Mad a good congregation Alter the service, 2 deaf 
and dumb |ieopte presented themselves for baptism, a young man and a young woman 
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Eirother and .Sister Paster collection 1/5. Relumed home lo Devonporl weary and lired 
down. 

21, Monday. Written to Pres, RieHftrd, Paslor Alwnod, and Elder Dudman At night, 
attended Devon counsel. All went off pretty well. The President spoke about my having 
some new clothes and offered 5L towards them. I have much sorrow and doubt 
respecting the prosperity of this branch hut wt have decided upon a Sunday mommy 
prayer meeting to commence at 7 o’clock. 

22, Tuesday, i have been very sick with spasms and I drank some brandy and that has 
made me feel still worse. I walked into Plymouth and returned. I attended meeting at 
Devonport and we had a good time. The Samis fed well and there is u desire to continue 
in the path of duly I got them to administer to me. 

Wednesday 23 May M5S, I am betler (his morning. I have wriltcn to Sis. W. At 
evening, I attended Plymouth meeting. Had a good time. Held a counsel after meeting. I 
tried a Sister Olive and another Sister for had conduct, but they humbled themselves and 
all seam joyous. Hot lo E>evonport some time toward midnight 

Thursday 24, 1 am still very poorly. 1 had a letter from Sisier Warded forwarding me a 

letter from _full of _and com plant. [ answered it direct. Attended Devonport 

meeting tonight Elder Burton preached. I made a few remarks, but so poorLy, I got 
home as soon as I could 

Friday 25. Received a letter from Sister Prosser. Answered it. I WTOtc lo Brother W. 
Kimble. I am so afflicted, but. thank God all is well 

26 Saturday. I did a good deal of walk mg about today and m the evening, E went lo 
Plymouth. The old Serpent has his agcnls busily engaged, pushing forward his purposes, 
hot 1 am content and [asf long as he well minds tus own business, awful calamities arrive 
very suddenly which almost scare the Sainis lo death., hut nothing very serious lhai I have 
perceived as yet. Day and night seem lo follow as usual. 
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bun day 27 May LB55. Attended Plymouth counsel All went well Preached in the 
mommy. Had dinner ai Elder Burton's. Attended afternoon meeting at Devonpoit Very 
few Saints present. Elder Lyre preached at night and I finished up the service, being a 
wet evening, not SO many attended. 

28 Monday, Morning wet. Received a Letter from Elder Jaynes.. Crossed the water to 
Mount Hcdgccmb The Earl of rdycoinhs estate, it is a beautiful place, very romantic. 
Some beautiful flowers and splendid walks by the sea coast. I"hc house has much the 
resemblance of a castle A kind of quadrangle with comer Iowcts. Thousands, of the 
enhabi rants of l>evonport and Plymouth make the visit here or special days when 
permission is given for (hat purpose. In a cove at the back of (he fflOum is a small town 
most curiously built called L’awson, built on ihc cliffs. The small sired has a very 
narrow and quick descent This is a smalt, but beautiful little harbor or bay Many of the 
Sauils accompanied me. The day was spenl most agreeably. Ail went off in peace. 
Tuesday 2M May 1H55. Spent the day visiting among the Saints and attended Devon port 
meeti ng. Held a counsel a fler meeting All went off wel i 

Wednesday 3U. This last nighl past has been a night of trouble and disquietude. 
Scarcely Slept all night. A forboding or derangement of systems attended me all night, 
but thank God I am better lodiay. 1 received my Desercst News by parcel to Hook Agent 
from December up to March 1, but there is ihc 8 of Feb deficit, hut I have 12 safe. 
Winter has not quite gone, yet he leaves very Holy this year, but it is all for good I 
attended Plymouth meeting and preached to them and the spirit of the Lord was present 
to comfort us indeed 

Thursday 31, Very poorly Visited among the saints. Attended Devonpcnl evening 
meeting. Pew attended, l spoke a little. All went off pretty well. The way of duly is the 
way of safety. 
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Friday 1 June 1855. Written lo my wife and family in the Valley ofGSI.. Writlcn to 
Brother Hodgktnson in Deseret Conference. The day is cold and overcast. Written to 
Father in Leamington. Saw Sister Micks from Cornwall this evening. 

Saturday 2. The day is still cloudy and cold. Written to Brother Petty at Truro and now 
1 write to Pastor Atwood, having done so [ am now preparing for Cornwall. 5 o’clock 
went by steamer lo St. Germans for a distance 8 or 10 mtlcs. Walked to lower Cite ken. 
They wore expecting me. 

Sunday 3rd, We had a meeting at Brother Bunney's, but the day was very wel and we 
could not preach out of doors, but we spent the day very happy, except my having a sore 
throat. 

Monday Jlh, 8 o'clock I started for home. Called at St Germans. Saw Sister Pemtley. 
Stopped and had some tea. Being very poorly, I forgot to record Sister Hicks death. She 
died 4 o’clock Saturday morning last [ got to Dcvonpot about 3 o'clock. Had a letter 
from [he Valley from my wife and one from Father. Wrote Eo Sister Ann Prosser and 
Brother lorn. Attended the Devonport counsel. All went off wel I 
Tuesday 5 June 1855. Received a letter from Elder Hunt and Griffin. Wrote to Brother 
Bllsworth. This is a very wet day. Attended meeting at Devonport. Mad a good lime 
with the saints, but I was scarcely able to speak from sore throat, elc. 

Wednesday 6. Damp morning but I feel a little better. Attended Plymouth and preached 
there.

Went to Plymouth. Attended the street preaching. I lad a dissension in the public square 
for on the Baricwnn. At night attended the preaching room. Elder Mnnakin preached 
We had a good time. Thank God, alt h well, all is well. I know I am safe again at 
Devon pan. Sorely fatigued. 

Monday 11 June 1855. Wrote to Elder Jagues at Liverpool. Attended Devonport 
counsel Most of the priesthood were there. All went off well 

Tuesday 12 [June 1855[. Received a letter from Brother Latcy. Wrote to Elder Griffin 
and Dudman. Received a letter from Elder Dunbar Attended Devonport meeting. Glad 
to see so many Saints present. All went off well, except my poor chest, hut thank God all 
is well. 

Wednesday 13. lam so unwell today, f can scarce Hold up [my head], sleepy and heavy, 
but I attended Plymouth meeting, but it Has rained in torrents and 1 got beautiful and wet 
coming home, but no harm, 1 hope. 

Thursday M. The day is dull and 1 am sore and sick, but 1 have ordered myself a new 
coat and trousers at Mr. frost ■ cost 31,9 Sister Doume gave me a shirt and so the l.ord 
helps me along. Bless His holy name. Attended the meeting. Spoke a little on the 
negligence (73) of the Saints and told them there was a slink of them around Devonport. 
A young girl called King came to meeting She had been confined some tew days past, 
but 1 could not fellowship her nor her mother for I have been down here about 7 months 
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and have never seen lhem at meeting before, but I have heard many times of them - had 
ways her wet night. 

Friday 15 June 1855. Spent this clay principally m visiting the Saints in company with 
Captain Stephens. Wrote to Father in Leamington, but my feelings are inexpressible 
nervous disability. Attended with aggravated dyspepsia, but still I live and try to do as far 
as I can. 

Saturday 16 June 1855. 1 arose - had a walk and returned for breakfast languid and 
faint. The day was damp at times, but 1 was walking about most of (be day. Wrote to 
Father and Mother or rather sent what [ had wrote the day before. Wrote to Elder John 
Hunt at Warwickshire. 

Sunday 17, Attended prayer meeting at 7 am. Attended the special counsel at 
IJevunport. Cut ofT 6 members and a great quantity more to be summoned for Thursday 
evening next. I scolded some of the members of the counsel for their nonpayment of 
their contributions. I felt ashamed of the conduct of Elder John Knight who ought to be a 
pattern to all the rest, but he has a wife. Afternoon attended the church meeting. Pretty 
well of attendance but I spoke again and all were unanimous in what we cast off I 
preached at night to mostly Saints, however so they are by name About 3 strangers 
present, but the spirit of the lord seems to be around us 

Monday 18 June 1855. 'Hhc day is very wet rain, rain, hot I have been about a good! 
deal. Dined at Sister Hichens, St. John Street. After dinner, I visited Captain Stephens at 
Storehouse pool where he is unloading coal He preached at Plymouth last night and the 
Brethren who preached in the street were much opposed by the old fellow. Missionaries 
and Elder Wyati got into the hands of the police who look him to the guildhall, but 
liberated him without further trouble. Attended counsel (his evening at Davenport. All 
went well. A good; attendance. 

Tuesday 19 June 1855. This morning I arose about 4. Had a walk. Obliged lo it. 1 was 
so sick. I walked about until 5 o'clock when I was so fatigued I could nut walk. Laid 
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down again about 1 o'clock. I got better. Had breakfast. Walked oul to Mount Wist. 
Saw the Northamptonshire militia 700 muster and Mart lo be transported to Malta, They 
very much resemble the regulars. It was cheering to hear them bisned and see them 
march away so cheerily, but my soul sickened. Although l love the women so much, 1 
was disgusted lo see the debaucheries in such a mighty host, foul mouthed Language and 
their flushed and dissipated appearance made roe think much of my mountain home and I 
pray God deliver me from this Christian country. lor my eyes beheld for Once those who 
are considered the pride of the nation and the associates were taking a farewell of them 
O, my God, remember us, the Latler-Llayj Saints] Tor good and keep us from these 
Christian soldiers and wicked women. Amen. Wrote to Brother Phillip Ferris and 
Hodgkin sou I was visiting mostly today. A| night attended Bevonport meeting and a 
good time wc had. Many spoke and I preached a little Thank God I am a saint. 
Wednesday 20. I have been very sick all this day. but I attended Plymouth meeting 
tonight. Elder Lyne spoke and I finished up the meeting, although ] am so poorly. E feel 
it good to preach and instruct the Saints. Elder Moyle gave me 24/2 towards some new 
clothing and 0/S he brought from Falmouth for me for the same purpose. 

Thursday 21 jJune 1055| r Very poorly, hut I attended the Devortport counsel. Many 
attended, some we disfellowshtppcd, many promised to do better. The counsel were 
unanimous in a! I their decisions and id I went off well 

Friday 22, 1 am very sick, bul I have heard from Pastor Atwood. I have answered it and 
written to liLders Griffin and 3>udmon and Brother Mills. 

Saturday 13. Wrote to Mr Hodgkinson. Leamington. Brother Ferris and Gregory and 
Elrother Nichols. 1 have examined (74) all the Book Slock in the hands of the Hook Agent 
and took an account myself of ail that is on hand. 

24 June Sunday 1055, Attended l3evonport prayer meeting, afterward attended 
Plymouth counsel. Contiued there all day and preached to an attentive congregation at 
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night. I felt well and ill] wenl off good. I relumed to Devunporl and had supper with 
Sister Chalkcr, Irsamined all the Hook Stock m ihe hards of ihe Plymouth agent. 
Monday 25. Received a letter from father and Brother !.atey. The parading of ihe 
soldiery and warlike preparation made me Teel like weeping. Wrote to Miss Prosser and 
Brother L^lcy. Attended Devonpori counsel. All went of!’pretty well. 

I uesday 26lli. J have been making an entry in the conference record of all ihe diftereni 
Slock of Hooks in the hands of ihe different agents so that we may be able to certify 
exactly how and who owes anything ihoughoul the conference. Wrote to father at 
l^amington. Attended Devonport meeting. Read Elder Hales and [Mother Jones letters 
from America to the Saints and told them what they might expeel lo pass through before 
they get lo the Valley. 

21 June 1855 Wednesday. Received a letter from my Brother Marry, l.omisiana in 
America and one from Elder Griffin from r^eter. Spent this moming in posting up the 
Conference Books. Attended Plymouth meeting. Cut off Sister drums for contempt of 
counsel, her being a married woman and was keeping company with a young man The 
meeting ended in peace. 

28th Thursday | June 1855|. Speni this day in posting up our Conference Record i got 
an Order for Liverpool 11.18.4. Sent ii by I’osi tonight. The meeting was pretiy well 
attended tonight. We had a few Mormon songs and I gave the Sainis a bit of good 
advice- 

29- Friday. 1 have been poorly today and continued $n all night until -- 

30 Saturday. Morning, I am nervous and very poorly as I hough I could not hdp it. The 

day is dark and think sometimes like a dreary November.

Saw the deer, hut some 
portion or the greatest portion is not near so handsome as the wilds of the North route to 
the Salt E^ke Valley. Nature surpasses (75) all an When we got lo the top of the 
mound, there came a fog which made it very cold and made my jaws ache. Near the 
church, sve saw the sailor boys leaving the infantry unit and the young rascals were as 
merry as though they were preparing for a dance. Attended (he counsel in the evening, 
all went well and 1 retired to bed thankful that I am a Saint of [-alter Days. 

3 July Tuesday. Visited Stoke New Passage and some of the Devonport Saints. 
Attended Devonport meeting. Preached □ little, full well the Lard doth bless us in every 
deed. 

4 July 1855 Wednesday. Spent most of this day in Plymouth visiting among the faints. 
Preached in the evening. Surely the Lord doth bless his Saints Womhdis Wild Beast 
are in Plymouth market place, bui I have not visited them yet. I heard them Delightful 
band. Play two pieces, but they have sax horns. J don't like them so well as the Keyed 
Bugle, but every one lo their fancy. I cannot better describe them than to say their

Etad 
lea in Plymouth and walked to Devonport and found the Cornwall Boys, Elder IDudmon 
and Elder Gardner who were come for conference. 

Saturday 7 July 1S55, We had breakfast at Sister Rowes and afterwards retired to the 
meeting r«m 35L, 1 forwarded to Franklin f> Richards by a Bank Post Bill from Devon 
and Cornwall Bank, Foie Street, Devonport Money belonging to Edward Petty of Truro, 
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Cornwall. We held our conference counsel and made a levy of 1L each this nest quarter 
for the temple fund and ] L each member lor Conference arrears. Alt went off well. 
Sunday S .Inly, Attended Plymouth counsel. Found things pretty ecmfortahle Opened 
our conference meeting Represented the authorities of the church Adjoined until 
aitemoon when we rehearsed our Saturday night counsel doings and all past unanimous 
Partook of the sacrament and adjourned until evening. J, Toonc and the l^astor spoke. 
The room was very warm and a good congregation was there. We had 2 collections. 
About I0L collected. We ordained 3 Priests, to Elders, and called one Brother Petty to 
travel for the nest six months. Much rain came in the afternoon with a little thunder so 
that our congregation was thin in the afternoon, but the officers was one and the spirit 
speaks for good. I came home to Devnnpyri much fatigued, but alter a nights rest, l felt 
much better. 

Monday 9 July 1855. About 6 o'clock, a glorious shower accompanied by thunder and 
the morning is overcast. I have written to Priest Richards a brief account of our 
conference. The Saints, about 4G of them, went over to (he Park in Mount Edgcnmb and 
we bad a meny time.

Illth Tuesday jJuly 1S55|. Afternoon met in prayer and counsel. Pastor A... Pres. T.„

consecrated a flask of oil. We drank and anointed each other. Therewith blessed each 
Other. Pastor anointed and blessed Elder Petty, Pres. Toonc, Elder Dundmon Pastor 
anointed by Elder Griffin. Pres. Toone blessed Elder Gardner, Elder Gardner (hen 
blessed Pros. Toone, Elder Dudmon blessed the Pastor. This has been a good aitemoon. 
The meeting commenced with prayer by Pres. Toonc and concluded with our blessing 
each other. We all met and hud tea at Sister Boyns. In the evening, we had meeting at 
Devonpori. Ordained Brother James Chislel to the office of an Elder lie is in the 
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Marines. We anointed and blessed Elder Stockdale and Moyle. Slider Griffin opened the 
meeting Elder Hodman spoke about 3/4 of«i hour. We appointed Elder Manacham as 
collector of the temple and conference fund. Administered to Sister l>owns and Sister 
Chaplain. Our meeting broke up in peace, bul I feel very poorly and so I have continued 
all night.

The weather is very damp, so 
much rain or heavy storms. 

Thursday 26, Spent this day in visiting and wrote a letter to my Emma. Met with the 
Saints at night. Spoke a little and retired for rest but had 1 1 tile in consequence of a sore 
throat. 

Friday 27, Hid my friends adieu for the present and came by train to Bormanger I am 
stopping at Elder Overtone, 259 Great King Street. There is heavy thunder storm and 
that has confined me to the house for there is abundance of ram. I slept at Elder Ginlsals. 
Elder Wheclock, Ellsworth, and Merrill administered to ine and blessed me and promised, 
me better health than 1 have ever had before. 

Saturday IS July J855, I arose and had a run to the station, very unwell and scarcely 
able to go, but I was there in time and came to Shrewsbury. 1 rebooted at Shrewsbury for 
Hereford, cost 3/6 to Shrew and 7/3 to Hereford Stopped in Hereford until about 5 
o’clock when i starred by van for Ifolcrchurch and go! here toward 10 o'clock, but 1 
walked ahead of the van and had to wait in Petcnchurch until they came up.

Thursday 2 August. E,eft Bristol by t \ o'clock Train for Exceler Came Co HxccteT about 
4 Met Elder GrifTlr at the station. Stopped all night at Excctcr and slept on the floor at 
Brother Follemers. I feel unhappy about Exccter. Elder Griffin ought to go to the Valley 
He is no use here. 

Friday J. Lcfl Exceter about 1/2 past 7 o'clock by tram for E } ]ymouth Called at Elder 
Burtons and came by Omnibus to Liverpool. Found all the Satnis truly well. Wrote to 
Emma and posted the letter. 

Saturday 4 August 1855. This past night has been one of sickness. 1 was walking 
between 1 2 and 2 o'clock up and down the street, troubled with the spasms, I am a little 
better hut not able to do much 

Sunday 5, Went to morning prayer meeting. Afterwards attended Plymouth counsel and 
preached in the morning. Spoke a little in the afternoon and came back to Devooport to 
tea at Sister Martins Preached at night to a full house I was very feeble, but the Lord 
helped me through 

6|h Monday* I am very unwell, taking some medicine, but 3 attended counsel tonight. 
All went off in peace. 
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Tuesday 7th, Still very unwell. Confined to (he house dull, damp weather, not much 
like summer. Wrote to lather, Advised him lo go to America and take all his family. 
A Mended tneciLng at night. Spoke upon paying tithing (70),clc, etc 
Wednesday 8th. Visited Sister Spin. She is very sick. Attended Plymouth. Preached al 
night. Had many strangers there, but all was peace. It went olT well. 

Thursday 9th August 1S5& Confined to the house most of (he day. Wrote to hldens 
Atwood, Eieeion, ajid Latcy. 

Friday 1 If and Saturday 11. I have nothing particular to record, but still to plead my 
weakness for 1 am weak and sickly. 

Sunday 12th. Attended Devunpon meeting Read Eirother Brighams and Esther Ci. A. 
Smiths letter lo Y. 1). Richards to the congregation. At night I preached at Plymouth. 
Very weak. My subject was upon the only way into the Kingdom of Cod, bearing 
testimony to the Prophet Joseph and the Book of Mormon. And the devil got mad 
Several ran out of (he room yelling like blood hounds, hut the congregation was not 
disturbed. But, 3 feel unable lo preach. My weakness breaks me down, but [ shall live, 
Hod being my helper. 

Monday 13k Very poorly all night and unable for much today, but still my spirits are 
good. Attended counsel. All is well and things look prosperous. Some few seem to show 
themselves for baptism. 

Tuesday 14 August IR55. At home all day, very poorly this evening. [ have written to 
Bishop Banks lii the slates, but [ am very nervous. 1 can't help it. The l^srd pity the poor 
errant creatures who are full of fear from weakness and disability, Breached at night to a 
pretty good congregation, some strangers. 

Wednesday 15th. Now 1 feel the elTcots of last nights preaching for my chest is very- 
sore and in pain Wnitcn to Commisdle, Falmouth, and Truro lo advise them of my 
coming on Sunday nest. Attended Plymouth meeting. Spoke but little, feeling too 
unwell. 
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Thursday 16 August IH55. Little rest this night. The nights and days are fraught with 
elements of strife. What a happy lime when we gel bodies the elements can’t depress. 
The summer has now set in and we have warm weather and no mistake. Attended 
meeting tonight. Elder Dudmon was our thief speaker. 

Friday 17lh. Spent this morning in writing to Sisier Prosser, Wardall, Atwood. I am 
very nervously debilitated but can’t help it. 

Saturday IS Avgust 1*55. Left Plymouth by dmke steamer for Falmouth. I experienced 
a little sickness when about halfway down As soon as 1 landed. I met riders Gardner 
and Williams. Went direct |o Elder Micks and went to bed about 9 o’clock. I had 
something to cal but si ill! am weak and had. 

Sunday 19. After breakfast I walked to Tiwo, came the nearest road crossing, two 
ferries one \fl and one 1. Came lo Elder Solomon’^ not much the worse for my walk, 
but [ am stilt sick. Attended afternoon meeting, very few Saints. Preached at night, two 
stranger were present One was intelligent looking As soon as E was through, I sal 
down He asked liberty to speak. He said how disappointed he was What a pleasure he 
felt in certifying to the troth of what had been said. He seemed lo go reluctant awfiy. I 
advised the Saints to give him the voice of training lo read. Thus ended the Sabbath. All 
well and happy. 

Monday 2H Aug 1855, Started and walked (o lied with, 9 miles then by rail to Guncan 
road. Saw Elder Jones. Walked down to Hale. Called al Brother Gilberts, He was on 
board. His wife and family treated me very off-hand as though I was a dog 1 went and 
saw Elder Gilbert. He spoke of his wife, Said bow cross the sons left behind. Went lo 
Brother Bottoms. Pound them at tea. Asked me to eat, but 3 was too full of 
disappointment for [ saw there was confusion so 1 walked out with him.

E can T eat and i f I would, don’ E relief 
Wednesday 22 August 1855, The pains in my back have distrabed me so much this past 
night. Had break last with Cider Solomon. Dined with Deacon Tolley, bul my back or 
kidneys are so bad I can scarcely walk about Truro is a small lown, bul nice and clean, 
lying in a Valley Isemg washed by a running stream. The water is conducted through the 
street by means of slone gutters. The Truro riwr is affceied by the tide (71) which makes 
it a place of traffic for small vessels. Fish seem pretty plentiful (72) in the market. I had 
a conversation with ihe Saints Iasi evening and the stranger was there who spoke on 
Sunday evening. 3 prayed and we disassembled. Attended meeting and preached to the 
Samis All went off in peace. 

Thursday 23. After breakfast, ] walked lo F'aLmouth but il was with much difficulty for 
lhe pain in my hack. Wrole to Elder Overton. Preached to a few Saints. Felt it good lo 
advise them lo be good and do good. 

Friday 24 August 1855. This morning brings news by letter from Sister Rowe lhai Eider 
Dudmon is deceased and lhal ihey bury (73) him today, 1 am here and no possible 
chance of being there in time lo see him I have written lo Sister Rowe lo say I shall be 
home next week, perhaps ne*t Monday, Had. breakfast with Sisler Williams and spent 
the day with them at night. E visited Mart ret Tripp. Had supper there in company wilh 
Sister Williams. I received a letter from PrieSl Mills, relative to the death of Elder 
Dudmon. I wrote a teller back 10 him. 

Saturday 25. Spent this day in Falmoulh. Had dinner and lea and Elder Williams, felt 
very poorly. 

Sunday 26. Went to Bosvenet farm about five miles and delivered a letter to Elder 
Moyles sister and 28/1 Tor him lo be paid to Brother Moyle creditors. Reiumed to 
Falmouth about 11 o'clock. Attended bacrament meeting this afternoon. Very few Saints.,

The depth of the hole or as it 
is commonly called a whirlpool as abtml 12 R at present in its deepest parts, where Oder 
John Dudmon was bathing on Tuesday the 21 si of Aug. 1855 about 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon and a young man named Walter Sarteral accompanied him hut he, Sartcral, did 
not baihe He saw Elder Dudmon go into the waier close to Ute archway. Alter he had 
made safe his standing, he struck off lo swim, made a few strokes, but soon he seemed 
unable to keep himself up. He lurried on his hack evidently smiling, but he sank slowly 
in the wmer as if paralysed Sarteral procured a slick and pul it close to hi* hand, but he 
appeared insensible as though the cold running water had struck him dead. Sartcral 
could not swim, so there was no how io rescue him. I hs IkkJv remained m ihe water for 
near four hours, there being no house very near and almost every body in the harvest 
Held It was a long while before help could be formed to search for the body. Our 
Brother Rust Mills has been indefatigable in showing respect and paying attention to 
deceased, while living and dead. Mr. and Mrs. I landle, Brother Miles, undertaker had the 
body taken io their house and through (heir interest even,- respect we eould require was 
paid lo the deceased until his remains were deposited in the church yard at St. Ivt. All 
our Brethren and Sisters were in attendance at his funeral and hundreds of the world 
besides. Nor were they idle spectators, for they helped our Brethren curry him a distance 
of two miles. With few exceptions, all felt a pleasure in showing respect to the dead, nor 
wete the assembly backward in helping our Saints sing praise to God, and they slowly 
marched to the grave yard where they deposited the mortal remains in silence, politely 
refusing the aid of the church minister, but not withholding his dues for the action after 
the funeral, Elder Baker Gregory called the assembled crowd together outside the church 
yard where they quietly and attentively listened to him for an hour while he preached the 
first principles of the Gospel of Christ as restored by Joseph Smith. E doubt not hut Elder 
Dudmon will be the means of doing more good inward building up the kingdom ihrough 
Ihe accident which befell him ihan he could hy years [of] hard labor. May the Lord bless 
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and reward atl who have shown kindness to Elder Dudrnon in life or in death Even so. 
Am on You will sue Run her Richards, I have run look any L:\1ra i'kiliis lo eulogize the 
dead. 1 have Left all that tor his own works to praise him now and in a day to come. Bui 
(his I must say* we could ill spare him although he was not twenty years of age unit! 
about the 16sh of September, hut yet he was noble in his appearance, pleasing in his 
manner, ready at quoting the scriptures. and defending Mormomsm. We feel Ins loss bul 
are not trying for him back again at present. Blessed are ihe dead that die in ihc Lord. 
( xxxed atti but readable a$faUaws } ( You may perhaps have another noble champion to 
send us in his place some day. We are not defunk lo look as if you send one from 
Liverpool. There is a steamer leaves there for IJrisiol. I think every Tuesday fare 5 L and 
there is ihe E ] aslor home. No. 7 Chicks Building, St. Phillips.) 

Friday 31 Aug 1855* I have walked about 14 miles this day in gathering the particulars 
of Elder John Dudmons death and I have given out appointment for lo preach at Si Ives 
or Lindley the 9lh of September next. S. V. my legs and feet seem lo give oul, but all is 
wd I. 

Saturday I Sept 1855. Walked to Si. Germans Elad dinner and lea with Sister 
Pengdey Came off by Thames about 1/2 past 7 o’clock for Devon port Found a letter 
from Elder Richards with order for 81,. He bad forwarded the first lo my wife and sent 
me the other two. The 8L P. O order were tong made payable in Inthinglow* London* 
instead of Liverpool by mistake. 

Sunday 2 Sepl 1855* Attended Plyraoulb counsel. Held counsel all Sunday morning 
between Elder Moyle and Elder Lindwon and his wife, hut the affair was settled in peace. 
Attended Eiievonport afternoon meeting. Preached there at night to a very good 
congregation All went off in peace. We confirmed 2 young men in the afternoon* a 
Brother Dam and Snow, 
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Monday 3 Sept I £55. Written lt> my wife and, forwarded the second order for payment 
of SL. Written to President Kite hards the particulars of ihc death tif Rider Dudmon. 
Written to Sisl. W, 

Tuesday 4th, Written to Elder Griffin at Exeter and Elder Gardner at Truro and l* the 
Pastor at Bristol. Wrote to London to the President of the money order olflce and 
received Ins answer for the Orders made payable in Liverpool Attended DevOnpOrt 
meeting last nighi and a good meeting we had and no mistake the spirit of the Lord was 
present to do us good. 

Wednesday 5ih SepL Written to Liverpool enclosing the order is for SI, and made 
inquiry of EJrotber Richards about Brother llumossas 20 L advanced two years ago as a 
deposit for yoiny lotbe Valley. 

Thursday 6 Sept I £55. Visiling among the Saints. Attended Dcvonpon meeting. 
Spoke a little among other on Polygamy. A gcnxl attendance, .several strangers 
Friday 7th, Visiting in JJcvonport and Plymouth Making arrangements for Our Sunday 
meetings in the Villages. Attended New Passage prayer meeting. The house was nearly 
full and the Brethren fell well. I have experienced a troublesome sensation about 
midnight for several nights past Sleep goes from me and i feet an inexpressible 
irritation, hut as a genuine thing. I am a little belter than for some time past 
Saturday Kth Sepl. This is a beautiful morning. Very lire harvest wtaiher, but the 
nights and mornings ate very cool, so much so that my under jaw and gums arc very 
much swelled and pained with cold. This evening wc, myself and Sister Rowe, went by 
Steamer to St. Germans. Got there about dusk and walked from there to Lower Clicker 
about 3 |/2 miles. 

Sunday 9 Sept 18S5* Held counsel at Elder Bunneys. Elder Gregory ran through the 
Branch account and we made arrangements for the Brethren to fill as many appointments 
on the Sunday as possible. About midday, we started for an appointment 8 miles 
distance at Callington, New Bridge. We had a fine congregation and I preached to them 
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for an hour upon the .Resurrection and the Rc-eStahlishment of the Kingdom of God, 
followed by [{Ider Russell who further testified: (77) of the things of the Kingdom as 
established by Joseph. 9 afterward got the particulars of Elder Dudmons funeral 


expenses.

Afterward, rhe brethren came on up lo Ive Cross where they preached to the people until 
it was dark The Rev. Church Minister stood by and heard Elder Russell and Gregory 
preach. As soon as they were through, he called tire attention of the congregation and 
hore testimony to the Truth of the Gospel as preached by them from (he Testament,, 
saying that he had c&lnused for eleven years to make the people believe that doctrine, but 
he should leave (hem and they most go then own road. I le warned the congregation not 
to believe in Joseph Smith. We walked back lo Elder Bonnets the same distance. 
Altogether, we did a pretty good Sabbath day journey, about, at least, 16 miles and we 
were all fatigued and after refreshment soon went to bed and slept. 

Monday 1ft Sepl 1856. Myself and Elder Russell started to walk to IJovonpori and we 
fell tn with Elder Lyne so we three came home together pretty well tired, walking about 
14 miles in a warm dusty road On the way home, we beheld an hare and 2 young ones in 
a field. I whistled to see if they would tun The old one ran into some turnips and a 
magpie made for the 2 yonkers, watched and pounced on one and began to attack it or 
peek it to death when, out came the mother and jumped at the magpie and certainly 
nothing but his wings saved him from an instantaneous death. Fur the first, lime in my 
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life 1 saw the lamed hare show fight, Attended Devnnport counsel. All things seem 
right, AE present, we made appointments for the Brethren to preach at St Germans and 
New Passage. 

Tuesday 11 Sepl 1855. Wrote lo Mother and to Brother Ferris Dilford Green. Attended 
Devonpon meeting. The Saints spoke very freely and [ finished up the meeting by' giving 
a little information, on the Hook of Mormon and peace. When 1 cloned, a man named 
Blake was waiting, but all went off well. 

Wednesday 12. Visiting among the Saints and preached at Plymouth at night. We held 
a counsel afterwards on the case of [Another Bone who was summoned for not attending 
Sacrament Meeting. The case was adjourned. I have ascertained that a Mr. Brother 
Waddingion, who received an appointment at Salt Lake the same time I did is here in 
Plymouth, having apostatized, and his evil influence will have effect, no doubt, among 
some folks, but 1 have not seen him myself us yet 

Thursday 12 Sept 1855. Wrote lo Elder! t hicks and Petty. Visited among the Saints 
and preached &t might at Devonporj. We had 3 men strangers there. My subject was 
Babylon, the great whore of all the earth, and her illegitimate offspring, and the 
restoration of the Gospel through Joseph. 

Friday 14th. This past night E have been troubled in spirit, beset by opposition, hut no 
harm happened to me. I am now preparing lor my exit on a Tower. The morning is dark 
and cloudy Left by nail and came to Kingsbridge Road Station about 15 miles from 
Plymouth. As I left the station, I was met by a little boy belonging |lo] Brother E 1 hitlip 
Ferris who conducted me to their house about 4 1/2 miles to a place culled Pialfild Green. 
Mere I spent Lhc evening and stopped all night. Arose early on. 

Saturday Mu mini* the 15 th Sept 1855. I walked back again to the station accompanied 
by Brother Ferris some 3 miles or more. Met the train and came on lo Exeter. Made for 
u Brother Hollands, but he was not al home He and his wife had left town this morning 
having gone into (he country for a few days. This left me in a fix for I had no other 
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direction to a Saiut, but I started out. As if by instinct, L came direct to where Elder 
Griffin lodges. Left my carpet bag and began to ramble the city. In the evening, a Sister 
came to my lodgings and done everything she could lo make me comfortable ] walked 
the town tu several houses of the Saints,, hut. met wiili nemo of them, so we relumed and I 
Jayed me down to rest upon a sofa about a foot Loo short, but by bucking up my legs, E 
managed to rest and sleep through the night pretty comfortable. All praise to God. for his 
mercy and kindness to me in aM my days, 

Sunday 16 Kept 1855. The morning is fine, but overcast and 1 am feeling pretty 
comfortable but truly my old complaint is upon me at meeting time. I went to the room, 
but not a soul there. Afterward, I found a Brother While leg. Had dinner with him and I 
found by conversation that the few Samis here arc burdened to oppression by lent and 
supporting Rider Griffin Met in tire afternoon. Prayed and talked to A females and one 
Brother. Met at night the same congregation. We prayed and I talked to the Saints as 
though I had a great congregation, Some spirit prevails here lhai is powerful. The 
thousands of people in Exeter surely (78) some more are bound to he Mormons O Lord, 
God help us, we beseech ihce in this matter 

Monday I7lh. I slept little last night. Much disturbed Can't tell what is the matter. 
This morning is rain. 1 left by train and came lo Bristol Pastor not there. I was tempted 
to come on lo Birmingham though a cheap train Lo Bristol. 1 did. so I slopped all night, 
or rather morning, al a Brother Jones, a brush maker, Thomas Jones, 59 1/2 Hurst St,, 
Birmingham 

Tuesday 18th Sept 1855. 1 arose and went hack to Elder J. L. Overtons to break fast. 
They are very poorly. He and I called at Elder Goodsalls. Saw Elder V/hcclock T Elders 
Ellsworth and Merrill, I came by express to Leamington. Found my folks pretty well, 
except a hitle fuss about the boys being unsteady while in Birmingham. This morning E 
wrote to Pastor Atwood and Sister Rowe to forward my letters to Leamington. Called on 
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mos! of the Learning Saints. Mad tea with Sister Ross. Saw Sister Warded Spent a 
short time ai Brother G. Mobs , but the Samis seem low in Leamington 
Wednesday IM. The day h fine, but lowery at limes and ] am trying to rest myself by 
slopping at home or visiting among the Leamington Saints. 

Thursday 20. I have been to Coventry. Seen Sister Jane and called ai Brother Tiles, but 
1 am. very giddy in my head. ] met with the Saints and talked to them a little in 
I -liami ngton. Thank God for ai I. 

Friday 21 Sept IBSS, Came io Birmingham. Called on Elder Overion. Visited lil-der 
GodsalE. Saw Elder Whcdock. Expressed my desire to go home, feeling so poorly. Met 
Elder Evans which J had traveled Iasi year in (he Warwickshire Conference It certainly 
was a pleasure to meet him and especially as he was coming the same way with me I 
slept at Elder Jones in Hurs St. 

Saturday 22 |Sept 1G55|, Afler an early breakfast, 1 came to the station. Met Brother 
Evans and he and I came together to Bristol. He is gone on (o hath and I am at Brother 
Thomas in Bristol. E proceeded to Bath about 12 miles by rail* fair 1/6. Made to Brother 
Dudmons and here E made my home. Pastor Atwood and Elder hunt came to me about 
dusk, hearing 3 had arrived in Bath and I was happy to meet wuh them. Attended their 
Conference counsel. 

Sunday 23 Sepl 1855, Attended meeting in the morning, afternoon and evening. 3 was 
called on to speak at night, but 1 was too weak to say or speak much. 1 have felt too 
unwell to enjoy myself. I had to leave the meeting tor awhile and walk about to saiisfy 
my nerves before the evening service commenced. I went and looked at the cathedral, It 
is a splendid Gothic building and I believe I never saw any place more beautifully 
furnished inside. The nave or isel is magnificent. Its. Columns and ornamental arched 
ceding and all the niches display a beauty not every day to be seen. 'Hie exterior is rich, 
but much decayed. The tower is usual in her perches as they represent the 12 apostles 
and up the face of the octagonal towers is Jacobs ladder, which run up as far as the neck 
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onhe capping ui each suit of Ihc lower and there appears to be an animal perhaps made 
io represent angels ascending these ladders, but they are so much defaced, but I thought T 
could discover the representation of a Hear trawling up with all his ugly stupid 
appearance as though there was a plate for him in heaven and no doubt there is. 1 am 
pleased in reflecting the ancient were ambitious to have a goodly edifice for their chief 
places of worship and their ideas wore much different according with their designs than 
our modem notions of religion Bath itself as a town appears to have got to its highest 
pilch of glory and a great part of its liner buildings are deserted by their occupants and 
the poorer people arc cloistered in them, a family occupying one room only, which mate 
many families in one house. Icabod seems written upon her dwelling place Thank God 
there are a few Saints there, bul there hat; been contention among them, even the 
afternoon meeting was disturbed by their ex-president, who seemed opposed to the Pastor 
and President, but nothing of impurtanee took place. 

Monday 24 Sept 1855. The Priesthood met at the meeting room and we talked, prayed 
and sang, administered and blessed each other, bo passed the day until near six o'clock 
at night when we retired and got something to eat They had a social party in the 
evening. I met with them for a few minutes and then returned by rail to Bristol and slept 
at Brother Thomas. 

Tuesday 25 Sepl 1855. After breakfast, I started by mil for Plymouth Arrived at 
Devonpori soon after 8 o'clock in the evening. Went straight to the meeting. Found the 
Saints assembled I spoke to them upon the privilege of building a Temple. Many 
strangers present. Alter the meeting, closed the same. Mr Blake got up and spoke some 
little saying he could disprove Mormonism from scripture and that men were called to 
preach without revelation and the scriptures should be his text. But when I asked him if 
he would take ihc scriptures their learning, he declared that as many thing could not lie. 
So taken, thus ended our meeting. I endeavored to treat him with respect, hut certainly 
he seems unworthy. Returned to bed bul slept hut little. Mo peace to my weak and weary 
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body. Toward the morning, S dosed a little, Thank God 1 am a* well a* I am Had a 
Idler from my wife. 

Wednesday 26 Sept 185$. Went to Plymouth. Visited among ihe Saints. Administered 
to a young Urol her Henwood who was sick wi th fever. E 3 reached at night to an attentive 
congregation and returned ho<me to Pevonport weafy. Thank God I slept better tonight 
Thursday 27. The weather is still fine and beautiful, but I am as nervous as a cal. 1 
can't help, buE 1 hope and pray that I may be good and do good, even so. Amen. Met with 
(he Saints in (he evening and spoke some. A few strangers present. The weather is 
becoming wintry, damp and cold. 

Friday 28th | SepL LBS5J. Wen( to Sioke 10 break fast. I(tains a ! idle and looks gloomy. 
Written to my wife and family and to Learning and 3 lo Cornwall. This evening we 
removed our funulune from my room. 

Saturday 29 Sept. Visiting among [be Samis in DevonpOrt and Plymouth Administered 
to a brother Kenwood who was recked of fever. Met with Elder Gregory and returned 
with him to Devonport. 

Sunday 3thh Sept 1855, Attended Plymouth counsel. ! was very ill and the Brethren 
administered to me. Went lo dinner with a Brother Prescol, but 1 was too sick to eal 
Returned to l3cvonport and held an open counsel and read the names who had paid their 
Temple and Book debts. Elder Mcmikem preached al night. We had a good full house. 
Saints and Stangers. 

Monday 1st Oct 1855. Fine morning. I have written lo Father, but I feel very unwell 
from a burning in my back. I should lend Elder Rogers IL Met in counsel al mghl, Paid 
in our money lo the conference clerk. Made arrangement for a tevey oT6 each for to pay 
Elder Dodmon’g funeral expenses and SL lo be paid for each member this mid-quarter; 2 
thuds for Temple and one third for old Book Debt A test of fellowship for all who have 
ordered books and don’t lake them from the agents. 
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DcvQnport 2 Ocl 1H55. Pres. Richards, Dear Brother Herewith you have P O.s for 22 
L 13/9 to be appropriated as follows: I2L Temrle fund and 16/4 emigration, 1 L 1 Oj’ 9

My private account, I will endeavor to settle in a month or 6 weeks. Trusting that will be 
satisfactory. Met the Saints last night principally testifying meeting. Two blackguards 
continued in the room after the meeting was closed insulting the Sisters by reproachfully 
sjseaking of Joseph. But gcncreally speaking, the meeting was good. I am quite amused 
by reflection, line [atter-ljay Saints some chew tobacco, others lake Snuff, some get 
drunk, and they do say some folks do other things which 1 dare not mention I expect it 
will be a long time before the angels come and pay us a visit. 

Wednesday 3rd Oct IH55, This morning and the past night is very wet Raining a great 
deal. The bugs last night appeared to me EC be holiday making for they were numerous. 
Preached at Plymouth and it was good to speak to (he Saints upon iheir theory lo enter 
into (he Kingdom of (lad. The evening was wet* but I got back [0 Devonport all right and 
have slept pretty well tonight. 

Thursday 4 Oct llh|55. The day is showery, hut warm at times. Wrote to Peterehurch 
Attended preaching this evening. Elder Thomas Knight spoke and l was delighted with 
his discourse relative to the Gospel, The meeting ended in peace. 
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Friday 5th. Showery. Visisting among the Saints and distributing the receipts received 
from Liverpool. 

Saturday 6 Ocl 1855. Started by train For Bristol conference. This evening met with 
many of the Brethren. Among the rest* Elder T, 11 1-dley* not having seen him since wc 
parted in the States, It was a pleasure to see him and laik of the past A [(ended counsel 
al night but 1 left lo meet the train. Expelling Elder Wheeloek. 

Sunday 7 Oct 1853. Attended conference. Among the resi assembled are Captain D 
Jones. Elder C. H. Whcctock came this morning so we have had a very good day and the 
meeting ended in good order. The principal subject was the "fernpie and its blessings 
For my part, 1 have felt well and still I do rejoice. Thank God I am a little belter than 
usual. 

Monday Sth (Ocl IB55]. Attended counsel at. the PLedeising. We had much good 
instruction from our Brethren* especially Elder CTI Wheclock, but I was very feeble all 
day. At night, we had a fine meeting. Much mirth and good teaching, all ended in peace. 
Tuesday 'Ah. After breakfast, 1, in company with Elder Latcy and Ins son look a walk 
round Bristol. Had dinner with a Brother Elder Ford near llotwclls. We had a look at 
Cliicon lls Heights arc very beautiful and, had the sus^nsion bridge been finished, il 
would have been one of [he beautiful sights in the world, but the hutments and pillars are 
lhere as a monument of the failure of all things here below. Attended the evening 
meeting. Wc had a fcllowhsip meeting and all went off well 

Wednesday III. We got up early and came by packet to Cardiff about 37 miles. Cos( 
3/6. A beautiful trip tn summer weather, We came to Brother Uteys family, Mo. 9 
Godfrey street. Met with a hearty reception from Sister Latcy and her sons and 
daughters. The boys are beautiful lads indeed and there a mother’s care in bringing them 
up in the world. Took a walk about Cardiff. Il is a fine, flourishing, small man lime pod. 
Tolerable good harbor which seems secure from any danger from storm. Here are some 
large vessels, but their trading seems mostly in iron and coat. In company with us is 
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Elder Griffin and his intended, Sister Chapel. So all is, right that is done by the will of the 
Ijoid, even so. Amen. 

Thursday Ulh Oct 1855, Wrilten to Devonport to Elder Slock dale, Cook. Rowe. Took 
tea at Brother Evans in company with President Lvasis, L^ley, and Griffin. At night we 
attended the Welch meeting. Although their meeting waji carried on in their own 
language, l was requested to speak. T lalked a little and after supper we retired (o our 
lodgings, 39 Sophia Street, a Brother Thomas. 1 am afflicted with flatulence, but still I 
am happy and than k Tut. 

Friday 12lh (Oct 1S55|. This morning is very damp. Raining hard at limes but E am 
still mHated with wind in my stomach. I have written to Elder llodgkinson at Leicester. 
Spent this evening at Brother Fishers. Many of the Brethren were there and we spent a 
happy time 

Saturday 13 Od 1855, Took a walk among the shipping. Met Captain Stephens. 
Visited Brother Thomas. Had a photographic likeness taken and in the eve came by train 
to Trevforcst where we met with she Brethren who were on the look out. 

Sunday 14 Oct. 18-55, Arose about 7 Had a walk on to the common where we saw the 
rocking stone. It appeared about 15 tons or more. It has a convex bottom lying on the 
hard rock. It is balanced by a large piece lying on the top, It is Considered curious, but 
nature had many freaks (79) which are quiie easily dissolved when we have a better 
insight or common sense. Near here lives an esccntric man who is tolerable rich and 
tries to assume the character of an ancient Druid. This place puts me much in mind of 
our mountain home. The people live in the wide and deep ravines, but there is a 
plcsurcabieness accompanied with their manner I find the legendary openness exist here 
as hi other countries. I am very poorly myself, hul the morning is beautiful for Autumn 
weather Attended meeting and spoke this morning. Attended afternoon meeting. The 
Saints spoke in Welch and at night I was privileged to preach. I have enjoyed myself 
among the Saints and feel thankful for all (heir kindness. We blessed a little boy named 
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Thomas Lloyd Watkins. At dinner time, l administered to a sick child and the Lord 
blessed the administration, for the motlier said after I was gone, the child got up and ran 
about and that was why she was at meeting. 

Monday IS Oct 1855. The morning is beautiful al present and we had a look at this 
curious individual who lives here in irregularity. He was feeding his poultry and a 
mighty host of things he has. it was a pleasing sight to see pigeons, chickens, ducks, 
geese and goats ah thronging to be nearest their master. We tame by train (o CardilTand 
I was glad to meet a letter from Dcvonporl from Sister Cook. We spent [his evening in 
company with the President of the District and Ei ranch at a Brother fishers. Slept at 
Brother Thomas', who are very kind and obliging to us and try to make ns happy. 
Tuesday 16 Oct 1855. A fine morning. We have visited many of the Saints. Attended 
counsel at night. I was called on to speak and l did as I fell, upon purity and 
righteousness, tell i tig them the horse was wiser in hi$ sphere than men for he eat and 
drank that which would do him good by natural instinct. This evening is very wet, 
raining heavy. 

Wednesday 17 Oct 1^55. ] did purpose leaving here this morning, but our Brother. 
Captain Stephens, is here loading for Haylc and f purpose, through his kindness to sail 
with him lomonuw, Thursday. Attended evening meeting and preached to a prelty good 
congregation. I certainly fell poorly, but I managed by the help of the Lord to gel through 
and the Brethren and Sisters made ns a collection of about 15L. 

Thursday |l8j. This day I have spent in attending and accompanying Cap*. Stephens, 
hut we are lying outside near Tenath. windbound I came on shore and slept at Sister 
La leys. 

Friday 19 Oct 1855. After breakfast, E saw Brother Latey off by Packet for Bristol and 
went on board. Had dinner .and relumed again to shore because we arc wind bound so wc 
arc visiting at Elder George W Davies. 39 Sophia St Ele is President of the District or 
1st counsel to the President. Slept at Sister Ijley 
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Saturday 211 Oct. The wind is slid contrary so I hat wc eftrtrtot proceed. Had dinner on 
board and left k> .sleep on shore and see what Monday will do for US. 

Sunday 21 Ocl 1855, Attended Cardiff meeting in the afternoon Brother l.atey, Davis, 
and myself, done most of the bilking. E was principal speaker al night, and surely we 
were blessed. 

Monday 22. Went on board, but the wind is still contrary. Slept on board but E did not 
sleep much Tor the Bugs began gambling and carrying on their sport next to my skin 
which was the death of a lew. Capt. Stephens kindness is very great to me. G«d bless 
him. 

Tuesday 23 Ocl 1855, The wind being quite against us, ! came by Packet to Bristol. 
Met with E 3 as(or Atwood and Bidet l-unt. linjoyed myself at their meeting and Brother 
Atwood went out to sleep and gave me his bed They collected some 6L or more for me, 
but 1 would not receive it as I had enough to pay my expenses. 

Wednesday 24. Came by rail to Plymouth. Went direct lo the meeting E lad some little 
talk to the Saints and made my way for [Jevonport. On my way, I met Sister Cook and 
Smckdiilc. Jemima returned with me and we soon found ourselves at Sister Rowes with 
a happy and welcome greeting and now I will rejoice and thank God for all my blessings 
for they arc many. 

Thursday 25 Oet 1855, Arose and had a walk round Mount Wise, hut the weather has 
shown his winter face by wind and rain Spent most of this day with Brother Downs and 
we attended the evening preaching, hew there but we had a good lime, but the weather is 
wet and cold. 

Friday 26 fket 1855. Written lo Elder Gardner Appointed a conference in Cornwall for 
the 4 Nov next Made myself busy by reading and went to dinner at Stoke. I have 
finished reading a IL publication called “Mormonism Unveiled". It appears too tramalie 
to lie true, but there is much truth in it and no mistake. Polygamy is a hugbarc lo this 
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generation and t doubt not, tut men of strong passions have broken through die order of 
decency and decorum, hut witball, Monmomsm is true. 

•Saturday 27 Oct 1855, Written to Elder Heston to get some information from my wife. 
Had a walk round Plymouth visiting among the Saints 

Sunday 28 Otl 1855. Attended morning prayer meeting. Went to Stoke to breakfast. 
Attended Plymouth Counsel Preached in the mommy. Came back to l>evonport. 
Attended Afternoon meeting. Two strange brethren were there* a Capt Edward Shi I let 
and his mate of the schooner, Mary Elizabeth, bound for Lisbon. They remained with us 
for the night service. I preached at night upon first principles. Some little disorder was 
manifest through the crowded stale of the room. After I had done preaching, some polite 
and easy young man wanted to as.k a few questions which he did and 1 answered him as 
well as 1 could. The meeting ended in peace. 

Monday 29 Oct 1855 (Written in ram an numeral*). After breakfast, myself and Edder 
Downs, Senior and Junior, and Brother Richards paid a visit to Cutwater where Capl. 
Shi I let lay at anchor, Our sailor boys made themselves useful by assisting them in 
■narking and making ready their Lead lines and other little jobs. We had dinner on board. 
The Capt. came back with us to lea at Brother Aiie Downes. We attended counsel and 
afterward, our sisters came in and we spent the night in amusement Broke up about 11 
o'clock and all in peace Thank God T am a Latter-D. S.,at present. 

Tuesday 30th. Had a long walk before breakfast, but my chest has manifested its 
weakness, the damp weather having come on. Attended the night meeting. All went off 
well, 

Wednesday 31 Oct 1855. After breakfast, I went to Plymouth visiting among the saints. 
Dined at Brother Hen woods. Had lea at Elder Burtons and at right, I preached 
principally to a congregation of boys. Afterwards, we held an open counsel and settled 
our business pretty well 
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Thursday 1 November 1855k Dirtt-d liL ftiolhcr Bones, No. 6 il&Sl St., Sl(inctLLni.sc. Had 
tea at &Soke in company wiib Brother frowns And Richards Aitended PevonpOfl 
nailing. President Slockdale preached and first rate, loo. I read a letter from the 44 
Siar Made a lew remarks and closed in peace. 

Friday 2nd. After breakfast, I called on Elder Alie l>ow«s. We came io Millbay pier 
and came on board the paekel for Falmouth. We had a delightful irip down, bul we were 
near five hours coming. We had on board a motley group of soldiers from the crimed, 
perhaps 30 or 40 from different regiments imaiuded home. Some were drunk and Gibers 
afflicted in a variety of form. One- poor fellow, a drummer, who had served 23 years in 
the army, fell down the stoker hole about 15 or 20 ft. We ihought he was dead, but wo 
left him a Ultle recovered and made our way to shore and called at the shop where Elders 
Hicks and Williams work. Found the Samis pretty well and soon after our arrival, we 
were pleased to have our friendly Elder come in, Elder W r illiam Gardner, whose coming 
sci us at rest as to whai course to follow tomorrow. We (hree slept on one bed, but about 
2 o’clock in the morning, there came on a tremendous storm ft beat against the door and 
i he latch of the door lifted up and down as though the devil himself was up to his fun. El 
waked us All in. the house or thereabouts and little boy went down and opened (he door 
and in came a woman And Ihuu ended ihe storm. 

Saturday 3 Qct INov| 1855, After dinner, myself and Eilder Gardner started for Truro 
and it rained very heavy, near halfway, bul we came to Truro pretty well and not very 
wet Me and Brother [towns went to sleep at a public house, but I did not sleep 1 felt 
unaccountable cold and restless, nervous, and sick, but nothing serious. 

Sunday 4 Oct |N"ov} 1H55. Elm is a beautiful morning, very cold. The streets are 
covered with ice. Met in counsel about 11 o'clock The Elrethren seemed united and all 
our business was done in peace They agreed to give iwo days work for the discharging 
of the old book debl and Es> pay up All other requirements. The Brclhrcn spoke their 
feelings and we had a good meeting. 1 preached at night, but the congregation was stoat]. 
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lew strangers. Myself'and Brother Downs slept in a one stalled bed, but we did very well 
for the night. Was very cold. 

Monday 5 Oct |Nov| 1*55. Came to Brother Pettys t a breakfast Mrs. P. is full of grief 
through ihe folly of her husband in accompanying with Sister Knowles, a wounded spirit 
Who can heal Wrote to Devonport expect mg to be there on Thursday. Spent this day 
chiefly at Brother Pettys. His wife and daughter are very much opposed to him I have 
fell very poorly alt day, but thankful I am better. 

Tuesday 6(h Nov 1855. After breakfast, I started for Falmouth and here 1 am after 
walking (he 5 miles. I feel quite comfortable. Sister Hicks had provided a good, rice 
pudding against 1 came. My God receive my thanks for surely thy mercies are toward 
me t have to sleep by myself tonight. What a variety of scenes we Mormon Elders have 
to pass through. 

Wednesday ^ Nov [I#55]. I had little good sleep. My rhumatics torment me so very 
much, but my spirits are good and Brother and Sister Hicks try their best to make me 
comfortable, but the damp weather is very trying to me. I am rejoicing this morning that 
Joseph S, was ever boro to bring again the Gospel of Jesus Christ. L^el the world say what 
they will 3 rejoice to be a Mormon still, Alldujah, Amen. We held meeting at Sisier 
Williams because she could not tome out. We are but few there, but it was good to meet. 

I liursday R IVuv JR55, [.eft Falmouth by steamer in company with Elder A lie Downs, 
but I can't describe the awful sickness I have had in coming home lo Devonport Q r the 
fever and the pain in my head through straining and spewing So much inflamed I could 
scarcely steep. Several letters for me, but I tould not look at them tonight. 

Friday ^tb. Thank God I am better, but all of iwm, but I have written to Elder Griffin 
and 1-Aley and read Brother Mark Spirts letter from the Crimea. Poor fellow. Me longs 
for release. Vtsiied the Plymouth Saints and relumed to I>evonport very much fatigued. 
Saturday 1ft Nov 55. The morning is wet and stormy and my winter comjpanton is 
reveling in my right shoulder blade My feelings are good and I am thankful to God for 
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all his gracious and kind care over me by night and day. My conEiniJcd prayer is: Lord 
Ihy will be done. Written to Elder Overton at Birmingham. 

Sumluy 11th Nov 55k Attended the morning prayer meeting, four of us there. Attended 
Plymouth counsel and preached in the morning. Dined at Stoke. Attended cliurch 
meeting at Dcvonport. Had tea with Brother Richards and went and preached at 
Plymouth at night and a good and attentive congregation we had, but 1 understand they 
had a low lived company at Devonport meeting. Chided to gel the assistance of the 
police but nothing important took place 

Monday 12 Nov 118155, We held out counsel tonight at Devonport. The book agency 


was talked over. Il has caused me much 
money as follows:

Attended Plymouth meeting and 
preached, hut my (hum! and chest are sore and I am very poorly. 

Thursday 15 Nov 1855. I have little peace and comfort this morning through the 
rirumattc pains in my right shoulder, hut ail is well and 1 am satisfied all things are for the 
best. The Devonpnrt authorities seem determined U> go with the popular cry against the 
Saints - delusion, delusion, but we have to thank the press tor then assistance in 
annoying and insulting us poor Saints. Too ill to- attend meeting tonight, hut 1 have the 
report which is very good. I Have received from Cornwall I5L, Plymouth IIL, 
Devonport 21/10 towards Brother Dudmons funeral expenses. 

Friday 16 Nov 1855. Con fined to my room through rhumalics. 

Saturday 17 Nov. Confined to my room hut I am praying for deliverance. Received a 
letter from Father 

Sunday IHth Nov 1855, 1 am still confined, to my room through sickness, hut lhank God 
I feel cheerful and happy in rtty mind. Death does not appear so terrible with me as in 
former days, This evening has caused some diversion for the devLl has a few 
missionaries among the Saints They tell me our Brethren could not proceed with their 
meeting through the insults of the Devils present. This afternoon I wrote to Bro. Lateys 
family in Cardiff, Wales. 

Monday L 9th Nov 1855, ! am still confined Very little better, but 1 arn trying every¬ 
thing and praying, loo, for a deliverance from my sickness. Elder Stockdak called On me 
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tonighi before going to counsel. t advised them lo close (heir meeting until we have 
procured a Paslons License, for the meetings arc nothing hurt confusion. The Samis are 
very kind in supplying my wants while sick. I he E.ord bless them is my prayer, 

Tuesday 20 Nov. i am still con fined bus thankful 3 am a liltle heeler. E have written to 
Cardiff to Elder Davies. 

Wednesday 21 t Thursday 22 t Friday 2d, I have been too ill to do anything therefore, 
nothing of moment has transpired. 

Saturday 24 Nov. 1855. This morning I fell so much better lhal E walked (0 Torpomt. 
hui by eonlLUual and gentle walking, I gol lo Lower Clicker. Stopped there that night. 
Sunday 25 Nuv. Received dL from Elder Bunncy (o be forwarded lo Liverpool. Klder 
Gregory and Bunney accompanied me jo St, Germans, We (here broke bread and 
separated on and I came to Devunpun after I bad rested awhile. I walked lo Plymouth, 
but 1 was loo weak lo speak long.

This is a beautiful morning and l feel much better Sent L-lder Runney four 
pounds to Liverpool. Went down to counsel, hut I thought it wise of me to go home and 
keep warm 

Tuesday 27. I am feeling belter. 1 have received a letter from my family in Salt Lake 
City. ] have written lo my Lather and Mother and Emmas Father and Mother Attended 
Dcvonport meeting and felt free to speak. 

Wednesday 28. Attended E 3 1 y mouth Visiting among the Saints and talked to the Saints 
a (idle al night. 

Thursday 29 Nov 1855. Written to my wife and family at Salt lake . Written (o the 
Pastor and Elder Griffin, Gardner, Gregory. Appoint mg our conference fur Sunday 9|h of 
December. Attended Dcvonport meeting and such a discourse [ have never heard for 
many a day. E J oOf creature lo fry and preach Mormonism without the spirit of it is a lame 
business. Poof Risdun Meeting closed in peace. 
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Friday 30 Nok, Written to Priest Mills and tried to yet found among die Saims Dear 
how dart and dreary the weather has become.. 

Saturday 1 Dee IR55* Very busy ncadi ng, 

Sunday 2 Dec* Attended Plymouth counsel, but reiumed to Devompofl afternoon 
Meeting el night, I fell too weak and altogether unfit for preaching, 

Monday 3rd Dec 1855, Visiting among the Saints. Attended counsel. All pasi otf wetl. 
Tuesday 4 |Dte 1855|, Very poorly, hut I went and met the Pasior at Plymouth Station. 
Sure I had hard work to bear up under fatigue* hut we gut to Devonpori meeting. Had a 
good rime. So far all well. 

Wednesday 5 Dec 1855. Spent most of (his day in Plymouth After night preaching* we 
heid a counsel on a Sister Joslys case of being the wife of another woman's husband, but 
we settled it in peace. So far ] retained her in ihe Church. 

Thursday 6 Not, Thank God 1 am better loday. Attended Dcvonport meeting. Elder 
Downs was speaker. I he Pastor spoke some little and 1 finished up. 

Friday 7th, Dined at Plymouth at Brother Burtons. Had tea at Brother Courtiers and 
returned to Dcvonport. The weather is very cold. 

Saturday 8. I feel very poorly though much better than Iasi week Attended the 
conference counsel. We had some long disputation abmn defaulters in ihe Book agency, 
especially the general agent, bul all wcnl off well. He was retained with full confidence 
and we parted tn peace about 1/2 past 1.2 o'clock, but 1 was so very ill all night. 1 had 
little rest. 

Sunday V Dec. 1855* Attended counsel. Settled tnosi of our conference business and 
considering all things* eveything had gone off well Wc made collection for Edder Griffin 
about 24 11 to carry him to his new field of labor. We had a good meeting in the 
afternoon. Myself and Brother Griffin went and preached at Plymouth at night. Pastor 
Atwood and Gardner preached in Dcvonport and we all got through pretty well without 
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much disturbance. I received a further donation of 10/3 for Rider Dudmon’s expenses 
Ikvonport 1/9, Plymouth 1/6, Exieter 1/-, Cornwall 6/-, 

Monday 10 Dec 1855, This evening we had our entertainment among the Devon port 
Saints singing and playing, Trencher, Turning and forfeiting until near eleven o'clock. 
The Pastor was present, but he did not enter into the sports of [he evening. He withdrew 
before our meet ing closed, but E was left all but alone near 12 o’clock and there U|Mn my 
knees with the inmates of [he house and Sister Cook, I fell to bow before the Lord and 
beg his blessing to follow and rest upon all our Saints who had been enjoying themselves. 
Thus ended the party. 

Tuesday 11 Dec 1855, Visited about among the Saints and atlended the evening 
meeting. Rider f iardner was our chief speaker. The Pastor made some few remarks and 
so did I, myself. And at the close the Pastor introduced the subject asking the Sister to 
subscribe to buy his wife a new dress which they seemed disposed to do. A collection 
was entered into for Rider Gardner (o be finished on Thursday night 
Wednesday 12 Ike 1855, This morning E am very poorly and obliged to go to bed, but ! 
got better and entered some of the conference minutes and at night 1 met with the Saints 
in Plymouth and we had a pleasant meeting. All went off in peace. Got hack to 
Devonport about 12 o’clock. 

Thursday 13 Dee 55. 1 have been to E^ymouth and seen Rider Griffin off by train Had 
my dinner at Rider Lynes and returned to Ikvonpon and attended the evening meeting. 
Elder Knight and the Pastor were the chief speakers. Collected 5/4 to pay tidier Gardners 
expenses to Falmouth. 

Friday 14 Ike 1855, Visiting among the Saints the whole day. 

Saturday 15 Dec 1S55. Beer among the Saints at Plymouth, but few are willing to trust 
the church authorities with their money. Written u> Brother Ellsworth and Brother Latey 
at Cardiff and 1 have walked this day until E am wore down, fatigued

Sunday 1ft T>ec. Attended Ilevonport afternoon meeting and preached at Plymouth at 
night. We administered to a young man and woman, the name of Paul who are both deaf 
and dumb by the request of ibeir parents. Elder A tie Down spoke a little lo night. 
Received 3/1 for Pastor expenses from Plymouth and 4/1 from Dev on port. 

Monday IT IKc 1855, Visited round Plymouth with the Pastor Called at Elder Moylcs, 
Normans, Pauls, llcnwoods, Joslyn, Wyaths, Honeys, and llurion. I had a long talk on 
ihe slate with Pauls daughter, a dumb girl and wrote her out a prayer, then we relumed to 
Plymouth. I lad tea with Sister Snow. Called at Sister- Richards then went to Brother Alic 
Downs, but I whs so poorly I was obliged to go home but we had meeting in Devonport 
room. The Pasior spoke principally all that was sard We administered to Elder Downs 
and Sister Door. 

Tuesday Iflffi Dec 1855. This past night I have bad my affliction, but we arose about 5 
O'clock and the Pastor had breakfast and him and Elder Roger administered to me. 1 
went into Plymouth and saw Pastor off by tram, but I am very nervous and afflicted We 
collected 4/9 last evening lo finish paying the Pastor expenses. Attended counsel this 
evening and [ have fell much better. Wrote to Mr. James Prosser. 

Wednesday 19 J>ee. 1 feel much better this morning and I have looked through my 
letters in making preparations for my next conference. 

Thursday 2D Dec 1855. E am still confined at home, bul L believe E am much better, yet I 
am very nervous I have not power to read or think long at ft time, but praise the Lad, all 
is well. The weather is become very cold and the wind terrific. Wrote to father 
yesterday E have been reflecting upon my past years labors and E am quite satisfied. E 
have done my duty to (he conference J have debused myself of many things for the 
purpose of getting the Saints out of dcht. If they have any fault to find with me at 
Liverpool, probably il will be for doing too much. L have been here 12 months and I have 
Seen my Pastor three limes and he has Stopped in ihe Conference 7 or 3. days each time 
and I have had to strive to keep myself alive for very little comfort or advise have 1 
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received from anyone, no, not even from Liverpool. 1 have written many letters end 
received no answer and if they have been answered, it has been indifferently. But, the 
Lord reward me according to my works I expect no more. When Israel wins child, the 
Lord preserved hint and so will all his true Israel now and my -prayer for myself w that [ 
may live iodo my family good and all and everyone wilh whom I have to do. Attended 
the t>evonpon meeting. Very few present, but surely il was good to he there. 

Friday 21 Deccmher 1855. This is reckoned the shortest day. The fact is it has never 
been quite light,, no sun and the rain falling makes il very dark indeed, bill I have felt a 
Little belter, rejoicing in prospect of another year labor in Fnglaod I am straightening up 
all my accounts. 

Saturday 22 Dec 1855, Visiting among the Saints. 3 received a very indifferent epistle 
from my Father and Brother and answered il right Straight (80). 

Sunday 23 Dec 55. Attended Plymouth counsel and attended their afternoon church 
meeting and truly I felt n good to be with the Saints. E preached at Dcvonport at night to 
a Jot of black devils. We had them sure, hut the I.ord gave me the control (BI) of them I 
Could not desire io feel better. All went well today. 

Monday 24 Dec 1855. 3 have forwarded 66L to Liverpool, 35L Brother Poney, 25L 
Sister Martin, 3L Brother Nichols, 3L Sister Courtier. Iliank God 1 am a little better 
though nervous enough, to be sure. Attended Devonpyrt counsel. AH was well so far. 

Tuoday 25 1855, Christmas Day. Dined in Plymouth, but in the evening, E preached a 
little at Dcvonport. O how precious are our privileges as Saints! 1 The Brethren spoke 
freely and rejoiced. 

Wednesday 2b l>ec IB55. Visited Plymouth. Spent the day there and preached a little at 
night. 1 relumed to Devonpon. The wind very cold caused my face lo pain me much. 
Thursday 27 Dec 1855, I am. suffering violent pain in my jaw. The cold which makes 
me unfit for much exercise present a testimonial 
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Friday 28 Dec 1855. Confined 10 the house through thu inilammaiinri of my jaws and 
head Wriltcn to my wife in Utah, These am days of darkness for it is scarcely light l he 
day through and the wind is very strong at times, so much so that i; has displaced the 
crowning of the new spire belonging Hie Puesele new church A very beautiful piece of 
workmanship, but the vain or weathercock was so very large and far above the top stone 
that the top altogether, for several feci do™, was quite removed from its Original bed. 
Surely it is a sorry ihing to look at how uncertain are all the handy works of man, 
however elaborately accomplished. 

Saturday 29th Ike 1855c Answered Brother Latey letter. The pain in my jaws has made 
me restless, but I believe altogether I am belter, 

Sunday JO Dec 1855, Wrote to Mark Spun Had dinner with Brother Rogers. Attended 
Plymouth afternoon meeting. Preached there at night. Never felt better lo preach in my 
lile. Had supper and walked to Dcvonport. Piayed and went in bed, hut ■ duifl think 1 
can forget this right - sudden outbreaks of fever and healing or my heart through windy 
spasms has caused me much feebleness of body. 

Monday 3L Dec IB55. Received the vouchers from Liverpool for the money 1 sent this 
day week,, but I am very poorly, weak, and sick at my stomach and withal I I am 
nervously affected, but lhank Hod all is well so far. Attended ihe general counsel for the 
settling up our present quarter. The meeting pretty well attended and our business settled 
pretty easy, bul as we had not all our officers present, we have deferred our final 
settlement until Thursday nest. I laving been very sick and poorly, E asked the counsel to 
administer tome. 

Tuesday 1 January 1855 [1856| + After breakfast, I came to the general agcnls. Run 
through some of the accounts. Paid him and Russell eleven shilling The seminary 
money [ hud in hand belonging Brother Dudmons funeral expenses. This is a very dark 
day. A bad slart for the New year. Attended the evening school meeting, a festival for 
the children, It was a pleasing lime, but E was loo ill to be very active. 
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WcdncsHltf y 2 Jany ‘56, 1 have been to Plymouth visiting and taking the voucher (o 
Brother Doney I attended the meeting at night and tried to Open it and preach. but 3 fell 
unable and asked the Brethren to administer to me and l started for PevMjwri and this 
night I found the advantage of a companion for I was SO poorly, Sister Cook had to bed 
me like a child, but I began lo sweat and then I felt better, 

Thursday i Jany 1856. This day T have iried, in my weak Stale,, to settle up my 
conference accounts, but I am so weak, nervously affected that l am not fit for business, 
but the sun shows himself sometimes and that makes things look cheerful. 0, My God, E 
do ask for preservation and continuation of my life and the protection of this, my 
tabernacle, so that I may live, rclum, and be useful in building np (he Temple and 
Kingdom of the blessed Urd and his Christ. Won’t you grant me my request, Yes, yes, 
blessed be the name of the most high God forever and Ibrever. 

Triday 4 Jany 56. I am confined to the house. Very poorly ah day. 

Saturday 5 Jany 1856, Very poorly at times all night, bul 1 foe! much better today, but 
the weather is so very damp, it makes me very much worse than the fine weather does, 
but I feel quite unable for any particular business. 

Sunday 6 Jany 1856. Attended the Plymouth meeting Spoke some little in the 
afternoon, Elder J. Russell preached for me tonight and he goi through well I spoke a 
few minutes. As soon as the meeting closed, I made for Dcvonport through an 
abundance of rain, but thank God, all is well so far. 

Monday 7 Jany 56. Arose early and look a walk by the sea coast (82). After breakfast, I 
had another walk. The day is beautiful, bul my head and ears arc very much out of order. 
L have bought me a large telescope, ISL, making preparation for the plains, praying the 
lord to preserve my life and lake me home again tn peace. Attended Devwiport counsel. 
All was settled up very comfortably. 

Tuesday 8th, Visiting among ihe Saints at night. E was busily engaged gelling my shoes 
soled, bul I was present at the church meeting and spoke a few minutes Continued late. 
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Wcdnpiday 9lh. Jan? 185<k Made application for a license for the Devoii|>ort room. 
Visited Plymouth and preached at night When I returned to Devon port. Elder Joseph 
Taylor was come He takes my place as President of Undsend Conference He was in 
bed when I got home, but I remember him in the Birmingham Conference. 

Thursday HI Jany 56. Accompanied Elder l aylor and visiled many of the Saints in 
Dcvonport and New Pwge. I lad dinner with Elder John Rogers. 

Friday 11 Jany 56. This day I have taken Elder Taylor through moat of the Plymouth 
Branch and we have walked until we feel tired 

Saturday 12 Jany 1856. Visited in Devonport and in (he afternoon went to Plymouth 
Had tea al Brother Gregorys. Tonight Brother Tulley tame in and gave me twenty 
pounds for Liverpool. William Tulley. Anthony Passage near Laskash, Cornwall, 

Sunday 12 Jany 1856. Attended Plymouth counsel and spoke a little in the morning to 
the Saints. In the afternoon, I attended the Dev on port (meeting ami preached there at 
night to a full hnu$t. 

Monday 14 Jany 1856. E have been walking this day until I am quite fatigued I had le¬ 
go io the Branch Bank of England which is al Plymouth. Two of the Jive pound notes I 
received from Wilburn Tulley were so depressed, neither the post office nor the Comxxall 
Bank would take them, but I got a post bill for twenty pounds at seven days, payable to 
Franklin D. Richards, Liverpool, which I forwarded this day. 1 have been down twice to 
Mull bay pier to meet the Falmouth Steamer. Expecting Brother Francis, Gardner, and 
Petty, 'litis night we have had our parting meeting and a joyful one it was. Many came. 
Saints and sinners. The Saints donated freely. I received about 21 , 14/- tor which I tccl 
thankful. 

Tuesday 15 Jany 1856, ! visited a few of the Saints this evening. Elder Francis came in 
from Cornwall. We had a good church meeting and I bid them farewell for the present, 
Wednesday 16 Jany IB5G. I arose early this morning. Packed the remainder of my 
things and came oflfby (he B o'clock train for Bristol- When E got to Bristol,. I called to 
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sec Brother and Sister Thom, but no one at home. 20 minutes past four, I started for 
Birmingham Arrived (here about 0 o'clock Took a. cab and made for Elder Godsalls. 
There I met with Elders Joseph, Young, Ellsworth* and Miller. Stopped alt night and 
slept throe in a tied. Here t met with an old companion, Thomas llodgkmson, who is 
stationed in (he Binm ingham Conference 

T hursday 17 Jany 56, Called on Brother and Sister Overton. Found them larth poorly 
but cheerful withall. 1/2 post 2 o'clock,! came by train for Leamington. Found my folks 
all well. They gave me a hearty welcome. Mel Elder Hunt. Attended (be evening 
meeting. Preached to the Saints. 

Friday 18 Jany 1856. So very poorly. 1 am not able to go about much, but I visit a few 
Saints and at night 1 called on Sister II. Wardell and spent an hour or so with them. 17 
Clarendon Sep. 

Saturday 19 Jany 1856, The day is very wet and 1 am very poorly, but thank God al! is 
well and E am happy. Wrote last mght to Liverpool to say I was here. But still, l am 
poorly. 

Sunday Id Jany 56. Attended the morning counsel. Attended the afternoon meeting. 
Spoke considerable. Went lo tea in Clarendon Sqr, with Sister Wardell. Attended 
meeting at night and preached to a good audience. Relumed to 28 Parade, but no sleep 
bad I until ihe morning began to appear. 

Monday 21 Jany 1856. 1 am very poorly this morning, fed quite unable for any labor. 
The day is very wet, rain in abundance. Written to Brother Dunbar, Utcy, Bunney. Petty, 
and Solomons 

Tuesday 22nd, Fine morning, but 1 am very poorly, very nervous indeed. Very little 
sleep for several nights past and the last night has been disturbing at times through much 
rain. Several of the area arches fell down making a tremendous noise. Went to Sister 
Rowe about her son Bob going to the Valley by Brother Petty. 
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Wednesday 23 Jany 1856. Received a letter from Brother Franklin. I have been 10 
Radford. Had dinner with Sister Hobs. Called at Brother Henry Browns Called at 
George Pakneis Had tea at Brother Randalls, Thank God E feel a little better today, hut 
my sleep goes from me at night, but 3 doze off before morning, All well so tar. 

Thursday 24 Jany 1856, I think I Teel a little better this morning, hut I am so 
fluctuating, no certainly for an hour. This evening I attended the meeting. Spoke a 3idle 
The meet mg was well attended considering the distance from the town. 

Friday 25 th JNiy 1856, 1 slept better last night than I have before since l have been in 
l.camington and l feel better today except the rhumaties are Hying alioul me. Had lea at 
Radford family. I wrote yesterday to Brother franklin asking him to take out Brother and 
Sister Hicks of Cornwall. 

Saturday 26 dany 56. Visiting round among the Saints m l-eammgton. 

Sunday 21, Mel the Brethren at Branch agents. Brother Hiatt and I sorted the odd Stars 
lo see if we could make any whole volumes, but we could not, There are more than 
eleven hundred m this Branch. Attended (he afternoon church meeting and preached at 
night. Some few sirangers present. Very good time. 

Monday 28 Jany 1856- This morning 1 received W- From Brother Robbins which he 
brought from the Hatton Branch for the Pastors, and President, and emigration. 

Tuesday 29- l have been walking round more or less all day, So poorly. Mel Flder 
Overton from Birmingham. 

Wednesday 30 Jany 1856.1 have posted a letter to Emma at Salt Lake City, but this past, 
night 1 have been so very distressed, my head beating so strong, 1 was obliged to get up 
and come down into the kitchen, light a fire Called my Mother, who made me a mustard 
plaster and placed it Over my stomach and it soon relieved me. 1 continued in the kitclien 
till morning, laying on the sola I have been so very nervous this day. 1 think [ must have 
walked 8 or 10 miles, but praise the Lord, I feel a little better tonighl 
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Thuraday 31 Jan v 1856, Been round among [he Saints and attended ihe prayer meeting 
at night and i! w*s a blessed time for (he Breihren seemed to pray with power, Thank 
God I have slept wry good these last two nights and [ feel and look much better. 

Friday 1 February 1856, This day commences my Presidency Over the Warwickshire 
Conference and this is my prayer O God, the Eitemal father. I ask th«, in the name of 
Jesus Christ, let me lind grace in thy sight. Give me of thy Holy Spirit that [ may do thy 
will and keep thy commandments Help me to do thy Saints much good Preserve my 
life from the power of death Multiply my days upon my head and honor me by 
acknowledging me as thy servimi this day and for ever. Amen and Amen. 

Saturday 7 Fehy {I*|56. Met with Rider Hunt. We walked to Kentworth and came 
from there by rail for Coventry. Mel with a hearty welcome among the Saints, one and 
alt, 

Sunday 3 February 11156. I walked to S’oleshill Mad breakfast with Eilder William 
JetTs. Called on Ehe few Samis who were here. Found them pretty well in general. Had 
dinner with Mr. Dutton at Coventry. Attended the chureh meeting. Spoke a little and 
preached at night to an attentive congregation, hut after preaching, I fell like sinking 
under my feeling. The Brethren adminisicred to me and promised me health and life. 
Monday 4 Fcby 56. Went to Folcshill at night. Attended counsel. A good attendance 
we had. I endeavored to put the Eirethren in a good plain, or the best I know for the 
doing of their business. All wont off well. 

Tuesday 5lh Fehy 56. Visiting among ihe Samis. WenE to Winsall. Saw the f’resident 
of the Coventry Branch. His wife. Sister Garrett, was confined this morning with a 
daughter. '1116 finest child [ have ever seen. It seemed to be about 12 lo 15 lbs. weight. 
Returned to Coventry. I preached at night. We had a good time. The good spirit was 
present. They collected me 4/6 lo help me in my expenses lo Birmingham conference. 
Wednesday 6th Fehy 1H56, Had breakfast with Mt Dutton. Nest saw the Book agent. 
Called on several of the Saints. Came by train to Ejeamingion. Wrote to Sister Rowe and 
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brother Gardner. Received from Elder Clark 3/1 1/3 Pres. fund. 2/- fast money, 9 temple, 
11 emigration, pastor fund 5-, 

Thursday 7th. Visiting among the Saints, and attended the prayer meeting at night. 
Friday 8th Feby IHS6. Wrote to Capt. Stephens of the Two Sisters, CardilT, Wales. 
Saturday 9th February 185*. Came hy train to Hatton Stopped all mghl at Brother 
Spend love. 

Sunday IOth. Came to Rowington Had prayer meeting in the morning. I preached in 
(he afternoon and ai night. 1 went on by train to Birmingham. Met Brother tlodgkmson 
and stopped with hint that night at Brother Brindle. 3 got Elders Spendlovc and two 
others to administer tome 

Monday It Feby 1854, This has been a very wet day, but we have had a good tea 
meeting. The Brethren spoke freely All went oil well. Slept at Brother Bundles 
Tuesday 12 Feby 1854 3 came to [.oaminglon. Pound several letters and this night l sat 
up with my Sister, Mrs Hodgktnson, who is dangerously ill 

Wednesday 13 Feby 1854 This is a very wet day and 3 am fatigued and low, hui (bank 
God, alt is well. 

Thursday N, Valentines day. Elder Kirby came today. We attended the prayer meeting 
tonight. I read the circular about the Handcart trek across the plains. 

Friday 15 Fchy 54 Went a few miles on the Banbury road with Elder Kirby. I have 
written to Brother Ells worth desiring to go home. Wrote to Sister Cook. 

Saturday 16 February 1854 Visiting round among the Samis. 

Sunday 17 Feby 56. Attended Ibe morning counsel Wc had a good lime for verily, it 
was a time of trial (S3). The teachers reported that the spirit of tSod was not to be found 
among the Saints as a general thing and I had to confirm it. The afternoon mUelmg I read 
the office circular respecting handcart emigration, and T preached to a pretty good house 
foil at night. Thank God so lar all ts well. 
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Monday 18 Feby 1H56, Came to Coventry Attended this counsel I spoke very Tree to 
the Brethren about their emigrating llien President, they seemed lo say he would not get 
the 30 L they promised him, but I told them they covenanted at their last conference lo 
raise the money and they might expect to have lo foot the bill. 

Tuesday 19. Still m Coventry. Met at the Chapel. Spoke a little to the Saints, begging of 
them to invoke the spirit of God to rest upon them. ! begged them to sec their Chapel 
rent was paid. 

Wednesday 20 Feby 56. Came to Leamington. Had a letter from Hereford and one 
from Pres. Taylor from Devonporl. Wrote to I forefard agam 

Thursday 21. Attended the prayer meeting tins evening. 1 was very sick, but 
afterwards, I fell much better. 

Friday 22 Feby 1856* I have just received a letter from Brother Ellsworth saying 1 am 
released from my field of labor Elder I [uni is here with me. 

Saturday 25. Came to Coventry by rail. Walked to Iftllmhall and stopped all night at 
Elder Garretts, btn l was very ilk all night, very ill indeed. 

Sunday 24 Feby 1856. After breakfast. I walked to Breman Station and lo team for 
Rugby. Jiaw Elder King at Rugby. Walked lo Dunchurch. Saw Sister Ilurdett ihen I 
walked to Rraunston Saw Sister Chiwrelfe, then 3 walked to Coventry. Met the Saints 
at Brother Bal lardi and we held a meeting I preached a ft tile afterwards. I back to 
Rraunston and slept at ChivereUcS 

Monday 25, After breakfast. 1 walked to Dunehureh and then to Rugby There I got on 
the wrong tram and rode two stages down to Manchester line and from the litlle station, I 
came out and 1 walked to Coventry . Bought a walcti from Mr. John Dutton for 4ft 15. 
Paid him 1L 10/'-. Came by train to Leamington. Thankful for all favors and blessings 
received from my Heavenly Father up to this time 

Tuesday 26 Fehy 1B56. I had written to Elder Jones, Cornwall, asking him to assist me 
home (o the Valley. Wrote to Sister Cook 
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Wednesday 27. 1 am very poorly, hut E am visituig round among the [jeamingiouians 
Thursday 28 1856. 1 am still very poorly, So afflicted in the night and my poor horart 
heals arid my cars arc much inflamed, hut lhank God I am peaceful in mind. Attended 
Lhc prayer meeting, hut few present. 

Friday 19 Feby 1B56 r Still in |,eamin]zlon. 

Saturday 1 March 185& Still in Learning, bill very poorly. 

Sunday 2 March 1856. Attended the leammglon counsel but there was plenty of 
confusion In the afternoon, | went lo Coventry with Brother Robbins, his wife, and a 
Brother Reading. Brother Robbins preached nl night and afterwards returned to 
Lcam i ngtem [ returned to Coventry, 

Monday 3 March 1856. Visiting among the Saints and at mghi. Met Pastor Muir and 
President Smith who succeeds me in my Presidency. We attended counsel and slept 3 in 
a bed. 

Tuesday d March. I e&me to Uaminglon by first train. 

Wednesday 5 March 1866, Pastor Muir and Smith came to Leamington. 

Thursday 6. We met in public counsel and continued until near eleven o'clock, li was 
resolved to have the branch rebaptized. 

Friday 7. Still in Leamington among the Saints. 

Saturday 8 March 1856. This is a beautiful day, the finest this year. Collected 15.10 
cowards Elder Limbs watch in Leamington 

Sunday 9 March 1856, In, Leamington, attended the afternoon meeting when Sister 
Ross was cut off the church. Attended the evening meeting, President Smith preached 
and I wore away. First ate. I talked a few minutes, but mine was cm fundamental matters. 

I felt very sick most of this day.

Tuesday lit March. Came by tram lo Birmingham. Mel the Leamington Saints al the 
station. Saw Elder Mum Came hy Coventry. Saw Elder Kirby. On coming lo the 
station, we mel Elder Smith. Came to Leamington. Saw my Sister Hodgkinson, but she 
died this night about 25 minutes past 10 at nighl 
Wednesday 19, Still in Leamington. \ slept tomghl at Hodgkinsons, 

Thursday 20 March. Wrote io Elder Stockdate Attended the evening meeting 
Friday 21. In Leamington, had a walk lo Gsechindwch Park and by Ft ad ford Slopped 
at Sister Hobs to lea in company with Brother Hobs and Sister Wandell. Being Good 
Friday and a fine day, many are enjoying their walks. 

Saturday 22 March IBM. This day we buried my Sister, Ann Hodgktnson at the 
cemetery ($4) near Whilnash, There was Father, John, William, George, Thomas, and 
John Dutton from Coventry who followed to the grave, Afterward, we all had the 
privilege of having tea together, perhaps for ihe last time. The Wesleyan Superintendent 
was present and l understand he christened the baby, but L left as soon as the tea was 
over. 
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Sunday 23 March 56. Attended the morning meeting and spoke sonic lime. Attended 
the afternoon meeting and spoke again Attended at night, hut ] baptized Sister Warded, 
so that took me away some part of the service. 

Monday 24th, J am very poorly wish pain in iny shoulder and back, hut, shank i. lud I am 
cheerful as my circumstAnccs will permit, poor and almost wiihuyl any companions, but 
all is welt. 

Tuesday 25 L.adyduy 1856. In Leamington, visited Radford. EEad dinner with Sister 
Hnbs. Still veTy poorly 

Wednesday 2ft March. I have been to Itunney today. Saw Elder Whedock and returned. 
Thursday 27lh. Wrote to my family at Salt i.akc. I have been to Coventry today and 
returned this evening. Saw some few of the Saints at Coventry. Had tea at Mrs. Duttons 
Friday 28 March 1856, This morning 1 have received a letter from Utah saying my 
family were well, but I am very poorly. I liave sent the letter to Hereford to Emmas 
friends Saw Elder Smith. Had a few words with him. but they were not of the pleasant 
test kind. It appears 1 am so rough or else so ugly, but praise God there is not much the 
matter. 

Saturday 29 March 1856. E have been round among the Saints m Ije&mington and I 
have been to Milverton Church Yard where I buried my oldest girl and a fifth child, a 
boy. 1 had some few thoughts how far their Mother was at the present lime from them. 
Shall I see them again Shall 1 know them. Something says, “Yes, you will.* so far. I 
will rejoice and praise Ihc Lord 

Sunday, 3*0 March 1856. Myself and Elder James Robbins tame by tram to Hatton and 
spent this day preaching and cheering up the Samis. Wc left Kowington about 10 p.m. 
and walked to Hatton and slept at Elder Spend loves. 

Monday J) March 1856. Came by rail to Leamington today. The news had arrived that 
peace is proclaimed. The bells are clanging and (he banners are flying and there arc 
some few seem io rejoice, but the effects are nor so joyous as I should have expected I 
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have walked to Coventry this evening. The Cross Cheating was very full of people and 
the bells were speaking out far peace. [ attended at Coventry counsel. All went off 
pretty well. Then 3 returned by mil to Leamington. Here I met James Robbins in the 
street. E le told me they had cue him off. Li appears he was impertmeni to the counsel, but 
! advised him to be patient and act the gentleman His brethren would feel after him 
again. 

Tuesday l April 1856. I have hecn to Radford Saw Sister Hobs and called at Elder 
Browns All well so far I had a dream. Tonight, [ was very angry with my Father. Me 
had tried to do me a wrong, but when he saw my anger, I thought he appeared to be very 
mild and different with me. 1 found while at breakfast this morning there was something 
in his manner that did not suit him. Afterward. I found out the secret. He bad written to 
Liverpool to slop my going home and he bad got his answer, hot he bas not let me see the 
letter as yet. O 1-ord, my director, and preserve me from evil and harm for my hope is in 
Thee 

Wednesday 2 April 1856. I canu: to Coventry last evening and preached to a good 
congregation and indeed it was good to talk of Jesus and Joseph and Brigham and bless 
the Saints. My troubles went from me and I lelt Cod to bless me in every deed I walked 
to Foleshil I and slept with l ather Rollason, This morning I had breakfast at Rollasons. 
Called on Sister Summers, Jeffs. Whites, Tikis, Painting, Tonks, and at my Sister’s, Mr 
and Mis. Dutton. I had dinner and relumed to Leamington 

Thursday 3 April 1856. Spent this day in Leamington. Saw Sister W tonight Sbe is 
getting anxious for her journey. Wrote to Sister Cook, trying to persuade her to slop 
anolber year, because we are so very poor. 

!■riday 4 April. In company with Elder John Reading, wc saw Phebe Jones at Warwich 
House of Correction. She gave me an order for three pound, ten shilling for Brother 
Reading to be paid by President F. D. Richards for his emigration to the Valley and he 
Brother Reading, is to pay it back in Utah and E 5 hebe is to have credit for it in Liverpool 
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about myself, and some little about others, hut hy Gods help. E itm Fully set to be good 
and do good. Amen. 

Wednesday 9 April 1856, Mel this evening at the meeting house. The Brethren spoke 
as they< were led Elder Shaw, Kirt>y, Smith, Toons, and Pastor Muir after all were 
dismayed the Paslor, Pres., myself, and James Robbing held a conference At the close 
Ihe Pastor Muir pet half a sovereign into my hand and not a word was said 1 accepted at 
as his good feeling towards me as we had had a few words 

Thursday JO April 1856, I am this day 43 years of age. Myself and the Brethren drank 
a bottle of wine together and eat a few biscuiis so we parted in good cheer, lire Paslor for 
Birmingham, the President for Howinglon, and myself lo stay my lime appointed and do 
the best 3 can. 

Friday 11 April 1856, This day I have packed a small bos of goods for Utah, think mg lo 
send it by Elder Petty and Sister Rowe, hut 1 feel too unwell today to rejoice much 
Saturday 12- Came by (rain to Birmingham. Met Elder Peity, Gardner, Micks, and 
Doncy with Sister Rowe and her two children, Sister l>oncy and her child. Sister Hicks 
and Sister Williams. They all appeared in good spirits and l spent a few hours with ihem 
and saw ihem off by rail lo Liverpool. I visited Elder Brindley and President Jones 
Brother Jones gave me 10/- at night. I returned by train to l^amington. 

Sunday 13 April 1856. This last night E was called up lo administer to Brother Robbins, 
who was taken very ill, bui he got better. 1 spent ihis day among the Saints. Preached in 
the afternoon and at night. Bless God for all his mercies to me for surely he hath blessed 
my allbough I am so very weak and poorly. His mercies are manifold. 

Monday 14 April 1056- ] fed very much like the morning, heavy (86) and souring, yet 
my spirit seems liouyant Wrote to Brothers Atwood and Rogers. Attended counsel 
tonight, but I did not stop till at was over. I was so very poorly. 

Tuesday 15th. This morning 3, have had another (ouch of spasms (8-7) and they were 
very severe for a time. It has left me very weak and poorly. J fee! unfit for almost 
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anything. My appetite has ("ailed rac again and I am sutiering from rhumatics in my face, 
tmt [ shall try and go to Worcester to Elder laiey tonight. D. V. came lo Worcester and 
met with a hearty reception from Elder Lartey and his family. 

Wednesday 16. Remained m Worcester and visited many iaints with Elder Eatey. 
Thursday 17 April [ E85ti|. Walked 10 miles with Brother Latcy to Ridgeway Cross ami 
preached at night to a house full of Saints and we had a good tune. 

Friday 18 April 1856, This morning 1 found the mice had an habitation m the bed with 
us. One of them walked over my lace. Alter breakfast ) left Elder Laley and walked to 
Hereford, 16 miles. After 1 had rested me for « time, 1 walked 12 miles to Peccrchurch, 
but 3 was much fatigued and like to have given out, but Mrs. Prosser soon got me some 
tea and ] fell refreshed and retired to bed, but my rest was little. I thought the devil was 
about lo destroy me, but I survived his attack and an. 

Saturday the 19 April 1856, I visited Mary Prosser,, row Mrs. Howell, at the Comb. 
They treated me very kind, but I felt their hatred to my religion, however 1 would not 
notice their msull. 

Sunday 20 April 1856. This day 1 have been amused by a Mr Boccyon, a Methodist 
preacher, but I was such a curious piece of scripture thai he was foiled m his attempt. So 
he resorted to slander, but he and all his parly was in a tremble and I felt as though ] was 
in the wrong place so 1 packed up my carpet sack and walked to Hereford Got there and 
preached to a few Saints, Slept in Hereford this night ai u Brother Rcdmons. 

Monday 21 April 1856. After breakfast I walked and continued to walk umit I came to 
Worcester, 26 miles. Met with a hearty welcome at Brother Laleys, considering 1 had 
walked so far. I fell good and with the exception of my rhumatics, I was pretty 
comfortable. 

Tuesday 22. I slopped m Worcester and I saw Mr. Hodgclts in the street. He was 
grieving very mueh about his family and the way they had served him He appeared as 
though he wanted to say more lo me, but L was unable to larry. 
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Wednesdy 23 April 1856. I left Woctfttei and came lo Birmingham. Stopped at 
Brother Brindles, hut at night I came to Leaminglon.

Michelle McKnight was able lo find the list of missionaries who left for the 
England Mission during 1854 (bat John Toone (alts about and worked with while on his 
mission. His Journal stops abruptly on April 29, IB56 while still in Ijiamington. 
Michelle was able to find the passenger list for the ship Horizon John Toone, Hannah 
WardeLl,, and Jemima Cook's names appear on that list. They left Liverpool, England 
and landed in Boston Letter lolling of the voyage, written by Edward Martin, the man 
in charge of the $00 Saints emigrating to the Valley aboard the Horizon. and John Jaqucs, 
one of the missionaries John Tocnc worked with arc included. Elder Jaqucs and others 
tell of the activities leading up to the Edward Martin Handcart Company, [he same 
Edward Martin that was in charge of the Saints as they emigrated to the Valley. 

In the book Handcarts to Zion, the names of John Toone, Hannah Warden, 
Jemima Cook, Edward Martin, and John Jaqucs appear on the list Of the members of the 
Fifth, or Marlin Handcart Company. From the letters printed in ihe Mitlenniaf Sior, 
jyeseret News, and Mormon we can verify some of the travels of John, Hannah, and 
Jemima We have also included talks by the Brethren at the Conference when they 
reported the plight of, and what was being done to help the Handcart Companies not yet 
into the Valley at such a late date 

We want lo thank Teresa B. Dawson Olson for all the many years she has spent 
collecting and writing the Histories of the Toone family We have included several of 
(he histories she gathered and wrote in "Life Sfwies of the Posterity of John Ziww and 
his three Wives/' You may find some variations in the stories bui as in all Family 
Histories, some is fact and other passed down "bear-say.” It would have been better if 
John Toone’s journal would have been available sooner, and dial he would have 
completed it up until the time he arrived home.

Mr. Stahl does all he tan to accommodate: in 
fact,, we could not ask for belter treatment if we had it of our own choosing. 

The saints are all feeling well, with a very few exceptions the few thai are sick

The couple you spoke lo me about were married last ntghi. The Captain gave us 
the use of the cabin lo perform the ceremony in, and t was very glad of the opportunity, 
it gave us a good chance of introducing some of our doctrines, and of coneeiing some 
impressions which had been made upon his mind by newspaper reports and the like. 

After you left us on Sunday evening, we lashed all the luggage, and ihus prepared 
for seasickness. The samls thought us vety particular at the lime, but morning did not 
make its appearance before they liegan to realize the benefit and expressed themselves 
that it was good to have a head. The majority were sick on Monday, but Only for a short 
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This morning ] have been through the ship, and I find all in fine spirits. Elders 
Have and Waugh are one with me, in carrying out necessary Treasures for the comfort 
and convenience of the passengers, and we have everything our own way.... 

I make it my business to visit every part of the ship six or seven times a day, but 
more particularly when L rise up and before I lie down, and ! expect to do s* during the 
voyage. We have got out organization pretty well matured, and ah are willing lo play 
their part We have nine wards, nine cooks, and ten men in each watch of the guard 
wh ich is kept up night and day, 

I felt, lo thank my Heavenly Father for His goodness to us, and I fully realize the 
truth of the blessings pronounced upon my head, by you, before 1 left Liverpool 1 cannot 
but think of the happy days, weeks, and months, that [ have spent in the office. 3 cannot 
express my feelings, in fact, language would fait to do it, but please accept my heartfelt 
thanks for every kindness which ] have received from your benevolent hand

Dear Brother — After labouring in the Office at Liverpool for upwards of four years 
and a quarter, with pleasure to myself, and, I suppose, with satisfaction lo those presiding 
over me, it seemed good to the Lord and His servants (hat I should have the privilege of 
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gathering to the land of Zion. Accordingly I embarked on the Hortzon on the 22nd inst. 
The next morning she moved out of dock and casl anchor in (he river Soon after this we 
had a little belligerent display between the mates and sonic of the crew 1 did not sec the 
commencement of the affair, but I learned that some of the crew demurred to obeying 
orders, and that a regular fistic idling took place between three or four. Two or three 
bloody laces figured in the scene 1 was up on deck in time to witness a little not civil 
“jaw,” between the first mate and one or two of the crew. The male paced the deck, 
flourishing a Colt’s revolver, and swearing and threatening grandly. Bui he did not use 
his weapon Ry the bye, I do not like to see much threatening with modal weapons. My 
maxim is to keep them stilt till wanted, and when necessary, use them, and over with it. 
That seems lo me most consistent wlih ”Mormonism.” As for much threatening and 
bragging, that is the appropriate business of bullies. Mower, a number of lhe crew 
were sent ashore, and we bad fresh men in their places. The male complained of the 
refractory ones, that they were a set of "blacklegs,” and said that they tame On board lo 
plunder the passengers and Lhe rest of the crew. They charged him with being drunk, and 
“no man.” Whalever may liave been the merits of eilher parly, [ can now say lhal all goes 
well. The Captain and mate seem to study to proicci the passengers and render them as 
Comfunahle as possible under the circumstances. Ilie first male appears lo be a seaman 
lhal knows his business, and is determined to maintain proper discipline among the crew 
On Monday, 1 believe, he drew them up on deck, divided them knio walches. and gave 
them their charge. He told them they could have plenty of the best food on board, and 
that if I bey acted like men they would be treated as such. If they had anything to 
complain of concerning their food, or lhe conduct of lhe passengers towards them, they 
must be at his service night and day. They must nul go belwccn decks among the 
passengers, without an officer, on pain of dfc&lh, The crew pay us respecl at all limes 
when we are amongihcrn. 
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On Saturday, we cleared, and on Sunday about H M.jlie steam tug Great Conquest, 
having brt>ughi the Captain, yourself* and others on board, laid hold of nur noble vessel 
and took it out lo sea with a will. Then came ihe lashing of boxes, bands, and tin ware, 
in preparation for the freaks of winds and waves. 1 need nol icll you of our nip with like 
lug, which was all pleasure. The addresses of yourself and Elder C. H, Whedock are 
held in lively remembrance, while the brethren, in their meetings, talk of the blessings 
you left wi|h them, and they seem determined to strive for a realization of them. 

As early as possihle the company was organized into nine wards* No. 7 being 
committed lo my care. 

After our three cheers On the tug leaving us, with yourself, and the Elders who had 
honoured us by accompanying us out lo sea* the day continued fine and calm. The sllr 
shone brightly upon the waters* giving ihem the appearance of a vasi sheet of watered or 
embossed satin, while the relied ion of his rays, in a line between the ship and him, 
seemed to lay upon ihc wide waste a hand of burnished silver, which* as ihe faint breeze 
broke it into sparkling* ever and anort appeared like a galaxy of glittering gems. The 
brethren and sisters congregated upon the deck, and, forming into divers groups, made 
the air vocal with iheir songs of praise and joy lo the Lord iheif God* for the deliverance 
vouchsafed lo them from Babylon. As night approached, a stiff but contrary breeze 
sprung up. Wo went to bedl The breeze was rather Strong* and still a-head of us. 
Sea-sickness changed our countenances to a pitiful* pallid hue As a general thing songs 
were discarded, while ihe efforts of ihe few, who had the hardihood to strike up 
occasionally* seemed but a mockery of our woe. A soberer company of passengers ihan 
we were that day, you need scarcely wish 10 see. Such a worshipping ot buckets and tins, 
and unmentionable pans* I shall not attempt 10 describe. For my part* 1 paid the most 
devoted attention to the slop-pail about every half hour, My little daughter, Flora, passed 
through it all with scarcely a serious look, having been all the lime as lively as usual. She 
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is, continually wanting to go on "dat,” as she calls Che deck My wife arid hut sister fell 
very bad over it, but are now nearly as right as ever. 

We tacked about all that day, making little headway. The nest day, Tuesday, the wind 
was still unfavourable, but decreasing. Many were very sick, but some were recovering 

13 ut O! the awful siege of the cook’s galley, the first day or two. Sebastopol ' could 
that compare with if? The cooks had it hot inside and outside of their house They had 
no comfortabe sinecure I can assure you. On Monday and Tuesday they had easier 
times, especially Monday, the passengers that day renouncing, in great part, the pomps 
and vanities of cooking. 

Wednesday morning we were all but becalmed, as bad as on Sunday afternoon and 
evening, The sick persons rapidly recovered. Songs and rejoicings liegan to prevail 
again, and in the evening a fiddle and tambourine, in skillful hands, caused some ”to trip 
the light fantastic- toe,” That day the cooks had another hard time of it. Appetites were 
returning with usual or rather increased power. There was a fearful amount of pies and 
cakes to be baked Cooking for BOO hungry people at one galley is not a trifling affair, 
especially when each family or person has a private pot or dish. Too many pots or dishes 
at the fire seem as bad as too many irons in it. About mid-day a favourable but not very 
strong breeze sprung up, and we got up extra sails before the wind. 1 hat evening 1 was 
called iriio the Captain's cabin to altcnd (he ceremony of marriage between E3-rother 
Joseph Akers and Sister Ann Pugh, President friwand Martin officiated. This is the third 
mamage on board since we embarked The firsi two t have not the particulars of just 
now. 

Thursday morning The wind is not very strong, neither is it very favourable. “Ould 
Ireland" is in sight. In fact we have seen land almost if not quite every day. The pilot is 
looking out for a lug to take him ashore. I shall send this letter hy him. He kindly lakes 
our letters ashore for sixpence each. 1 think we have few seasick people on board 
lo-day. The sun shines beautifully, and young and old are assembled on deck, with light 
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heart and cheerful facts. Wc hype to lie skimming across the broad Atlantic shortly. I 
hear no murmuring or grumbling. All is peace and harmony in our floating town. Sister 
Mary Arm Mellor is doing as well as can be expected. 

On Tuesday, at 2 A.M, Sister Elizabeth Wilson, from Preston, was delivered of a 
daughter, which she calls Nancy. Both are doing very well. 

We have had several heavy fogs. The crew occasionally, by way of variety, give os 
some of the characteristic songs, while at their work. The children make themselves 
happy, both above and below the deck. Marbles, skipping ropes, and all the available 
paraphernalia of childhood's games are called into request. The older boys amuse 
themselves by tugging at the ropes with the sailors So merrily wc live together. We 
want but the stalls and gingerbread to give our deck the appearance of an English county 
fair, hamng the drunkenness, quarrelling, profanity, and obscenity which generally 
charaeteti7.fi such assemblies. Though I will admit (hat wc do not appear in holiday attire 
exactly. 

Presidents Martin, Haven, and Waugh are busy as bees They are well, in good spirits, 
and quite pleased with their company of Saints. They desire to be remembered in love to 
you and ak! in (he Office, in which of couse I join.

Dear rtf other. ...So rapid is promolion in ihi$ counity, that, before L had been ai Iowa 
a fortnight, ] had received a double captaincy-captain of the second hundred of the fifth 
company of P.E. Fund, or handcart emigrants, and captain of the camp guard I therefore 
relieved my guards, delivered over my iwo captemcies inlo the hands of others, weighed 
my hand-cart baggage, packed up ihe rest I had, ki&sed my wife and child, shook hands 
with my friends, and reported myself ready about the appointed lime.... 

While ascending ihe hill a) the back of Montrose, 1 had a splendid view of the 
Mississippi and ihc City of Naiwoo The Temple of (he Lord, noble even now m its 
desolation, must have been a beautiful and sinking feature in the picture, ere ihe 
almnunaticn which maketh desolate, had maned it with ils profane and deathly touch I 
musl have had a heart of stone, if I had passed a place of such exceeding interest to all 
Saints without my mind reverting to days and scenes gone by. A thousand reflections 
fltitcd before my mental vision. The tellings to support nature and build up a Ln> and 
Temple to ihe name of the Most High, the struggles with poverty, sickness, and mobs, the 
goings forth of the Elders with ihc everlasting Gospel to the nations, the gatherings or the 
Samis, the words of inspiration from Ihe lips of ihe Prophet, the adminisiraikm or the 
holy ordinances, the martyrdom of ihe two Prophets, ihe exodus ol the Church and its 
flight into ihe wilderness, ihe wild and vain-glorious triumph of the powers of 
dafknesS-fhesc and similar thought crowded upon my mind, and J exclaimed in my 
heart, “How long, G Lord, how long, before ihe days of vcngenancc and restitution? 
How long before (he building up of the wasie places of Zion 7” 

Thus I have told you all about my visit to this place, I will now refer back to my 
sea voyage, according to promise made at Boston Besides the short note I rum Bos I on, 1 
wrote lo you by the pilot, which Iasi Letter I have seen in ihc Star, Iteseret Mr«*, and 
Mormons, since my arrival here. ...Bui aboul the voyage. Ihc Idler from ihc Presidency 
of the company has. ere this, given you an account of ihe principal events that occurred

on board, [Nol sure about which letter he has reference lo, and we could not find u ] [ 
shall, therefore, give you a few of my thoughts upon things pertaining to our voyage, and 
sea voyages in general. 

You may probably wish to know how I like the sea. Well* 1 like the beginning and 
end of a sea voyage betier (ban any olher pan of ti. Some sing, 

“A life on the ocean wave, 

A home on the rolling deep.’' 

Ef i had been brought up to the sea, perhaps I might have joined in chorus, hut, as it is, 
ship life is io me dull and fusty life. It wants the charming variety and freedom, and the 
exquisite freshness and sweetness of life among the fields, and woods, and hills, in which 
E ever look so much delight. I like sailing on such a river as the great “Father of Waters, 1 ' 
a vasi deal more than on the ocown River sailing, 1 say, for me, for I can ihcn enjoy both 
land and water. Bui, after all, (here is nothing like old, firm solid, glorious terra firma. 
Sea-sailing is very pleasant at times. I could sit for hours on the forecastle, and waich 
our noble vessel dashing through the briny waves, and lashing them into an innumerable 
variety of faslastic forms of spray and foam. But then, who can possibly Like to be 
continually rocked about, as though he were having a child's ride hi an English swing 
boat? Who \m any taste for a dizzy head at every breeze? Who wishes to be forced into 
a gait as unsteady, staggering, and uncertain as the drunk and 's'* Who admires Ifeading oei 
a platform that seems the plaything of an. everlasting earthquake. J have no great taste for 
these things. I can make myself, with a little exertion, tolerably comfortable at sea, 
whenever il is advisable for me to go there, but when I have the privilege of choosing, I 
like to be where 3 can enjoy myself more naturally and more fully and with less effort 
than I can on a long sea voyage. 

White at sea, il often struck me Ital sailing vessels were certainly behind ihe limes 
The idea of wailing, day after day, on the idle wind is bad enough, but the reality is much 
worse. It makes one feel like getting oul and pushing behind. Then the wind Comes with 
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a foil Of vengjsnancc, as if lo make up for Irai lime, just as people hurry when they have 
been loitering on the way. !lwn the willing; ship dashes through the waters Like a mad 
thing, at the rate of a dozen miles or more an hour. Wc (ack to the right and tack to the 
left, and after sailing .so heartily for 200 or 300 miles,, the captain lakes an observation 
and finds that we are 20 mites worse for all our trouble or perhaps wc aie tn about the 
same place as when becalmed, or, if we have had a little belter luck, we may have made a 
score miles. 1 often wondered how it was that the power of steam was not more used tn 
navigaiitig the ocean; and I certainly think that ihe lime is not far distant when steam will 
be applied more commonly to freight and emigrant ships, tf not as a principal motive 
power, at least as an auxiliary 

I have often heard of the waves running “mountains high," but 3 have not seen them 
do it. ! have seen them assume the appearance of a vast, everthanging, miniature 
mountain system, with countless summits Of spray and foam. There is another 
peculiarity pertaining to old ocean, and that is, it appears to be up-hill all around the ship, 
took which way you will. Thus every morning when I got Up on deck, while at sea* the 
vessel seemed fixed in the same old hole, which, especially when combined with a culnh 
had a certain wearying effect on my patience, and l suppose others felt the same. 

i think, altogether, that we, on the Horizon, had an agreeable a voyage as most 
emigrants arc favoured with. We had an occasional rough breeze, that put us to the right 
about, and split a sail or two, hui not a single storm did w-e experience from the time wc 
left Liverpool till we sighted Boston Wf. had every variety of weather but storm-wet, 
dry, calm, light and strong breezes; foul winds often* lair very seldom, warm, & good deal 
of cold; clear, and plenty of fog. Indeed* we all felt relieved when we escaped from the 
clammy, flabby regions of eternal fog, that is, from the hanks of Newlbundland. I he 
principal things we enjoyed in that raw clime were the sight of a few- fishing boats, and a 
laste of fresh cod fish, which the captian obtained in exchange for a Few rads. Wc 
would, for a time, sail hard with a strong bree?c* till many of the people were sick, then

we would have a slight breeze or a calm till the majority of them had recovered. Arid so 
we passed our voyage, Ihe weaker of us alternately Sick and well, according to the 
weather. There was one thing, however, which I did rot anticipate, and (hat waa, the 
protracted debility sequent on the sea-sickness. I would scarcely have credited, bad 1 
been told before my embarkation, that, after being sick two days, I should not. recover my 
wonted strength, during the remainder of the voyage. Vet such was the case. And the 
experience of many others was similar. Indeed, not once before landing did ihe 
company, as a whole, fully regain the heartiness and vigour manifested previously to the 
sick attack. 1 felt my spirits good and willing, but my body weak. Sometimes, after 
walking from the lower Tween decks up the ladder to the main deck, it seemed 
imperative on me to sit down and rest, while to a carry a saucepan, or boiler, or my child 
upon deck, was indeed a severe tax on my strength. To use a common expression, J was 
as “weak as a eat" and I was a king to many. I was considerably better at times, and, on 
the whole I gradually mended as we neared Boston S3 Lit terra firma and fresh provisions 
wens the best doctor for me. and for the others too. 

As regards our Captain, I can speak nothing but good He was ever easy of access, 
familiar, and communicative. Of our religion he was not particularly enamoured, but he 
would not suffer it to be traduced in his presence. ! le acted like a man and a gentleman. 
As our Captain, ho felt that we had a right to civil and courteous treatment at his hands, 
more particularly so long as we paid proper respect to him and his officers and men. He 
repudiated, altogether, the system of treating emigrants like dQgS, the more so, as he 
observed to me, because, for aught be knew, there might be among his passengers some 
who were far his superiors in intellect, understanding, and general information. More 
than once did I hear Inm remark on the superior morality, order, and cleanliness which 
our people exhibited, when compared with ordinary emigrants. I knew- this before, but 
still it is pleasing to me to hear Captains, as well as others, frankly acknowledge the truth 
about us, He was rather surprised that he had M50 people on board, and did not hear an 
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oaih from them. Il was warm and trying work at the cooking galley very often, but he 
favourably contrasted our conduct there with that of other emigrants, especially Irish, 
instancing then numerous bloody Quarrels, and slating (hat Ins favourite and most 
effectual arbitrator and peacemaker was (he hose, whose services he frequently found 
himself under the necessity of applying for I believe he had the universal good will of 
the company, as indeed he deserved. 

'['he first male was a very different man He was a wiiy Yankee, irritable, snappish, 
and as surly and unapproachable as any Englishmen need be. He was a man who would 
make few friends, for it was a hard matter to feel at all disposed to get at him. His 
countenance w&s generally dark and forbidding, as though he has some deep and awful 
purpose pent up in tns soul. He would go about the deck at times roaring like a bull of 
Hashan. He unscrewed himself a little during the latter part of the voyage. He was a 
good seaman, determined to keep his men in order, bul a rather poor ■fisl at governing 
himself. If he e’er he Captain of a vessel again, 1 should be sorry to be one of a company 
of emigrant Saints on his ship. J believe he would protect his passengers from his men, 
or from others not belonging to his ship, but, not being able to govern himself, and being 
a thorough tyrant in his wrath, something unpleasant might he justly expected there. I 
heard him boast of once putting two refractory sailors in irons, and feeding them on 
bread and water the remainder of the voyage, lie had, doubtless, discretionary power to 
confine ihem, but, I should think, not to diet them on bread and water. 

The other officers and the sailors, like most of their class, could crack a joke and 
breathe an oath with apparently the same grace and satisfaction. Judging mate and men 
as seamen, and nol as Saints, I am convinced lhat we wens greally favoured, and 1 lhank 
the Lord for it.

they arrived on the 19th July, and set out on (heir journey across the Plains on the 30th. 

Captain J G Willie, President, assisted by Elders Atwood, Savage, 
Ahmansen, Woodward, and Glisten, moved on the ground on the lllh August; part of 
the comapny move out a mile or two to-day, and the remainder go on, on Monday llie 
companies slay here longer than they otherwise would in consequence of their cans 
being unfit for their journey across the Plains; some requiring new axles, and the whole 
of them having to have a piece of iron screwed on to prevent the wheel from wearing

Franklin, who was accompanied by Elders D. Spencer, C, I I. Wheclock, John Van Cott, 
J. A. Young, William H. Kimball, George D. Grant, J, Ferguson, W. C. Dunbar, J, D. 1. 
McAllister, N. 1 1. Fell, and James McGttw, on Saturday the 4ih instant, fit was thought 
that John Toone came with Franklin D, Riciiards which this letter verifies did not happen, 
as John TooQe was with the Martin Handcart Company.] To greet these worthy brethren 
was a source of no ordinary pleasure. It was the first time that brother Franklin and I had 
met in these vftU^S- 

At other dates. Riders Edmund Ellsworth. Rdw&rd Bunker, C. G. Webb, S. W. 
Crandall, D D. McArthur, Trueman Leonard. D Grant, John Banks, and olhers, amved 

They report the companies, yet upon the Plains, rather laic, and on Sunday the 5th h a 
call was made For teams to go and bring them in. The hand-cart companies seemed to be 
the soul-inspiring ie*t upon which ihe returning Elders dwelt. 
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An immediate call was made for sixty mule and horse teams- twelve lens of flour, and 
forty extra [cambers to help drive in the teams already out in (he hands of inexperienced, 
men, a quantity of vegetables, together with bed clothing and wearing apparel of all 
descriptions, lo clothe and mate warm the Zionward travellers. Most of the teams called 
for will start out to-day with their loads of provisions, dLc. The President would not even 
allow the Conference to proceed yesterday morning, until the arrangements were 
completed- 

The companies with hand-carts have been wonderfully successful thus far. I never in 
this city witnessed a day fraught with so much interest as was the 25th of September, 
upon the arrival of the two first hand-cart companies. It seemed as though every soul had 
turned nut to greet them a hearty welcome, and witness with their own eyes the success 
of that wonderful scheme devised by the Prophet and servants of God for the gathering of 
Israel. As the many carriages were strung out in line in the kanyoo by the side of the 
road, and the hand-carts came up and halted on the opposite side, the silence of tfemity 
seemed sealed upon the spectators, while the fountains were opened and tears flowed 
without restraint, and every heart exclaimed, “Tis done! ^hc word of (he lord iluough 
His servants has accomplished ihe thing whereunto it was sent ” One fact, is 
establishcd-that the Saints can cross the Plains almost without means, and only for the 
mighily waters that intervene, Israel would indeed come "‘Like doves to their windows, 
and like clouds before a storm. 1 " 

The third company of hand-carts, led by Captain Bunker, arrived on the 2nd instant, 
and there are yet two companies upon the Plains, numbering nearly one thousand 
persons....

REMARKS BY ELDER JOSEPH A. YOUNG - Brethren and sitters, as ! have 
laicst news from companies yet on the Plains, and as you are all anxious to hear from 
them. ] have been the first one called upon to speak to you this mommy. 

Yon are aware that Captain George D, Grant’s relief (company left this city on the 7th 
of October, to go and meet Hie immigration Captain Grant kept an express in advance 
until we reached the Devil’s Gale, when he sent three of us on the Platte nvej\ lo sec if 
we could find the companies, or hear of them. 

We travelled until the 28th, when we met Captain Edward Martin’s company of 
hand-carts, and Cap^' 11 HodgctTs wagon company, at a place calked Red Buttes, sixteen 
miles above the Platte Bridge. We met Captain J. A. Hunt’s wagon company leu miles 
below Captain Martin’s. 

The brethren and sisters appeared lo be in good health and spirits. Captain Martin 
informed us that about fifty-six out of six hundred had died upon the Plains, up 10 that 
date. Those who had died were mostty old people. 

On ihe 29th, I relumed from Captain Hunt's to Captain Martin's company. Captain 
Martin had started: early in the morning, and when 1 overtook them their cry was." lx:( us 
go lo the Valley, let us go to Zion ” 

l camped with them that night in the snovv, at a place called Rocky Avenue, thirty-six 
miles east of the Devifs Gate. The next day 1 jouneyed on towards Captain Grant’s 
company, and, on the 31st rode into their camp, and found aft well, 

On the morning of the 3id insl. Captain Grant sent me and brother Abel Gar on an 
express lo this city. We found plenty of teams at Fort Bridge*, and by this time the 
hand-carts have all the assistance necessary to take them up and bring them in within 
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nine days from to-morrow, There were learns enough, soon as they could meet them, 
lo bring (hem right ihnough ns fast as horses and mules can Intel, and such will be dure. 

All companies requested me to inform the Sainls in the Valleys that they desired your 
faith and your prayers, and that they would endeavour lo merit them m their journey and 
afler their arrival.

Elder Kim halt* after a brief rest from his former trips, again starred to the relief 
of (he immigration on (hi 11th inst., in company with Elders Hosea Slont, James 
Ferguson, and Joseph Simmons, and mei them four miles beyond the first station on the 
Sweet Water 

Elders Gram and Kimball left the Pacific Sittings at 3 pm, of the 20ih, and Captain 
Hunt's and llodgctt's companies would camp (here thal night. Judge Isaac Bullock and 
all the men at Fort Supply had gone to their assistance, liking all the cuter down no two 
years old, and Captain Ciranl had sent them ten additional horse teams. This assistance 
would meet them Oh (he 21 si, and they would soon noil inlo Forts Supply and Bridget 
where (hey are advised to tarry uniil spring. 

There was but litllc snow uniil they reached the east slope of the Big Mountain, and at 
the spring at the west base of that mouniain they met Elders Joseph A. Young. Brigham 
Young, juti., lerantorz Little and olhers, who had gone out to keep the road open. The 
snow was about waisl deep, for some (on rods on the summit* hut light and easily passed 
through.

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Captain Martin’s hand-cart company were all comfortable, stowed in wagons, and 
travel Ling from twenty-five to thirty miles a day, with Elder Charles flecker leading the 
first hundred. They camped on Green river on the 2 Is!, would reach Fort tiridger on the 
23rd, and this city, probably, on the 28th, and the other hand-cart hundreds wid doubtless 
arrive in quick succession. 

Elders l loses Stein, Heber P. Kimball, James Ferguson, and George W Grant were at 
the mouth of Echo Icanyon on the 24th, and will arrive this evening, the 25lh 
Thus (hrough the kind providences of the Almighty, notwithstanding so late a start, and 
the opposition of the wicked, and the raging of wintry storms, the immigration will all 
reach comfortable quarters for the winter, and lhat loo with far less mortality ih&n has 
oiler, attended companies amply supplied with all the customary' facilities for crossing 
the Plains. 

The brethren and sisters so opportunely relieved expressed unbounded gratitude for 
the prompt, energetic, and ample aid sent to their relief. And well might they he 
asionished to meet clothing, provisions, men and teams so liberally and bountifully 
provided, without money and wiihout price, a cirmcumstance so entirely unusual in their 
former experience.

Great Britain was the mother of many great nations The greatest of these was 
our beloved United States of America 

To her we owe much of our greatness as a country. In all classes of society, 
whether living in a mansion, or forced lo live in poverty, the English people used all their 
powers to live exemplary lives, and laugh! (heir children the principles of common 
morality and obligations with regards to society. 

John Toone, our great grandfather, was bom 10 John and Eli^abeih Reading 
Toune the IOth of April, MS 13, at Birmingham, Warwicks, England Being the eldest of 
fourteen children John had many advantages. He and his four brothers were all given a 
good education, as their father was a prominent builder and contractor Ln lxamington It 
was important to him that his sons learn the trades of plumber, plasterer, builder, painter 
and carpenter. 

Some of the special things John studied were law, medicine and music. He had a 
strong thirst for knowledge, reading and studying many books. He was a talented 
musician and played his cello in the Royal Orchestra of Queen Victoria, as well as at the 
old Sail Lake Theatre and Social Hall. Old lime dances al Croydon, Hcnefcr and Echo 
often heard the lively strains of John’s fiddle. 

John was about iwenty-two years of age when he met and fell in love wilfo a 
lovely and refined young lady whose name was Emma Prosser. She was bom April 26, 
I Sly, at Herefordshire, England, the- third child uf James and Mary Ann Morgan Prosser,, 
who had nine children, six girls and three boys. 
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Fmnna was i&ll and slender wilh brown hair and sparkling brown eyes, along wifh 
a lovely smle. She was reared in a eumlbrtahle home with nice clothes and pleasant 
surroundings. She grew up happy and secure 

She had a good education and special training in dressmaking and fancy sewing, 
which came in very handy in her pioneer years. 

John was a tall handsome fellow, well over sis feel, with an abundance of curly 
hair and smiling blue eyes. When he was twenty-three years old, and Emma bul 
seventeen, they were mamed in the [reamirtglon Chapel bn the 12lh of June, I £36. They 
made their home in Lcammgion, where sin of their eight children were born and two 
were buried. 

There had been Mormon missionaries in Leamington a numltcr of limes, bui l hey 
were not successful in making converts in that part ofHngland. 

in 184B Rrothcr Alfred Cordon, who had been converted years before was sent on 
a mission 10 England While in Leamington and Warwick he preached ihc gospel where 
Emma had relatives, and they were converted and baptized. 

The following is taken from Brother Cordon’s Journal and given to Sisier Dora 
Toonc Brough, by his great, great granddaughter, June Cordon CiarUdd. 

On April 3, IS49, he baptized Mr John Toonc of Leamington, who afterwards 
became an efficient elder. In conference, held April IS, LS49, he was vested by Elder 
Levi Richards, who had a commission io travel in any pert or England be so desired. On 
April 1849, John Toonc and William Chiveral were ordained Eiders. John was later 
appointed to preside over the branch. 

Emma was also bapiiaed in l £49, along with other members of the Prosser 

family. 

When Elder Cordon was released from his mission to return home, the Saints of 
the Warwick Conference presented him with contribution to help pay his expenses. 
Elder John Toone, representing ihe conference, wrote

"When a\ lust we re Ilea upon tlao lonely situation in which you found us, and ihc 
wonderful things that have transpired m this, so short a lime, we with reluctance say, ‘Go 
home, dear Brother Alfred, to the bosom of the family", but this event will cause lhe 
breaking fourth of many a tear. When we reflecl upon your past labors, your diligence 
and failhfulness lo build up Zion, by aiding her wilh converts from the land of our 
nativity, we will unite lo bless you in the name of Israel's God. We teslify lo all around 
lhai we have found lhe Church and Kingdom of the Living God. 1 ’ These quotations are 
from the Journal of Alfred Cordon, 

In IS50, John and Hmma were anxious to come to Utah and join the Saints. They 
began planning for their future in a new land. At this time (hey were expecting their 
sixth child. Little Ann was bom the 23nd of November, 1850 They loved the precious 
gospel, were humble and faithful and more than happy to make the sacrifices necessary 
to leave. 

In early winter, February I, 1851, the little family set sail for America, Marx 
Elizabeth, age 12; William Henry, age 10; Charles Jabez; age 8 and baby Ann. Soon 
after sailing Ann was taken ill and died on the I6lh of february, only 2 muruhs, 21 days 
old. The tiny girl was buried at sea. 

Can we mothers realize the anguish of Emma when she had to wrap her darling 
baby in a blanket and see tier casi inio the ocean? In those days ii took from six weeks lo 
(wo months lo make (he voyage by sailing vessel, the only way to travel, and if 
passengers died during the voyage they were buried al sea. Emma and John w r ere on their 
way to a new land, to make a home in the wesi, leaving Emma Georgema and Hezckiatl 
Prosser buned in (heir native land and baby Ann at sea. 

The voyage was lung and tiresome, with much sickness and hardship. They 
finally arrived in the USA in March of 1851, and made preparation to cross the plains 
They left Poitawatlomic June 7, 1851, in Caplam Thomas Howell's company They 
spent some time al a plate called 3attic Pigeon, Indiana, getting wagons and oxen ready. 
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There were 10 families, 79 souls, 12 wagons, 77 oxen, horses, sheep and calves They 
left (here June 7, l$52, just one year laier This company scot a letter on ahead io the 
presiding council in fcilt Lake, dated August 4th, Upper Ferry of the Platte River, signed 
by Captain Howell, John Toone clerk. The Idler stated they were on their way and 
hoping they would have food enough to carry them through. 

lliey arrived in Sail Uk? Valley the 27th of September, IS52, with their 

remaining three children. 

Soon after arriv.ng in Salt lake they bought a homestead about “[>" Streel and 
3rd Avenue, and built a nice four-room adobe house, where Emma kept busy sewing and 
taking care of her family 

She did beautiful fancy work for many noted women of Utah, and made burial 
clothing when needed. How happy Emma was when she could sil in the theatre in her 
hlflck, or brown, laee trimmed dress and set her John in the orchestra, playing the cello, 
or other times the viola, during the performance of a Shakespearean play or home 
dramatics. 

On the 19th of February, I&54 another son was born to Emma and John. They 
named him John Prosser. He was a strong, fine baby. I le was Ihei r 7th child 

This same year John was called to go back to England on a mission. This gave 
him a chance 10 preach the gospel to his family in Leamington. They were very nice to 
him and told him they loved him. but were not interested in his new Mormon religion. 

Emma was lonesome, but kept busy. She worked in the Primary, holding the 
position of [’resident for 20 years Little did she know that she would be sharing her John 
with two other wives soon after his return Irom his mission. 

While on his mission he converted a very nice young English school teacher by 
(he name of Hannah Wardle, bom the 2nd of April IS21, at Huokly Heath, Warw ickshire, 
England. She became his second wife on the 1st of February, I&57. She crossed the 
plains in the Martin Handcart Co. at age 35. 
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While returning from his mission in IS56, in Apostle Richards' Company, John 
met Jemima Cook. Jemima was the daughter of Richard Cook and fclizabeth Johns. To 
our knowledge she was the only one of her family to join the church Her early 
childhood was one of nine children, 5 boys and 4 girls, Jemima being the youngest 
daughter The children were all horn at Stoke Damercl, Devonshire, except Jemima 

When she became old enough she hadi to help support the family. Her schooling 
was very little, two or three months each winter, over a period of a few years, but she was 
bright and alert and learned the profession of a lailoress 

When she heard the Mormon missionaries preach the gospel, she became very 
interested, although her family was very much opposed to her listening to the if teachings 
and attending their meetings. She would slip away after they thought her in bed, and slip 
back in through the window unobserved. She was baptized in February 1854, against the 
wishes of her family 

She had the tailor, who had especially trained her, and for who she worked, hold a 
liitle of her earnings hack each week until sueh a lime AS she would be ready to stad for 
America. The njghi she left she wrote her parents a note, then she slipped quietly 
through the window. Her parents rushed to the hartier, but the ship had already set sail. 
She came to Utah in 1856, in Captain Edward Marlin's company. Her age was listed as 
28. She and Hannah crossing in the same company. 

She often pushed a handcart through IS inches of snow. One night she was so 
exhausted she tried to steal a ride on one of the wagons, and the teamster guide used his 
bull whip on her This incident was (old by Jemima to one of her granddaughters, with 
whom she used to live. Most of the way they suffered many hardships. She told of men 
digging graves where fires had been huming all night. This softened the ground, as it 
was frozen very hard. tJne night 18 souls were buried in one grave Captain Martin 
stated 576 persons Started the trek, there was 125 to 150 deaths enroule. 
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When their provisions ran oui ihey became very hungry Some ale the flesh from 
iheir own forearms, At nighi, when they stopped, their clothing was covered with ice and 
snow and frozen to iheir bodies Large fires were built to ihaw them out, only to have 
them awake in the morning and find two or three feet of snow on iheir heds. Some of the 
Saints were so exhausted they would ask to die, (hey felt they could not go on. Many did 
die and were buned only in (he deep snow. Mary lost hands, feet and legs from frost 
bile. 

Ifresidenl Young heard of their suffering and distress and seni men and provisions 
to help them. Ore of the greatest Mormon Scouts was Ephraim Hanks, and he said the 
storm during those three days was simply awful. In all his travels in the Roeky 
Mountains, before and after, he said, “I have seen no worse. It lay on the ground so deep 
it was impossible to move wagons through it. The sight that met my gaze, as I entered 
their camp, can never be erased from my memory. The starved forms and haggard 
countenances of the poor, suffering souls was enough to touch the stoutest heart. I was 
camped in South Pass one night and earnestly prayed for meat to Eake lo the starving 
saints. Upon arising next morning, a bullalo crossed my pdtli. 1 shot il and took it (o the 
starving sainis.” 

John was one of the many men sent to help rescue the Sainis. 

At a place colled Devil's Gale, in Wyoming, John again met Jemima, lie asked 
her if she were going to cross the river in the morning. She told him she was. The river 
was deep and the water had chunks of ice in iL She sat down to remove her shoes to 
wflde it. Instead John picked her up arid carried her across the river to safety. I le also 
helped push her handcart This was when iheir courtship began 

She had remained ai Winter Quarters for some time before leaving with the saints 
for the Rocky Mountains. The faith of these saints was surely tried, and yet, in the face 
of so many obstacles, they had courage to go on, slopping each Sunday lo worship and 
give thanks for their new found true religion. 
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The following year Jemima gave birth to another son, Felix, bom the 25th of 
August, 1K59, in Salt Late. John and Jemima had seven children, four sons and three 
daughters, all bom in Sail l^ake, except Emma Jemima, I heir 5lh child, who WAS born m 
Croydon, Utah, the 15th of November, 1865. She was given ihe name of John’s two 
wives. The two youngest girls were bom in Sail late, Caroline, bom the 16th of 
November, 1867, andfilizalieih, bom May 20, IR7I 

In 1862, John Prosser, Emma's youngest son, who was almost ten years old, his 
two brothers, William henry; 21, and Charles Jabe/-, 19, and their father were sent to 
Lost Creek < Later named Croydon) by President Brigham Young to hdp build up the 
town, In October of 1865 Lost Creek was first organized into a branch of (he church. 

In 1865 William Henry married Hannah Webb and Charles Jabo? married Sarah 
Augusta Squires- They both made their homes in Croydon. John Prosser remained in 
Salt Italic with his mother. As most boys, he was very unhappy, because he fell he was 
big enough to go along with his big brothers and father. 

As John (raveled hack and fodh between Salt Lake and Croydon, he continued to 
serve church affairs and families. Emma and Jemima were alone much of the time. 

It wasn’t until 1871 that John and Jemima, with their youngest child, Elizabeth, 
who was but six months old at the time, moved to Croydon to make it a permanent home. 

Emma chose to remain in her comfortable home in the Salt Lake 20th Ward area, 
where she had served in the Primary for so many years, and had many friends Her 
daughter, Elizabeth, had married John Lyon in April of 1857, and lived close by her. 
Emma was lonesome at times, hut always enjoyed the company of her grandchildren, 
who stayed, with her often. 

En her later Life she had several illnesses and was obligated to give up Primary 
and sewing for others. For several weeks she was very ill, and her family took turns 
fitting by her bedside. She passed away April 7, 1889, age 70 years, with her son 
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Charles, sillily by her side. She had many trials and heartaches, but she loved the 
precious gospel and was humble antI faithful to the end 

John was tall, with an abundance or Curly white hair and long white beard, a 
description given by many of his grandchildren. He carried a walking stick, and a dog 
was always at his heels. I le always had such exciting stories 10 iell about people, places, 
and things. E le would teach the children songs and music, and he sang with them, as they 
listened to him play his fiddle, as he often called it. 

13c was the father of 17 children, 91 grandchildren, numerous great-grandchildren 
and couniless greal, great grandchildren. He died jusi four years after Emma s passing, 
the 31 August, 1893, at the age of SO years. 

Jemima was age 63 at the time of John's death, As a young woman she had been 
tiny in stature, with small hands and foci, brown hair and blue eyes. As she grew older, 
her weight wtls always a problem. Her son used lo call her, jokingly, L a little round 
butter ball." She was almost as round as she was tall. 

The life of a polygamist wife was anything bui smooth sailing. Many jealousies 
and bad feelings, among children, and wives, were often a problem The men’s 
dedication to church affairs left wives alone much of the lime in those days. 

Jemima loved the gospel but was very shy at taking part in public affairs. Her 
first and last concern was always John and the children 

After Jemima's- health began failing, she went to live with her children. She lived 
for a iime with her son, Benjamin, at Echo, and also Lyon. As her health continued to 
fail, she went to live with her youngest daughter, Elizabeth (Bessie) Hardy in Morgan, 
Utah. Jemima helped raise a grandson, Joseph Toone, son of Felix, whose wife died at 
Echo, Utah, when the hoy was bom 

Jemima lived 14 years after John's death, and died the 3rd of January, 1907, age 
79, She was buried in Croydon, by the side of her husband, John, m the beautiful little 
vailey where they helped build a settlement.

Ultima Prosser, Hannah tfardelt, and Jemima Cook 
As early ns the days of Nauvoo in church in story, music ;i n d drama have played 
an iinponani part in the lives of our brave faithful; and God fearing pioneer ancestors. 
There was always a congregation of singers among pioneer groups arid some of the 
hymns sung were composed in the early days of the church. A fine choir of singing 
people was organized in Nauvoo and when the Saints Soil for (he far wesi they had iheir 
hymns, which they sang every day. 

President Brigham Young called William Clayton before him and asked him to 
compose a song which would encourage the Saints on their wearisjorne jouney. It was m 
this way that we received the famous song, “Come, Come Ye Saints,” which our famed 
Tabernacle Choir sings. today. 

When the courageous pioneers 1 homes were burned and their crops destroyed m 
the field, they were forced to cross a track Less prairie for refuge. When they buried loved 
ones on the plains in shallow graves, in their grief, they Stilt continued, on their journey. 
How could ill be well under circumstances of their difficult journey and how could all be 
well when their own ancestors continued on to this great valley to stand the threats or 
establishing a new settlement in the desert knowing want and deprivation and their 
children unable to survive the severe winters'’ 

But in spite of all their trials, discouragements and loss of loved ones, with their 
great faith they gathered together in the evening weary, aching and sore- They danced 
and sang praises to our Father in Heaven trying desperately to take their minds From the 
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long journey ahead And so our beloved Mormon pioneer? with whom John Toonc 
played a part became a singing people. Practically every family had a copy of the old 
Hymn Book published in IK44 

John Toonc, a tail handsome man of Irish and English descent,, the eldest of 
fourteen children received a good education. He came lironi a well known prosperous 
family. His grandfather, John, as a very young man wiih his brother had Sell Ireland 
many years before because of differences in pel iiical views. I (is brother became a 
seaman while John settled m England, lie learned the building business, built Mount 
Nod Hill Farm house in which John's father lived and reared his family. John received a 
good education - siuding law, medicine and music. His love of music secured him a 
position in ihe Queen's band. The Queen wished him well when she learned he wias 
leaving lo the United Slates with his wife and children to join a strange religion She 
said, “If you should decide to return to England there shall again be a place for you m the 
band.” 

In April of ISM 7. the slarl for the Rocky Mountains wias made from Winter 
Quartets for the historical pilgrimage. President Young had enlisted a compnay of men 
to play an active pari in IJlahns undreamed play house. The organization was Captain 
William Pills brass hand. 

This famous Brass Band organized in Nauvuo cheered up ihe people as they 
crossed (he plains and astonished everyone with evidence of wonderful training and 
musicianship, giving cheer, comfort, and courage to ihe people when lhey began building 
their homes in the Sail l^ike Valley. 

John crossed the plains five times helping emigrants to Utah. It was in September 
of IS52 that he brought his firsi wife, Emma, and children to Utah. 

A family story is lold of one irip crossing the plains. A large hand of Indians 
came upon them, the Saints were terrified because they did not know what to expect. 
Grandfather John walked up (0 (hem, greeted them, picked up his viola, and played 
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softly, started singing in his beautiful high tenor voice, Tome Tell Mi; Redman Where 
You Live and Why You Roam" I understand this song was in one of the very first 
Latter-day Saint Hynui books After John finished playing, the Indians turned their 
horseH and quietly rode away. The nest morning bright and early the Indians wore back 
again insisting that John sing and play his viola again. So you see, the Indians also loved 
music, 

President Brigham Young appointed Charles Thomas to take charge of the first 
orchestra in the Salt Lake Theatre. He had the honor of directing the music for the first 
pl ay given The members of the original orchestra were as follows:

An ophiclcide is a deep toned brass wind instrument, tube bent double and having 
finger keys. Mr. Thomas conducted his unpaid orchestra for the theatre for more than 
two years when he was called on a mission to St. George 

In ISSS a tew mouths after the arrival of George P. Careless, President Brigham 
Young appointed him chief musicam of the chinch and new director of the orchestra. 
Very soon after taking charge of (he orchestra Mr. Careless decided eighteen men in the 
organization was far too many for convenience and reduced the number to seven arid 
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urged from that lime on the members be paid S3.00 for each, performance. This did not 
affect John as be had already 3efl to fill a mission lei I inland in 185^ leaving his wife 
and family in Salt Late. 

Upon his return from England in 1856, he met Hannah Warded and Jemima Cook 
whom he married in 185?. Johnson’s army arrived this same year so John moved his 
three wives to Payson, Utah for iheir safety. 

The winters were severe with very Jinte conveniences limma's infant son died 
July 1858 and his second wife Hannah gave birth lo twin babies. She and both babies 
died and were buried at Payson, U tah. 

John still found lime for his music and played at every opportunity„ for dances, 
church socials, and other functions. After I he army trouble was over the family moved 
back to Salt l.ake. Much of John's Spare time upon returning to Salt Lake was playing at 
the old Social Hal] OF any other function where he felt needed. 

In the year 1850 the Deseret musical and dramatics association came into being 
The orchestra members were selected from the Nauvoo Band, at (his time there was no 
place suitable to hold a performance so with the consent of President Young, ihey built a 
Bowery where church meetings were being held. This was located, on the Temple block, 
this primitive structure consisted of posts set tn the ground. Upon these crude pillars 
long poles were laid and securely fastened with wooden pegs and strips of rawhide. Tins 
frame work was overlaid with timber and brush which formed a substantial root", 
insufficient in wind and min but good shelter from the sun. Its dimensions were forty by 
twenty-eight feet. A space in from was reserved for the choir. At first seals were 
improvised from whatever article came handy* but in due time crude benches were made, 

liter in the year 1850', another bowery referred to as the Old Bowery was built. 
This structure had brick walls, pillars, beams and a roof evidently this building was used 
for only two years as Soci«] Hall was erected during the year 18,51, It was located on 
State Street between South Temple and First South The size of this building was forty 
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by eighty feel with a stage iweiiiy by forty feet. lire auditorium which was forty by sixty 
feet, bad a seating capacity of about three hundred and fifty. The auditorium had a slant 
floor. The basemem lull was used for dancing, parties, and banquets, The building was 
made of adobe and had a shingle roof A( fust homemade furniture as scenery was. used. 
The foot lights were tallow candles. On New Years 1853, Social Hall was dedicated and 
formally opened 

In 1857 due to (he arrival of Johnston's Army to Utah, all thought of 
entertainment was banished from the minds of the Saints Durmg the years 1857 io 1859 
no record of activity functions were made In 3 859, Social Hall was reopened and 
attempts were made to revive the dramatic activities, but most of the old favorites were 
gotta to the mission field or to various theatrical companies. 

9n 1859 a new dramatics company was organized by Phillip Margetls, but since 
the company was organized without the approval of President Young, they had no place 
to present their plays. Harry Rowering, who wan (hen huilding a new home on First 
South between 3rd and 4th Rase in Salt Sake City, was interested in drama and came to 
their assistance. 

The partitions for the house had not yet been put in so they decided lo use the 
entire ground floor for a 3title theatre. A stage was huilr m one end and rising tiers of 
lumber seats were built in the auditorium which held fewer than one hundred people. Il 
was known as the Bowsing Theatre, EYesident Young was invited to attend a 
performace there with his family. He was very much impressed an in his speech he said, 
Ll The people must have amusement as well as religion/" From then on President Young 
began dreaming of the Sail Lake Playhouse. 

A small crude theatre was built at Camp Floyd Wyoming in 1858 by the soldiers 
who became restless. It opened on November 12, 1868 as the Military Dramatics 
Association Portions of the scenery had actually been printed with mustard, common 
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chalk iim! blacking used far heals. Their talents and original ideas were very 
praiseworthy. The assoc ial ion disbanded when the army was called cast. 

The Sainls increasing interest in music and drama hastened President Young’s 
decision to build a playhouse in Sail l.uke Valley The building of' the l heal re w^s a 
community project. Men were call led to work and assigned to jobs according to their 
training. They laid a foundation and built a house which they thought would last forever. 
The men excavated, sawed, molded and hauled adobe, manufactured nails, carpentered, 
lathed, plastered and painted each according to his appointment. The majority of them 
received their pay in written promises of theatre tickets. There were many difficullics to 
over come in the building of the theatre. An old water wheel on City Creek, just north of 
the playhouse, furnished the power for hoisting the massive timbers used in its 
construction. 

I low to obtain iron and steel was another problem, but the ever resourceful 
President Young remembered in the course of the Utah War that many Ciovcmmcnt 
wagons had been burned or destroyed at Fort Bridgcr Wyoming. He immediately sent a 
number of men to collect (he discarded metal and bring it lo Sail Lake where it was 
hammered into nails. 

John Toune and family helped with the interior painting and decorating. The 
property man, Charles Millard, with the help of Mr C. Ifaker manufactured everything 
from fruit, Towers, vases, goblet^ food stuff, chairs, benches, guns, pistols, etc.* all of 
which were carved from wood. John .Squires, who became the father-in-law of Charles J. 
Toontr, John’s son, was barber and wig maker. I t is said there were none belter. 

for the first ten years, three hundred eighly-fivc lamps furnished the lighting. 
Many a bucket of sand was thrown on blazing lamps, In July of 1872, gas lamps 
illuminated the theatre. The first electric power was furnished by (he railroad company. 
!f ihe stage happened to be wet and a man stepped on it, ii would knock him down, a 
trifling and humorous incident repeated many times. 
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Many a man watching the entertainment ill night tad done the roughest of pioneer 
work during I he day. Perhaps he tad grubbed sage for an order for a theatre ticket, 
perhaps he tad grubbed in the Held, irrigated an orchard Or dug a water ditch, perhaps he 
had helped at building a sawmill or bka/mg a trail up to the mountain pines 11 may be he 
had brought down a Load of logs and stood thereafter for many hours in rain and shine in 
the wood yard opposite the playhouse until he had sold the load of firewood and the pay 
he received might have been partly used for his admission fee. 

A strange liond existed between stage and audience. All were friends, they would 
meet in daily labor They would dance together. They might bear their testimony in the 
same meeting house, or listen to the same sermon on Sunday, every actor a brother, every 
actress a sister Their salaries were partly paid in that which had hcen received by the 
church as religious tithes. The men as comedian and audiences chiseled granite together 
on Temple Square. All were one big happy family. More than that each and every 
performer was likely to be cal Led on a mission (0 T'urope or to the stales or called to a 
church position. 

After President Young’s death, the corporation deeded the property to John 
Taylor For the sum of Si 25. He sold it to John Jitarp for $62 the same year. In 1879 u 
was sold (o Salt Lake Dramatics Association for $74.50. The theatre was always 
controlled by the Mormon people yet it was never denied to those of different faiths, 
loved by all classes, it was the last of its kind in America. Surely it was a cathedral of 
the people, having a rich musical heritage for music. Its hands and orchestras as well as 
choral music were ktwwn throughout the country. 

In 1928, it had been decided the old Historic Theatre must go the way of most 
man made structures. Although the foundation and walls could have stood many more 
year, those who owned d fell it must go. So the old playhouse, whose mission seemed to 
have been full filled and its mighty purpose served, was turn down. Many of the people 
who had enjoyed the pleasures of this old pLayhousc shed tears, yet in their hearts they 
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thanked the old iKcatrc for the many hours of happiness they had spent within its walls. 
”11 was a treasured house built with love, sweat, and tears by our beloved Mormon. 
Pioneers,’' of which John Toonc, our grandfather played a small pan. 

In 1873 h he was called lo Morgan County to help pioneer that part of Ulah. His 
two eldest soils, Charles and Henry along with their families had settled there several 
years earlier. Sometime later John moved Ins thtrd wife Jemima Coot and children to 
Croydon, Morgan County, and built a home there and helped build a town from a 
sagebrush wilderness. His wife Emma remained in Salt lake. John traveled back and 
forth whenever possible. His love for Emma and the theatre were soil dear to his heart. 
In Croydon he was always happy when teaching music, especially the children. He led 
the Choir, supplied music for dances and other function*. He was the schoolmaster, the 
music teacher, doctor, and lawyer in the town for many years. He also served as clerk for 
the small branch that was organized in the year (863 Loyd Toonc a grandson still has 
the old bass violin played by John that gave so many happy hours to his children., 
grandchildren and our courageous Mormon Pioneers.

The firs* settlers in the valley arrived in 1862. Names of early settlers were : 
Thomas Condie, j Q. loone r George Shill, Charles Shill, John Tonne. Charles 
Blackwell, Joseph Blackwell, George Knight, James Walker, Charles Burling, Levi 
Savage, Ephraim Swan, Gibson C&ndie, George Thackeray, William Chapman, Solomon 
Edwards, Thomas Cook, William Ptobert, John E^tidon, Charles Tot>ne. and John Casto 
Many of these moved away and others moved tn John llopkin, William Bower, W. A. 
Flagstaff, G- K Bowering, 0, Wilde, Charles Collerell, J. Mole, James Boxworth, Rob 
Stokes, William, John, and Thomas Palmer. 

In IS63, a branch was organized in conjunction with she llenefer Branch. They 
held meetings on alternating weeks, mostly tn homes of members. I^evi Savage was 
Presiding Elder 

In 1864, a public building was buili and used for church, school, and social 
functions. In 1865, Croydon became an independent branch. James Walker was 
appointed Presiding Elder He was succeeded by George Shill and Ephraim Swan 

When the Morgan Stake WAS organic on July t 4 1877, by Apostles Ixircnzo 
Snow and Franklin D. Richards, Willard G, Smith was appointed Slake President. At 
that time, the Croydon Ward was organized with John llopkin, Bishop; George Knight 
and George K. Bowering, counselors. 

Since that time, several.noteworthy men have served in similar church capacities, 
namely: George Knight, George R. Thackeray, Frank Hnpkii^ Thomas Condie, Fred 
Clark, Wm, H, Toonc, James M. Took, Claudius C. Toone, Mark Thackeray, Charles 
ITieedore London, and Marcus Reed Wilde Jr, David Chappel Wilde is Bishop al Ihc 
present lime. 
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En the fat] of 1 S.75„ the Relief Society was organized. with Helen (Ellen) Condie 
Thackeray as President. Jn 1885, President Thackeray cautioned the sisters, “We are 
living in trying times. While in prosperity and, peace, wc should serve God and cncouage 
our daughters not to follow the pndc and fashion of (he world." 

August 23, ] K73, (he YLMIA wa_s organised with Sarah Augusta Toone as 
President. 

October 28, 1879, the Primary’ was organized with Mm. Elizabeth Blackwell as 
President. 

April 1877, the YMMiA was organized with iohn London as E’residenl. 

Joseph Blackwell was the first Sunday School Superintendent. 

All of these organizations have continued to fund ion up unti] the present time — 

m2 

In July of 1977, the Croydon Ward held a Centennial Celebrauon, it being 100 
years since the organization of (he ward. A history of the ward was Compiled by Mr and 
Mrs. Eric Wilde and Jeff London A fine program and dinner was huldl for all members 
and former members of (he ward, Apostle L. Tom Perry and his wife were present. 
Everyone enjoyed this Special day under the direction of Bishop 3>avid Chappel Wilde 

Every Christmas Eve (for a number of years) a ward parly is held where all young 
and old take pari on Ihe program and then Santa comes and presents all the children with 
a hag of candy and nuts. Everyone looks forward to this special occasion and then lo 
return home after the joyous evening to a home already furnished with a heauiifully 
decorated tree that had been gleaned by the individual families from the nearby 
mountains. 

The early settlers enjoyed celebrating Ihe Tnurth and Twenty-Fourth of July. On 
Ju3y24 n 1575, JohnToonc wrote to ihe Deseret News as follows. 

“The inhabitant? of Croydon, Morgan County, feel delighted with (be present 
positions and prospects...As a people we try to appreciate our position as a part of the 
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body poliiic and as a church people we rejoice, and envy none who differ from us. in 
opinion, asking nothing hut cur constitutional rights, that we may still live and be happy. 
Some of us can look back and see what ii has cost us to establish ourselves so far... Oh 
what a contrast loday Our Sunday and day schools are having a fine holiday, singing by 
the choir, prayer by the chaplain,, orations by the brethren, recitations by the children, 
dancing and song with a variety of other amusements common to the holiday. We have 
good prospects for abundant harvest. Our little valley seems like paradise...." 

Croydon lias always been an agnculluml communtiy, alfalfa and small grains the 
most productive. Larly in ils history they were plagued with grasshoppers that ate up the 
crops and the settlers had a hard time finding feed for the animals. 

As time went on and the blessings of the Lord were poured out upon the village, 
cattle end sheep herds grew and many farmers grew and prospered. Today all are 
farming with modem equipment. 

Morgan Canning Company felt lhai Croydon would be an ideal place to raise 
peas In 1916, a pea vinery was built, but it was not successful as the season was too 
Short for the peas to mature. 

I hc vinery needed electricity lo run U Wc find in the courthouse records where 
the cement plant gave Utah Power and Light an easement to take a power line across 
their property. This was the beginning of belter and brighier days Tor Croydon. 

Electricity was a blessing to the town. 

When the Union Portland Cement Plant was built and put into operation in 1907, 
some of the men of Croydon went there to work. Several of the younger generation have 
found good employment there at Ihe present time. 

The nearby town of Devil's Slide has been a blessing to Croydon since it provided 
a grocery store, community doctor, drugstore, and a movie was shown at least once a 
week. The people of Croydon appreciated this service. 
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Wood, and coal were iho only sources ofheaE for many years Wood was plentiful 
from the nearby hills. Coal was obtained from the coal mines at Coalville, Summit 
County, Utah. A coal mine was found up Lost Creek in I oone Hollow, li didn'i prove lo 
t>e very good coal, so no mining was done ihcre. When Alonzo Hopkin was serving as a 
senator, ho was responsible for persuading Mountain Fuel Supply company lo extend (he 
natural gas line to the (own. '('he main line went around the base of the mountain at the 
south of (ho low'd ft was in the early IMF's when gas came lo Croydon. Most every 
family turned! to gas for healing and cooking purposes. 

For many years as the ranchers prepared to sell their live-stock, (he animals were 
driven over the back road to Hcnefer where there was a loading chute fur Union Pacific 
Railroad cars. From (here they would be shipped to (he buyer's destitution As (he 
(rucking industry grew, shipping by railroad became almost nil until the loading chutes 
and yards were done away with 

When (he Union Pacific Railroad was being built through Weber Canyon, it 
provided much needed work for the men of the community, as crickets hud devoured the 
Crops for (wo years in ft row. The wage was S5.O0 a day. They fell u was a blessing from 
God 

Water (o irrigate (he crops was obtained from Lost Creek At the very beginning 
of (he settlement, dilches were made lo carry water to all (he thirsty ground. In fact, ih rec 
were dug * (he tup, middle, and lower ditches. An irrigation organization was also 
formed and is still in essence today. Springs on the nearby hills provide water for the 
homes. Watelines to the home had to be dug si* feet deep to keep the lines from freezing 
in the winter. Relow zero temperatures were not uncommon then, or now, 19SH. 

SCHOOLS 

School districts were established in Morgan County soon alter the county 
government was organized fLn February 17, 1S62, Philemon C. Merrill was appointed 
commissioner of Education. 
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On December 7, 1863, District No 9 (the portion of the county lying on Lost 
Creek, Croydon) was formed I7 k first trustees apponted in this district were Charles 
Shill, James Walker and Thomas Condie. They were appointed on March 7, 18*4. Over 
the years, a few of the others who have served on the school hoard of the county are: R. 

C Toonc, Thomas R. Condie, A j. London, James S Hopkin, Newton Amos Toonc, 

George Robert Thackerary, Marcus Reed Wilde, Jr. 

During the first year or two, school classes were held in the homes of members. 
In 1864, a log school house was built by donation which served for all public purposes ■ 
ecclesiastical, social and school - until a more commodious budding was erected This 
larger building served for all community activities until September 10, 3910. On that 
date, a school board meeting was held and the building was deeded to the Croydon Ward 
of the Church of Jesus Christ ofl aiter-day Saints for the sum of $300 and ground io erect 
a new school building on This building served unlit about 1924 when the first six grades 
went to Devils Slide to school. The 7th and 8th grates went to Morgan. The school 
building then set idle until 1931 when it was sold to the Croydon Ward for J LOO. St was 
remodeled and converted into a ward chapel and is still being used for that purpose as of 
1982. 

Early day school teachem were: John Waiftswright, W. Chapman, Charles 
hunting, Jt., Mary Bunting, John Toonc, fleorgc K, lowering, J. S Barrett, and James 
M Mason. 

In 1936, a now grade school building was erected in Morgan, with the idea of 
consolidating all the county schools. Devils Slide didn’t want to consolidate at that time. 
The people of Croydon in 1937 felt that inasmuch as their children were tracked to 
Devils Slide, they might just as well go on to Morgan. A petition was formed, signed and 
presented to school Superintendent, J. R. Tippetts, and about two weeks after school 
began, Croydon children joined with the other children of the county at the new school in 

Morgan. 
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On April 27 t IS76, George K. powering wrote to the Deseret News as follows- 
'■'ll gives me pleasure 10 inform you (hat Croydon, in (he mailer ol cdijcaton, is not 
behind any Eown in Utah - Far sis months a good day school has been in session, in which 
the scholars had rapidly advanced under the direction of an energetic teacher, who has 
given full satisfaction Great credits due to the school trustees for paying their teachers 
punctually. All the people are interested in education...." 

In IW6, the teacher received £52.00 per month. 

In ]M66 a Gibson Condie reports in his journal the following 
LL The brethren in the other valley formed a corporation to make a wagon road 
from Echo down to the mouth of Weber Canyon. The road was- made wide enough for 
two wagons to pass I had an interest in the ioad and worked 015 it. It was called a toll 
road and the cost was SI 00 per trip. Made things more lively,, more traffic, more teams 
came along every day. Before, we were shut off from the world as there was no road. ' 

Prior to the advent of the automobile and improvement of the Leho Canyon road, 
the counties of Morgan and Rich had established a county road for travel between the 
two counties. This road was located up Ixist Creek through Tmil Canyon, to the summit 
and boundary line betwieen the counties, [hence down Salcradus Creek to Woodruff, 
Utah. This road was used for travel until 1928 when Trail Canyon and Saleradus sections 
were abandoned and dosed for use as a public road by the two counties. 

Hie road between Croydon and Morgan, the county scat, was quite hazardous, 
especially during the winter months and at high water time. Lyon L. loone said. We 
had to cross the Weber River 13 times to gel to Morgan It took a full day to go there and 
back with osen. Two days were required to go to Salt Lake City by way of Coalville, and 
Parley 's Canyon ” 

With automobiles coming on the market so that the average citizen could own 
one, it became necessary for roads to be improved. It was a slow process from plain dirt 
roads to gravel, to cement, to* asphalt The road going over the summit from Croydon to 
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Hcntfer was the main traveled road through the canyon and was known as the Old 
Lincoln Highway Eventually, a road was built from Nencfcr lo Devils Slide through 
wha\ was called "The Narrows" !t followed the Weber River and naturally, became the 
main highway. As cars became more plentiful and people traveled more, it was 
necessary EO widen ihe road through ‘The Narrows ” The construction company decided 
to mute traffic from Hcnefer through Croydon and back lo the highway at Devils Slide 
This was done in the late I950’s and in so doing they oiled ihe road from Henefer, 
through Croydon to Devils Slide. II was a generous ael and made the detour much more 

pleasant. 

Air travel didn't bypass Croydon, even though ii was a tiny out-of-the-way place, 
high up in the mountains. In about 1939 or 1940, two planes made bnef slops. ITic fim 
one landed in an alfalfa fidd across the road from the Thackeray home. The second was 
about a month or so later. It Landed in a field ihsi at one time belonged to John E, 
Condie. The community had no drastic problems to report to the pilot of either plane and 

in a short lime they were again in the air and on their way. 

Later, iwo planes crashed iti Ibe Lost Creek area and both pilots lost their lives. 
The first was reported (o have been a mail plane and wasn’t discovered lor some time - 
about two years The second was in the early l«0’s. It was piloted by Don Snow of 
IJcweyvilk, Utah. The plane and body were soon found, lie was looking for a place to 

go deer hunting. 

THE CROYDON POST OFFICE 

The little pioneer log cabin post office at Croydon, Morgan county, Utah, has 
attracted much attention ihe past few years. The cabin was huill by John London who 
became the second postmaster in Ociober ISSS. Charles Bunting was the first 

postmaster, dale unknown 

from Ociober tBBS to January 1893. John Bunting carried mail by horaeback 
(three limes a week) lo Echo to caleh (he mail train and bring mail back to Croydon. 
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Daily mail was begun in 1893 in Croydon, John London weal by horse and buggy 
to the Croydon Dcpol (now Devil s Slide) lo lake and pick up the mail from the mail 
train. He served in this capacity for 30 years. Nest lo line was Joseph E Rees, 

]917-1933: Mark Thackeray„ one year, John. E. Condie, a short lime; Clifford l^ndon, 
1934-60, a period of 26 years; Faye London became postmistress in I960 and still is, as 
of December 19SI. 

Clifford London and Mrs. Faye London took care of the mail m the same log 
cabin that was built hy John London prior to becoming the second postmaster. I le built it 
for a home and the posi office became part of the home. Ai the present time, it just 
houses the posi office. There are 39 mat! boxes being used at the present - t98L 

Flumtar Creek (or l ost Creek, as the early seniors called M> would dry up in the 
summer months about three miles up from where it flowed into the Weber River, but by 
the time ii reached the river it had regained its natural flow. 

In writing about the early landowners of the Lost Creek area, we will begin with 
the Crouch ranch. Jack Mole was ihe first owner of ihis ranch, ii, B Crouch came next 
with his sons, Melvin and Herbert H. Eventually, Melvin and his wile, Rachel, lived and 
raised their family there. Alter Melvin's reliremem, his son, Wayne, took over and is (he 
present owner. 

The farm Charles 1. Penlz owns, was owned by a man named John Casio. John 
Hopkin was ibe next. I lis son, James S. I lopkin, was nexl He sold to David Eddington 
Royal Thackeray and his brother Mark bought from Eddington They worked ihe ranch 
until 1927 when Mark became sole owner. Mark sold lo John Siephans and sons of 
llenefer about June 1957. They sold to Charles I. Penti aboui 1963. He still owns ihe 
place - 1992. 

The Toone farm, where John and Uraine Toone live, was originally farmed by 
Ephriam Swann. When be was called to Preston. Idaho, his son-in-law, Lyon L. Toone, 
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owned the ground. Lyon L. Trane homesteaded Ibe ground {alter government survey) 
and when ids estate was settled, John Trane and his son, Loyd, bought the plate. I he 

present John Toone is die son of l^oyd Trane 

The ranch up Cedar Canyon was owned by two or three families but eventually 
George R Thackeray purchased all of it He also purchased several sections of 
government owned ground. About 1933, Royal and Horace Thackeray purchased the 
ranch from their father and look care of until 1961 when it was sold to Wood Peterson of 
Sail Uke City. He Still owns it - 19K2- 

Across the creek and road from Cedar Canyon is Pine Canyon. It was mainly 
used for grazing by sheep men. During the grasshopper epidemic it wu at the head of 
Pine Canyon where the town people found food for their animals. It is now owned hy the 
Alma Rictimsand Albert Wilde families. 

Nest comes the Turner ranch. Before the iumers, tuckers and Kirks were 
owners. Then came Jack Turner. He sold to James l rane. I !e sold, to Alva Rust and the 
present owner ts Richard Jensen of bountiful, Utah 

Qilderslecve had no permanent settlers but the Turner brothers, Bert, Joe, and 
George Turner had a dry farm there and also herded sheep there. They didn’t stay very 
long. Mr. Etcheverry {a sheep man) runs it now. 

The next place at the mouth of Toone Canyon was owned by Charles Jabez 
Toone It was sold 1o Merrett Jones. Royal Thackeray bought it front Jones and he 
turned it over to Charles Stanley Pentz, a son of Charles I. Ptntz Charles 1 Punnt had 
been taking care of it. 

Another Toone ranch was homesteaded by W. H, '['rane, Sr. It eventually fell 
into the hands of Claudius C. Toone. When he became ill his son, Paul C. Toone, took 
over and has made a lot of improvements there They also purchased the lower pari of 
the Eddington ranch 
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The Eddington ranch was first owned by Mr. John Casta. Then, the Palmers - 
John, William, and Thomas. Then. David Eddington took over and as years went try has 
sons, Glen, Lavai n, Grant, and Mack, worked it Finally, it was sold - the lower pan to 
[’aid Toonc and the upper to a Mr. Omd from tknefer, 

Above this area arc two canyons located across from each other, namely,, I lei I and 
I'aradise, used mainly for gracing. Cool was found in this area bul was ol poor quality 
and never was mined to any great cstent. 

Around 1K85, several herds of caitle were driven from Morgan lo summer pasture 
to the upper Losl Creek area. The Kamual Francis herd was one. They herded in the 
South Fork of lost Creek [it 1KK9, Joseph E. Francis Filed on a homestead in what is 
known as Francis Canyon. On June 4, 3904, a corporal ion was formed to operate under 
the name of S, Francis and Sons Company. Articles of Incorporation papers xverc filed 
with Morgan County and the Stale of Utah. Business of ihc company was buying, selling 
and herding cattle. Itiis company is still in existence today - 1982. 

The Hcincr family of Morgan also had holdmgs in (his upper Losl Creek area. 
There is a lovely spot in the upper I.osl Creek area called China Town ll is a 
miniature Bryce Canyon. Ii has never been developed as a recreation area because of 
having to cross people’s property in gel to it, which would cause too many problems. 
This sce nic wonder was just one of ihe recreational spots for Croydon residents I hat 
prompiod the early pioneers lo call Croydon, ’’The Valley of Paradise.’ 

In the early days of the community, the main north and souih street served as a 
track, for the Fourth of July horse races. The men took pride in racing their best horses 
and ihe women enjoyed the day in the sun for a mometU of relaxation 

For other recreational opportunities, the 1-osE Creek served many a folk as a 
swimming hole. Of course, if you wanted, to comb your hair after a swim you had to 
walk to the “Devil’s Looking Glass” an amazing rock formation situated between 
Devil's Slide and Croydon and adjacent to Lost Creek To understand the full legend one 
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nccth to know that the Devil took his daily bath by sliding down “Devil's Slide” and then 
hiking w the “Looking Glass” to comb his hair. It is surmised thai Old Man Beesky 
musi have given the name to the rttfk formation since he was the original owner of the 

property. 

If a spectacular view of the valley was desired, all you bad lo do was hike to the 
lop of the Little Red Hill jusi north and cast of the LDS Chapel, or climb (he "Banana 
glope” of (he big mountain that separated Croydon from the “Narrows. 

For (he. sped* enthusiast large mule deer abounded for fall bunting, and Ixist 
Creek gave up its share Of rainbow troni to the anglers. 

It was believed by many that bear, lion, cougaT and coyote could also be found in 
ihe hills surrounding Croydon. I listory wouldn't be complete without including I he pcsiy 
woodtick, the burrowing woodchucks and ihe ever present rattlesnakes that kept every 
hunter and biker alert and on their toes while enjoying mother nature 

Perhaps a binls-cye view of the town would help paim a picture of the community 
itself which, for the mosi part, was centrally located around the town hall Driving nonh 
into town down the old Lincoln Highway, the Walker home was the first residence seen 
It was also one of the fust early homes in the valley. Traveling a few hundred led on 
down the mad and to the right was the George Robert Thackeray home that was built 
after a fire in 1912 destroyed the original home Nestled in the trees just a stone’s (brow 
away was the Gibson Condie home, no longer in existence. The Hornet H Thackeray 
home, built in 1930, was on the west side of the main highway. In 1960, Ibis road was 
designated as 6900 North Street- 

Moving on north was the original rock borne of George !"hackcray. I-.ighlecn inch 
walls afforded the home warmth in the winter and coolness in Ihe summer. In 1916, the 
home, then owned by Howard, a son of George, sold the dwelling to Joseph E. Rees and 
wife, Blanche Thackeray, By this time the premises included the one and only general 
mercantile Store in (he valley. 
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The Tootic home, a three-generation structure which housed (he Lyon, Newton, 
and Sherman Toone famines, was on down the road and to the east Directly across the 
street was the large, white, two-story home of John E. “Jack” Condic. His place is well 
remembered because of the large apple orchard that surrounded die huuse Today, grain 
and alfalfa fields belie the existence of the house. 

Going cm north, Ihe John London homo can still be seen today The original 
Structure, a simple log cabin, was remodeled to later accomodate the Alfred and Clifford 
London families. It still serves as the local post office for the community. At the far 
southeast, corner of the family pJot is (he home of Theodore London, originally lived in 
by William London 

Aunt Maggie and John Toone’s home, originally owned by a Walker lamily, was 
also on the cast side of the street just up from the I»ndon home. Loyd Toone, a son, still 
calls it home today. Directly west and across the street is the Lemuel Toone home. This 
home was previously lived in by Oliver London. After Lemuel’s son, Norman moved 
from the valley, the house was occupied by Steven FcnL:. 

Al "The Comer*” the gathering place for school and church, stood the home of 
WIlford Toone and family Adjacent to their properly was the original town hall/schod 
Spoken of earlier. 

Going directly west and located on the cast side of the Lost Creek was the 
basement home of CC- Toone. He and his wife iirsl dwelled on the west side of the 
creek in a place called the “Blue Devil.” Today, a new home is nestled there in the trees 
and still houses a member of Ihc Toone family. 

Just cast of the ‘The Comer” and north of Ihe present LDS Chapel is the home 
built by Dick Thackeray and later sold to Matt Thompson In earlier days, a small log 
cabin, just a little north, was occupied by George Chapman and later hy George Stevens 
and son, Glenn The Stevens later built a larger home jitsl to the north of the original 
home. Across the street was another log cabin which was lived in by the Palmer, and 
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laler William Branch families, this cabin was lom down and ihe David Wilde family 

now live on the spot in a new modem home. 

About one mile north of the present chapel was a of homes occupied by 
Hany Toone, later Reed Wilde, Sr., W. H Twne, Dick Toone, Mark Thackeray, James 
S , Pretty Ma and Samuel Elopkin., Thomas Condic, Albeit Wilde, M. Rccd Wilde and 
William Bower Melvin Crouch and family lived Another mile ur Ihe l-ost Creek road 
At the present lime, several lovely new homes have been built by Marcus Reed Wilde. 
Jr, liyrum S. Foster, Rickie Windlcy, Ronald Crouch, and Phil Toone,
